BELLEVILLE — Riverfront Square has arts and 


entertainment experience at the helm already. 

Rae Christie worked for five years in the 
Communications Division of the Harbourfront Corporation 
in Toronto, marketing programs, before seeing a newspaper 
article on developer Brian Magee’s ambitious plans for the 
old Corbin Lock property. 

Originally from Brighton and tired of the fast lane, she 
took it upon herself to contact Magee even though he had 
not yet advertised a position. He invited her to send a 
resume, and the result is she’s now Production Co-ordinator 
for Riverfront Productions. 

Magee quotes figures estimating close to a million 
tourists annually come within 20 miles of Belleville and 
asks, “Where are they?” He also recalls inviting public 
input before proceeding with plans, and says more than 70 
per cent of the comments he heard from locals then were as 
follows:.“‘There’s nothing to do in Belleville,” or “We are 
lacking interesting things here.” 

He hopes that while Riverfront Square gives locals what 
they are looking for, it will also create and tap into an 
annual potential of $110 million market. The Chamber of 
Commerce estimates that if a tourist stays overnight in 
Belleville, he spends an average of $110 a day. 

Then there’s the potential to grow. The 1990 Dillon 
Bayfront Planning Study says only 45 per cent of the 
tourists who do come to Belleville return. The other 55 per 
cent must agree, there’s nothing interesting enough here to 
return to.

Last week, the province announced that 
funding has been approved for a recycling 
demonstration project for Centre and South 
Hastings.

an there be another Donald Marshall lan- 
guishing in a Canadian jail for a murder he 
didn’t commit? Marshall, a Nova Scotia 
Micmac Indian spent 11 years in Dorchester 
Penitentiary before being completely exon- 
erated of committing the murder of Sandy 
Seale in a Cape Breton park. 

Now it appears possible that David Milgaard has been 
incarcerated in Manitoba's Stony Mountain Penitentiary 
for more than 20 years for a crime he didn’t commit. He 
has the dubious distinction of being Canada’s longest 
serving prisoner. This is his story. : 

On Jan. 31, 1969, Gail Miller, a Saskatoon nursing 
assistant, left her home at 6:45 a.m. to catch a bus to 
work. It was bitterly cold out. Gail shivered in her 
overcoat and wrapped a scarf over her head. It was 
only a couple of blocks to the bus stop. She usually 
covered the distance in about 10 minutes. 

At 8:20 a.m., Gail’s body was discovered in a nearby 
alley. She was still wearing her overcoat, but her dress 
and underclothing were in disarray. She had been raped 
and stabbed to death. 


Damaging statements 





During the course of a six-month investigation, police 
learned that David Milgaard, then a long-haired 16-year- 
old transient, had been in Saskatoon on the morning of 
the murder with two friends, Ron Wilson and Nicol John. 
They had been driving around looking for the home of 
another friend, Albert Cadrain. 

David Milgaard has always claimed that after finding 
Cadrain, he and his friends left Saskatoon and drove west, 
stopping in Edmonton, Calgary and Banff, before return- 
ing to Regina. Milgaard has stated: “I have tried to 
se anyone to put me at the scene, to find some 
way, considering the times, that I could have commit- 
ted the crime. I don’t think you could.” 

But that’s not the way the investigation evolved. Even- 
tually, Wilson and Cadrain, the two young men with 
David that morning, and the young woman, Nicol John, 
were questioned extensively. All three gave damaging 
statements against David. 

According to his friends, they arrived in Saskatoon 
between 5:30 a.m. and 6:30 a.m. looking for Cadrain’s 
house. They became lost and the car got stuck in the 
snow. Wilson and Milgaard left the car for 15 minutes 
to seek help. It was during this period that David suppos- 
edly raped and stabbed Gail Miller as she left her home 
around 6:45 a.m. It left him precious little time to commit 
the crime 

At 7 a.m., David was seen by a hotel manager asking 
for a map. A half hour later, another witness observed 
David and his friends in a back lane. Their car had

David’s two male friends didn’t waver. 
Ron Wilson stated that he had seen David 

with a maroon- handled paring knife in the car before 
they had arrived in Saskatoon. It was this knife police 
claimed was the murder weapon. He further testified that 
once they had reached Cadrain’s house, he had seen blood 
on David's clothing. : 

In addition, prosecution attorneys pointed out that 
semen found near Miller’s body could have been David 
Milgaard’s. 

acca to the day after the murder, David was found 
guilty and sentenced to life imprisonment. Out of sight, 
out of mind. Very few people cared. The victim's family 
grieved. David Milgaard’s mother, Joyce, believed her 
son was telling the truth. For years, she has worked to 
prove his innocence against seemingly insurmountable 
circumstantial evidence. bn iY : 

In Stony Mountain Penitentiary, David insisted on his 
innocence. His lack of remorse may very well have 
quashed any chance he may have had for an early 
release via the National Parole Board route. They like to 
hear a man say he is sorry for committing his crime. 

In 1988, noted forensic pathologist, Dr. James Fer- 
ris, issued a report that concluded there was no pixaical 
evidence linking David to the crime. The federal justice 
department agreed to review the old murder, but did not 
consider the report in itself sufficient to reopen the case. 

Joyce Milgaard never lost faith in her son’s inno- 
cence. She retained lawyer David Asper to act as her 
counsel. 

Within recent months, events have taken an unusual 
and dramatic turn. It has been learned that another man, 
Larry Fisher and his wife, Linda, were living in a base- 
ment apartment in Albert Cadrain’s house on the night of 
the murder. 

Larry Fisher normally caught the same bus as Gail 
Miller. On the morning of the murder, his wife woke up 
well after 9 a.m. to find her husband still at home, 
dressed not in his working clothes, but in clothing he 
normally’ wore on weekends. Linda and Larry argued 
incessantly and eventually divorced. 

Two years after the murder, Fisher was convicted 
of a series of rapes in Saskatoon and Winnipeg. He 
was sentenced to 12 years in prison, but was released 
in 1981. Once free, he was convicted of raping a 52-year- 
old North Battleford woman. During the course of one of 
his rapes, Fisher had used a paring knife. 

In 1980, Linda Fisher told her story to police. She 
even mentioned that later on the day of the murder, 
she had noticed that one of her paring knives was 
missing. That same day, a neighborhood youngster had 
knocked on her door. The little girl had found her hus- 
band’s wallet on the street. Police took Linda’s report, but 
apparently nothing was done. 

Ten years later, a friend of Linda Fisher’s contacted 
David Asper and told him Linda’s story. Now there 
was another suspect in the murder of Gail Miller. Asper

The Crown's theory is 
ain recent weeks, the Crown’s chief witness, Ron Wilson, 
has admitted that he lied at the 1969 trial. He now claims 
he never even heard of the murder until March, 1969, two 
months after the crime, when Saskatoon police questioned 
him. Initially, he denied knowing anything about the 
killing. ; c 
In May he was questioned again and again professed 
ignorance of the killing. After hours of questioning, he 
broke and, out of sheer fright, said what his interrogators 
wanted to hear. He was shown five knifes and was 
told to identify the maroon-handled paring knife. Under 
extensive questioning, he lied and said that he had seen 
David with the knife in the car before arriving in Saska- 
toon. 


No blood on clothing 


At first he told police that he had seen no blood 
on David’s clothing. But later he lied, stating that he had 
seen blood on David’s clothing after the murder. In real- 
ity, Wilson now Said, his mother had washed David’s 
clothing when they returned to Regina and she had not 
seen any blood on them. 


ince Wilson’s statement, Albert Cadrain has 
stated that he too was coerced into giving 
damaging false evidence against David at the 
time of the trial. 

As a result of the witnesses stating that 
they lied from the witness stand, a second 
review of forensic evidence has been com- 

pleted by Manitoba’s chief medical examiner, Dr. Peter 
Markesteyn. He, too, has concluded that the physical evi- 
dence presented at the long ago trial fails to link David 
Milgaard to the crime. In fact, Dr. Markesteyn strongly 
insinuates that the supposed human semen sample found 
near the body was dog urine. 

The federal department of justice has a lot to mull 
over. An innocent man may very well have been con- 
victed of a crime he didn’t commit. Meanwhile, David 
Milgaard, now 37 years old, is still incarcerated in Stony 
Mountain Penitentiary. He says, “I am innocent,”’ just as 
he has been saying for over 20 years.

Tax confuses campers

trailer in the province will 
be taxed.” Armed with 
them, he claims local 
assessors visited Green 
Acres Park in Waterloo for 
a week in June, and advised 
the park owner that 96 per 
cent of the trailers there 
would be assessed. 

The regional assessment 
commissioner for Owen 
Sound has been quoted as 
saying, “Even trailers 
which are towed south for 
the winter may be taxed.” 

According to the 
guidelines, a trailer hooked 
for more than 90 days a 
year to services, equipped 
with a sun deck and resting 


on concrete blocks, 
qualifies for assessment. 
Jay points out decking and 
blocks are often used to 
stabilize trailers or allow 
them to occupy uneven land 
not suitable for touring 
trailers. 
“This reply to campers 1S 
deceptive,” says Lynne 
Challinor, Red Eagle 
Trailer Park owner in Coe 
Hill. “They read it without 
the guidelines and think, 
‘Oh, well! That’s okay then. 


I’m seasonal, not 
permanent.’ But they're 
going to get it.” 


And certainly they'll ‘get 
it,’ according to the 
guidelines, where a trailer 


“is designed to be placed 
in one location and includes 
features such as a gable 
roof, roof overhangs, 
eavestroughing, downspouts, 
asphalt shingles and roof 
vents,” and has two or more 
of the usual additions. 

Because of local 
assessment office 
interpretations and local 
mill rates, there’s even 
concem that a small metal 
storage shed can qualify as 
a “garage,” a suggested trait 
of permanence.

Question: | have a movie poster from an old ‘James Bond’ film, "Dr. No", I was wondering 
if it was worth anything? 

Answer: Movie posters are quite collectable and some of them from famous films such as 
‘Casablanca’ are very valuable. Your 'Dr. No’ poster, if in good condition, is worth about 
$90.00 today, in 1962 when the movie was released, it was worth about $1.50 so hang on to it. 
Question: I have a collection of about 140 silk flags that came in cigarettes. Some of these 
flags represent countries of the world and others represent famous military regiments. All the 
flags measure about 3" x 3" and are in good condition, could you please give me more 
information about them and their value? 

Answer: In the early part of the 1900's tobacco companies offered various premiums with 
their products to encourage consumption. Two companies in particular, Godfrey Phillips 
(B.V.D. brand) and Kensitas offered a series of silk flags in several sizes. The sizes vary form 
the 3 x 3's in your collection to some large enough to make wall hangings from, the larger 
flags in mint condition with protective wrapper intact being the most valuable. Several series 
of flags were available covering subjects such as war heroes, celebrities, old masters and art, 
and of course, famous politicians. The smaller flags in good condition are worth between $2 - 
$3 each and if in mint condition $5 - $10. The larger cabinet size flags, such as the "Blue Boy’ 
in the old masters series, are worth as much as $30.00. 

Question: I really enjoy reading your articles each week, I find them entertaining as well as 
informative. Even though I've been a collector myself for years I always seem to find 
something I didn't know in it. Now that I'm retired I would like to take some courses to learn 
even more about antiques and collectables, are there any available in the Quinte area that you 
would recommend?

Following, I have listed six do's and don’ts for fall 
gardens. Some are common sense and some go against 
popular practices. But all have been tested and will pay big 
dividends that will come due all next spring and summer. 

Once the trees and shrubs have packed it in, the 
temptation is’strong to pack in your power mower as well - 
but don’t. Long after most garden plants have nodded off, 
your lawn, under the urging of fall rains and cooler 
temperatures, is still undergoing a surge of growth and if 
you don’t keep cutting, your lawn could be in trouble. 

Long grass emerges from winter as a smothering mat 
that blocks the spring sun from grass crowns, resulting in

er and more irregular green-up. It also acts as q 
haven for rodents and fungus spores. So keep your lawn 
mower active and in fact, in that final cutting, give your 
lawn a brush cut with your mower set at the lowest 
Pee atils your lawn should never be allowed to go 
long, neither should it be allowed to go short on food. 
Right now is a good time to apply an organic fertilizer with 
a formulation such as 5-4-7, low in nitrogen, (first 
number), moderate in phosphorous and highest in potash, 
the element that provides lawn grasses with cell strength 
and resistance to winter kill. And the slow-release Nature 
of the organics provides Li advantage, eliminating the 
early spring feeding. 

ee pads by what you see. Long after the trees 
and shrubs in your garden have lost every leaf, their root 
systems are still active in the warm fall soil. And don’t 
worry about transplant shock because, as you'll see when 
you remove the container, the trees, shrubs and evergreens 
from your nursery have had the whole summer to develop 
intensive root systems in those containers that will see 
them easily through: the winter. In addition, you'll likely 
save money because nurseries have a good habit of 
knocking late season stock down by 50 per cent. 

And don’t forget to feed established trees and shrubs 
with the same organic fertilizer you used on your lawn. 
Shrubs are easy to feed. Trees require a little more effort. 

Around the base of each shrub, according to size, scatter 
a handful or two of fertilizer. Under the drip-line of each 
tree (the outer edge of the foliage), stake out a circle and at 
two to three-foot intervals, again according to size, remove 
a six-inch wide plug of sod and dig an eight to ten-inch 
hole. Mix the dug soil with a handful of fertilizer, retum to 
the hole and cap with the sod plug.

Pulling her finger across her throat as 
a strong symbolic gesture,” she signs: 
“It would be very terrible. Our hands 
and eyes mean everything to us. I can’t 
imagine not using them to speak of 
how I feel to others.” 

The love for their language motivates 
them in their endeavour to teach others 
to appreciate signing and the deaf 
community. 

In Belleville, the deaf community is 
approximately 250 strong, excluding 
transient students attending Sir James 
Whitney School for the Hearing 
Impaired. 

Starting Sept. 18 and sponsored by 
the Canadian Hearing Society, the two 
instructors will be offering courses at 
two levels Tuesdays and Thursdays of 
each week. A separate course will be 
offered next year. 

Entitled “Signing Naturally”, the 12- 
week courses teach American Sign 
Language (ASL), a visual language 
comprising specific gestures, 
handshapes and facial expressions. 


students may gain an appreciation of their 
deaf culture and rich history stemming 
from the pioneering spirits of their 
forefathers in the 1800s. 

That belief extends into society as a 
whole. Both would like those with hearing 
to learn sign language and to additionally 
gain a new appreciation of deaf culture. 

The importance of their language is 
woven into their emotional and physical 
being, as is speaking English for general 
society. 

Asked to imagine their lives without the 
beauty of reaching out and saying hello to a 
fellow deaf person, their minds reel, their 
eyes widen in response. 

“I’m trying to imagine what it would be 
like,” signs Roberts, her hands moving 
calmly and precisely. “Everything would be 
inside of you. You could never express 
yourself to anyone. I just can’t imagine not 
being able to sign — the oppression would 
be too great. 

“A deaf person would be so lonely 
without being able to communicate through 
Signing. They would miss out on 
everything.”

Beattie's theory is that 
during times of pressure 
and oppressive situations 
people react. The end-result 
could be more graffiti as a 
way of venting pent-up 
emotions. 

“Graffiti definitely 
increases during exams 
here, for example, in the 
bathrooms. To put it on a 
broader scale, in the cities 
for example, people and 
culture are becoming more 
repressive. Look at today 
compared to the 1960s — 
life is much more contained 
and conformist. Combined 
with high-technology and 
the de-humanization of 
society’s communication, in 
terms of speculation, 

graffiti could be a 
screaming urge to achieve a 
simpler way of getting a 
message across.”

Committee recommends asbestos removal

Asbestos should be 
removed from all 
elementary schools in 
Hastings County within the 
next five years. 

That’s the recommen- 
dation of the Hastings 
County Board of Education 
Joint Health and Safety 
Committee after reviewing 
the board’s Asbestos 
Control Plan, implemented 
in 1988 and revised in July 
by the Ministry ef Labour. 

The JHS committee will 
forward the recommen- 


Small amounts. of 
asbestos in powdery form 
have been proven to cause 


the fatal diseases 
mesithelioma and 
asbestosis. 


A meeting is scheduled 
by the JHS committee for 
Sept. 26 to finalize the draft 
before submission to board 
members. 

Education board plant 
manager Dave Bares says 
roughly 20 elementary 
schools are targeted for the 
clean up in the 
recommendations. In the 
majority of cases, asbestos 
has been in the schools

The provincial 
regulations prompted the 
Hastings County Board of 
Education to draft the 
Asbestos Control Plan. 

The board encapsulated 
asbestos in school ceilings 
and crawl spaces in 1981 
after a royal commission 
deemed encapsulating 
asbestos as a_ safe 
alternative if properly 
maintained by 
knowledgeable workers. 

Three county secondary 
schools have large 
encapsulated areas of 
asbestos, says Barnes, that 
will not be removed by the 
board due to the high costs 
involved. The burden 


would ultimately be borne 
by the taxpayer. 

Air test results from 1989 
in the three secondary 
schools, says a board 
information item, showed 
fibre concentrations were 
below Ministry of Labor 
guidelines for all types of 
asbestos. 

The monitoring and 
maintenance idea may also 
look feasible to the board 
regarding elementary 
schools if the board rejects 
the Joint Health and Safety 
committee recommen- 
dations to remove the 
asbestos, says Barnes. 

“The board may decide to 
continue the monitoring 
and maintenance of the 
asbestos. There is no health 
risk to students attending 
the schools as long as the 
material is not disturbed. 
With proper care and 
monitoring our staff can 
ensure it will not be.”

DON’T TAKE CUTTINGS: Fall is late in the season for 
taking cuttings from outdoor plants for indoor propagation. 
As soon as temperatures, particularly night temperatures, 
Started to drop, plants started to “harden off”, just for the sake 
of survival. And tough plant tissue is the last thing you want 
when you are trying to grow new plants from old plants. 

You can take whole plants, but don’t try to take them the 
way they are. First, spray them thoroughly with an 
insecticide and fungicide, twice at ten day intervals. Then cut 
the tops back by half, dig and shake the roots free of dirt, 
(even wash them), and trim the tops back by at least a third. 
Re-pot the plant in a soiless mix and set it in a cool, dark 
place for a week. Place it in a sunny window or under 
fluorescent lights (no more than six inches from the foliage). 
Once new growth starts, feed, and don’t feed again until spring. 
; DON’T RAKE LEAVES: Whenever I see leaves going up 
in smoke or packed into those big, yellow garbage bags 
waiting for pickup, I feel a little sad. Because that is a waste 
of good organic matter that most lawns are Starved for. 
Pulverize them with your mower, even if it takes two or three 
passes, and by spring, there will be no sign of them.

Brother Bill 
holds the family record with a 42-pound 
beast taken from the same lake. 
Using a hamessed sucker minnow trailed 
some 8 feet below a large bobber is the 
method Dad taught us. Why a bobber? 
Well, when trolling it allows the angler a

and the float can be steered along the 
weedbeds that are the habitat for musky. 

Note that the minnows should be 

harnessed with a minimum of two hooks, at 
least on or near the midsection, While 
single large hooks snelled on a wire leader 
were once used by musky anglers, they 
have now fallen out of favour as the fish 
generally will swallow the whole bait 
making live release futile. The extra hook 
allows the angler to set the hook 
immediately before the bait is consumed, 

Jerk baits such as Suicks are the present 
craze among musky hunters, especially 
when worked in weedy areas. Plugs such as 
Swim Whizz, Believers and Pikie Minnows 
are also a productive choice. 

This writer has had some success trolling 
magnom rebels in less weedy areas in the 
reaches of the upper Moira. Although not as 
popular these days, surface running 
jitterbugs have accounted for many lunge, 
especially in early moming or near dusk. 

Remember these fish have a slow growth 
rate and are a prized commodity that should 
be live released. Life-like reproductions can 
now be made from a photograph at a cost 
near the same price as traditional taxidermy.

Ibs. 14 oz., so-this lunker needs just one 
more meal to set a new world mark. The 
ministry denied any knowledge of the event. 

The only time an avid fisherman ever tells 
the truth is when he calls his buddies liars. 
But stories are part of the sport, so it’s 
unlikely fish lies will ever cause Saint Peter 
to turn you away at the pearly gate. After 
all, he was once a fisherman himself.

aluminum boats and bite off fingers or toes 
dangling off docks. No doubt he’ll also 
swallow an occasional child bathing at West 
Zwicks Park. 

A number of years ago a similar legend 
lurked in the Trent River at Percy Boom, 
just south of Campbellford. And I would 
have dismissed tales about him too, along 
with hoop snakes and hailstones, had I not 
seen him once with my own eyes. 

It was a Saturday moming in 1975, the 
day after I’d driven into Belleville to see 
that new movie, “Jaws.”

Mayor George Zegouras 
welcomes the idea. 

A full plate and busy 
agenda, however, requires 
the majority of Zegouras’s 
time. 

Solution: the second 
Tuesday of every month, 
Mayor Zegouras makes a 
point of leaving his office 
door open to taxpayers 
who'd like to voice their 
opinion. 

“People used to say all of 
the time they could never 
get a hold of me. Now, 
hosting an open house, I am 
accessible to the public and 
am all ears,” says Zegouras. 

The open door policy has 
been a regular feature of 
Zegouras’s mayoral tenure 
for the past ten years. 

After a summer recess 
during July and August, 
Zegouras is inviting 
taxpayers to his office for 
the first fall open house 
Sept. 11 from 7 p.m. to 9 
p.m..

f you ever have the opportunity to visit the 


tiny Surrey village of Lower Knapphill, you 
will be impressed by the peaceful nature of 
the community. Lower Knapphill is an 
unlikely locale for a mysterious murder 


medi cal practitioner in the area for years Mary 
decided to move away. She rented her furnished 
home for six months to a young couple, William and 
Mary Lerwill. The Lerwills moved in with their two 
children, a nanny and a lodger, Hilary Rougier. 
Rougier, 77, was frail, deaf and rather comfortably 
off financially. He was a retired gentleman farmer 
from the Channel Island of Guernsey who had 
moved to Lower Knapphill to spend his remaining 
days in peace and quiet 

According to villagers, all the occupants of 
Nuthurst got along Swimmingly for a while. It 
wasn't long after the Lerwills moved in that old 
Rougier began to feel poorly. This was fairly 
surprising, because other than a bit of asthma, the 
old boy was in extremely good health. The Lerwills, 
who treated Rougier as they would their own father, 
felt that a doctor should see the old gent 
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On July 23, 1926, Dr. A. H. Brewer called at — 
Nuthurst. The good doctor noted a slight bronchial 
condition, prescribed a cough mixture and went on 
his way. Five days later, Dr. Brewer made a 
follow-up call and found his patient in much the 
same condition. 

A little over two weeks after his last visit, Dr. 
Brewer received an urgent call from Mrs. Lerwill. 
Rougier had taken a turn for the worse. On this 
occasion, the doctor found his patient unconscious 
and dying. A few hours later, Rougier was dead. 
Dr. Brewer issued the death certificate, noting the 
cause of death to be due to a cerebral hemmorhage. 
And that, for all intents and purposes, was that. 

ot everyone was satisfied with the 
way old Rougier had made his exit. 
Rougier’s sister, Mrs. Ellen Smith, 
and his niece, Mrs. Ethel Hilliard, 
weren't satisfied at all. The old boy 
had kicked the bucket, leaving the 
grand total of 79 pounds as his total 
estate. The girls reckoned he was worth between 
five and seven thousand pounds. They sashayed 
over to Art Crosse’s office. Art had been Rougier’s 
solicitor and had drawn up his will some years 
earlier. He agreed with Ellen and Ethel. He would 
look into the matter on their behalf. 

Using the wiles so many purveyors of the legal 
profession seem to acquire in great abundance, he 
learned that the bulk of Rougier’s money had found 
its way into the Lerwills’ bank accounts. The ; 
lawyer and his two clients, notified authorities, who 
agreed that the circumstances surrounding 
Rougier’s death smelled to high heaven.

med by famed British pathologist, 
ead Spillsbury. He found no 
evidence of a cerebral hemmorhage. 

Internal organs were examined. They 

contained morphine, a derivative of 

audanum. 

Detectives searched Nuthurst. They 
discovered a cupboard that had been used 
by the late Dr. Hope as a medicine 
cabinet. Inside, they found a partially 


i he remembered the bottle well, but 
eer heen Nl when she had rented the house to 
Moir Mey ti, 1928, an inquest was held into the 
death of Hilary Rougier. Ellen Smith testified 
that several cheques, allegedly given by her 
brother to the Lerwills, were forgeries. Dr. 
Brewer, in that unenviable position of a doctor 
having his diagnosis proved in error, stated that 
at no Lime was he alone with his patient. One of 
the Lerwills*was always present. 
William Lerwill swore that all the money given 

to him was done so of Rougier'’s free will, as a 
gift. Shucks, it was just a coincidence that, when 
the money ran out, the old man died. Lerwill 
stated that he had used some of the laudanum to 
treat his spaniel’s claws. Evidently, the dog had 

2en suffering from eczema. ° 
res Lerwill testified that she had warned 
Rougier that he was very active for his age. 
Mary’s testimony is remembered, for it is while 
she was testifying that her husband's chair _ 
collapsed, tumbling him to the floor. Many in the 
anti-Lerwill audience took this as a sure sign of 
guilt. : ; 

After listening to testimony for six days, the 
inquest jury returned the unsatisfactory verdict, 
“Hilary Rougier died from morphine poisoning 
which was not self administered.” 

The Lerwills were free as the birds. A short 
time later, they sued the News of the World for 
libel and ended up with a substantial settlement, 
which some claimed was as high as 5,000 pounds. 
With Rougier’s funds, plus the libel windfall in 
his jeans, William promptly abandoned wife and 
children. He spent several years in Canada, before 
returning to England in 1933. The years had not 
been kind to William. He was now broke and 
haggard. 

n 1934, using the alias of Knight, Lerwill 
borrowed 10 shillings in order to make 
his way to the North Devon village of 
Come Martin to seek out his brother. Using 
any scheme possible to,keep the wolf from 
the door, he approached the home of Mary 
Kearney, who rented her home from his 
brother. He explained the relationship before going 
into a hard luck story about having car trouble a 
short distance from her house. He asked for and , 
received a three pound cheque from Mrs. Kearney. 

Three days later, on Wednesday, March 14, 
Lerwill was strolling down the village’s main street 
when he spotted the village constable walking 
straight toward him. Constable Yelland had no idea 
as to the stranger’s identity. He gave Lerwill a 
hearty greeting. Without a word, Lerwill yanked a 
bottle from his pocket and took a gulp. He then 
crumpled dead on the street. The bottle had 
contained deadly prussic acid. 

What strange stirrings in William Lerwill’s soul 
caused him to travel with a bottle of prussic 
acid on his person? The obvious and most 
acceptable theory is that, having beaten the inquest 
eight years earlier, he had made up his mind never 
to be taken into custody. When he saw Const. 
Yelland approaching, his guilty conscience played 
tricks on him. He thought he was going to be 
arrested and, as planned, committed suicide.

Candlelight vigil supports Mohawks at Oka standoff

Standing in the cold September night, 
their peaceful vigil lends support to 


natives in Oka, Que. 


andles lit, they 
embrace the cold 
( winds encircling 

the Belleville 
cenotaph as they think of 
Natives behind barbed-wire 
barricades on the Kahn- 
esalake Reserve, 

At vigil’s end, the Sunday 
evening sunset drops below 
the Belleville horizon, the 
protesters go home to a 
warm house, an inviting 
bed their message 
delivered to both 
government and natives. 

Kahnesatake’s warriors 


and sympathizers, however, 
remain in the cold Quebec 
night in a small wooded 
area, within earshot of 
Canadian Armed Forces 
soldiers. 

Throughout the night, 
spot lights penetrate the 
brush and helicopters will 
buzz the tree tops. 

It's a show of force, 
Belleville resident Chris 
Marks cannot easily forget 
since visiting Oka. Her 
convictions prompt her 
attendance at the Sunday 
night vigil. 


Like Marks, for the past 
month, anywhere from 50 
to 80 people have attended 
the vigil to protest the 
government’s actions. 

“If people see genuine 
concern for the natives at 
Kanasatake, other people 
may stop and think abow 
what the government is 
doing to these people,” says 
Marks. “That’s what the 
vigil is about, showing 
concern for the natives. The 
place is being ignored by 
Canadians. We want to 
show our support.” 

After gaining entry 
through an emergency pass 
held by a friend, Marks 
witnessed what she 
calls“oppression of Oka 
and Kahnesatake by the 
Canadian military” Sept. 15

“Morale is very low now 
— it’s a very sad 
atmosphere. Very glum,” 
Says Marks. It’s also very 
scary with the tanks,

week Quinte started to recycle. For the first time, 

we are seeing blue boxes on the curb across the 
city and around the area -- and it's a pretty sight. 

Frankly, we were skeptical of ever seeing 
recycling come to Belleville. Now we have to 
admit we were wrong. And we're glad of it -- 
recycling is long overdue. 

But we should note as we have noted before 
that recycling is only the third step in a series of 
steps that every consumer can take to be more 
environmentally responsible: 

First, we should reduce our use of resources, 
both in the material things we buy and in the 
packaging in which they come. 

Second, we should reuse whatever we can 
rather than simply throwing it out. 

And only third should we recycle the things 
that we can't reuse. 

But there is a difference between the first two 
steps and recycling. Reducing and reusing can be 
done by consumers on an individual basis and 
concemed individuals have long done so in their 
daily life. 

Recycling, however, can only be done as a 
group -- you have to have some central depot 
where materials can be collected and sorted and 
sent to the proper industrial centre for reuse. 
That's why the municipal blue box program is so 
significant. The blue box program says that we 
care enough as 4 society -- not just as a few 
isolated individuals -- to take care of our 
environment. That's why, right now, blue is our 
favounte colour. 


Out of touch 


Federal Finance Minister Michael Wilson 
sounds like a man who is completely out of 
touch with reality.

New Choices Strives to assist clients 
understand more about themselves

Under the mask of 
adulthood lies a hurt and 
frightened child. 

The traumas, insecurities, 
loneliness and the black 
incidents of our childhood 
are suppressed _ sub- 
consciously, constantly 
churning every hour of 
adulthood. 

The subliminal anxiety is 
an abrasive working against 
genuine efforts to attain a 
healthy and happy 
existence in today’s world 
and is a cycle that must be 
broken, says Roy 
Cunnington, counsellor 
with New Choices, a new 
agency aimed at healing 
family conflict in Belleville 
and Quinte. 

Modern counselling and 
therapy is the answer in 
breaking free from mental 
and emotional scarring and 
on the road to recovery, 
concedes Cunnington. 

The former chairman of 
communications at Loyalist 
College has organized and 
run several workshops and 
groups locally on issues 
ranging from abusive men 
to stress. 

“All of us are very hurt 
children, raised by hurting 
parents who were brought 
up in a hurting society,” 
says Cunnington. 

“Unfortunately as we 
grow older in life, away 
from our childhood, we 
don’t always mature 
emotionally: Ifyou look 
around there are always 
people that behave just like 
little kids.” 

Unadmitted fear, stress, 
rage, resentment, contempt, 
frustration and hope- 
lessness feelings 
experienced as a child — 
Carry into adulthood if they 
are not dealt with 
effectively. 

And as a result, says 
Cunnington, people break- 
down, abuse their wives or 
husbands physically and 
emotionally, are unhappy, 
unmotivated and find it 


impossible to resolve 
conflicts. 
For instance, men 


frustrated or confined in an 
unhappy marriage may turn 
to beating their wife to try 
and restore a sense of 
balance to the relationship. 
One of the main thrusts 
of New Choices 
counselling is to help 
abusing men recognize the 
damage they do to their 
families and to deal with 
their emotions honestly. 
The hurting and agony 
over his family life as a 
child is repeated into 
adulthood as a result. 
Family patterns are often 
generation-old patterns, 
says Cunnington, who has 
been working with abusive 
men for the past five years. 
The first step in resolving 
the abusive relationship is 
providing a person who 
will listen to the confused, 
abusive husband. 
Discussion of the 
problem will air many of 
the underlying factors 
governing the man’s 
behaviour, 








“Society gains little when 
men are white-knuckled, 
ready to explode, and 
holding their anger back 
simply by their will,” says 
Cunnington. 

“We have to learn as 
much about ourselves as we 
can and find out how much 
we were hurt in our 
childhood. From there we 
can determine how those 
hurts are affecting what we 
do today,” Says 
Cunnington. 

“These stresses lead to 
chronic anxiety, adding 
more of a burden on to a 
hurting person,” says 
Cunnington.

Kline’s program uses 
video images to let any 
viewer see a particular 
scene the way an elderly 
person with aging vision 
does; Adrian’s produces 

numerical measurements of 


appears more blotchy to an 
older person than to a 
younger one. The result can 
be like looking into the 
high-beam headlights on an 
oncoming Car. 

The elderly also have 
problems seeing moving 
objects, things on either side 
and objects in shade or low 
light. Where a young person 
sees a bus looming faintly 
out of the fog, it may be 
invisible to an older person. 

When Kline surveyed 
elderly drivers, they 
reported that they have 
difficulty judging the speed 
of their vehicles, that other 
vehicles move too quickly, 
that they are often surprised 
by merging vehicles and 
that other vehicles arrive in 
their peripheral field of 
vision unexpectedly.

contribute to older drivers’ 
disproportionately high rate, 
on a miles-driven basis, of 
accidents and traffic tickets. 

“The three most frequent 
types of accidents in old age 
are failure to yield right-of- 
way, failure to heed signs, 
and failure to turn 
appropriately - which seems 
to correspond to the types of 
vision problems they 
report,” says Kline. 

Kline has developed a 
computer image-processing 
program that engineers, 
designers, driver trainers 
and educators can use to 
‘see’, On a video screen, 
signs and markers as they 
would be seen by an older 
person. 

Kline takes a video 
picture of, for instance, a 
KEEP RIGHT sign. A 
digitized version of the 
picture is passed through an 
electronic ‘filter’ in the 
computer which processes 
the image in exactly the 
same way as the eyes of the’ 
average 80-year-old. The 
resulting picture’ is 
displayed on a video screen. 

The vision filter technique 
can be set for any age, so 
Kline can view the world 
through the eyes of anyone 
from 18 to 100 years old.

In Waterloo, Adrian has 
Produced a computer 
program that crunches 
numbers instead of pictures.

Not long afler leaving kis home that 
Saturday evening, Bobby was stopped by 
RCMP Constable Braden. He was told to 
report to the local RCMP detachment. 
Bobby proceeded to the detachment 
office, where Sgt. Thomas Roach advised 
him that he had used his father’s ID to 
fraudulently purchase the new convert- 
ible. Bobby admitted using the ID, but 


| claimed it was with his father’s permis- 


sion. Bobby went on to give an account of 
his movements, much as we have related 
here. He never deviated from his story in 
any detail in the months to follow. 

Sgt. Roach visited the Cook residence, 
but found no one at home. The convertible 
was searched. Police found the suitcases 


| and metal box. Inside the suitcases were 


the family’s nightclothes. The box con- 
tained Mr. Cook’s bankbook, the chil- 
dren's birth certificates and a marriage 
license. Sgt. Roach visited the Cooks’ 
house for the second time. The front door 
was unlocked. Roach went inside, using a 
flashlight, and found nothing amiss. 

The next day, Sunday, for the third 
lime, the RCMP visited the Cook resi- 
dence. In an attached garage, under floor 
boards which covered a grease pit, they 
found the bodies of the entire Cook 
family 

Rae Cook’s body was riddled with bul- 
lets. His wife Daisy lay beside him. A 
shotgun blast had blown away half her 


| face. Underneath their bodies lay those of 


the children; Gerald, 9, Patrick, 8, Chris- 
topher, 6, Cathy, 4, and Linda Mae, 3. 
Their heads had been beaten with the 


| stock of a single barrel shotgun. Someone 


had washed blood off the walls inside the 
house, but traces of the blood were still 
discernible. Inside the master bedroom, 
police found Bobby's prison issue blue suit 
under a mattress. It was bloodstained. 
_Bobby had a ready answer for all ques- 
tions put to him. He had given his father 
the suit to make the trip to British 
Columbia. They were the same size and it 
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seemed the right thing to do. He had 
come back to Stettler to wait for his par- 
ents’ call telling him where to meet them. 

Bobby was charged with the murder of 
his father and lodged in the Ponoka Men- 
tal Institution. He asked permission to 
attend his family’s funeral. When permis- 
sion was denied, he smashed through a 
wire mesh window and escaped. Four 
days later, a bedraggled, half-starved 
Bobby Cook was apprehended hiding in a 
barn not far from Stettler. 

Meanwhile, the investigation into the 
mass murder focused solely on Bobby 
Cook. Medical examination of the bodies 
indicated that the murders had taken 
place at least 24 hours before they were 
found, but not more than 72 hours. This 
time frame proved to be ticklish. It put 
the time of the murders between 11 a.m. 
Thursday, June 25 and 11 a.m. on Satur- 
day morning, June 27. During much of 
this time span, Bobby could prove he was 
nowhere near Stettler. 


olice believed the murders took 
place sometime after 9:30 p.m. on 


Thursday, June 25 and 5 a.m. Fri- 
day, June 26. For Bobby to have commit- 
ted the crimes at any other time would 
have been virtually impossible. Reliable 
witnesses placed him far away from the 
murder scene. 

Unsavory witnesses, such as admitted 
thief Sonny Wilson, placed Bobby in 
Edmonton at 1 a.m. Friday. If these 
witnesses were to be believed, Bobb 
would have had to have left Stettler, a 
two and a half hour drive, at 10:30 p.m.

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Thursday, leaving him less than an hour 
to shoot two adults, bludgeon five children 
to death, carry bodies to the garage 
grease pit, replace floor covers, wash 
bloodstains off walls and get out of town. 


The $4,000 Bobby claimed to have given 
to his father was never found. Police 
believe it never existed. However, several 
prison inmates were well aware that 
Bobby had a cache of more than $4,000 
buried somewhere on the outside. 


Did Bobby Cook, a 21-year-old petty 
criminal who had never committed a vio- 
lent act in his life, systematically slaugh- 
ter his entire family? Is it possible that 
after Bobby left that Thursday night, 
someone else committed those murders 
for the $4,000 in Rae Cook’s possession? 


In November 1959, Bobby's murder trial 
opened at Red Deer. It took 10 days to 
present, but the jury took only an hour 
and a half to bring in a guilty verdict. 
Bobby was sentenced to hang. His law- 
yers appealed the conviction and won a 
new trial. The results were the same. 
This time the jury took only 25 minutes to 
bring in their guilty verdict. 

On Monday, Nov. 14, 1960, Robert Rae 
Cook was hanged at the Fort Saskatche- 
wan Correctional Institute.

The tire pressure 
on both front wheels must 
be equal in order to avoid 
swerves when braking.

In fact, 
there are a number of 
metal components that are 
often not covered by these 
warranties.

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Query: I have an old pressback rocking chair that is in perfect shape except for a cracked 
seat, which someone in the past had fixed by nailing two boards across the bottom of it. I 
would like to have my chair repaired properly, but I would like to know in advance how it 
Should be done so I get what I pay for. 
Response: Even if, as you say, your rocker is ‘in perfect shape’ it will have to be 
completely taken apart in order to repair it properly and this is how it should be done. 
1. The chair is checked over for any nails and screws that may have been used in previous 
repairs and removed. 
2. The bottom half of the chair is then knocked loose from the seat bottom and then taken 
apart to it's individual pieces. 
3. The top half of the chair is then removed from the seat and knocked apart as well. 
4. The split seat then has it's old repair (the two boards nailed across the bottom) removed 
and split area on both pieces is cleaned of all old glue and polishes, the two pieces are then 
planed perfectly flat along the split edge, then glued and clamped. 
5. er the old glue is removed from the individual pieces of the chair (joints and spindle 
ends). 
6. The chair is then reglued in the same order it was knocked apart, the bottom first, the top 
last. All joints must be a snug fit, because as one Old Timer told me, “You can't glue air.” 

In total a repair of this type would take about three hours to complete so be prepared for a 
bill of about $60 - $90, but on the plus side a proper repair will enhance the value or your 
rocker and make it last long enough to pass onto the next generation.

“IT just want to give 
people a fun and 
entertaining show of well- 
performed magic. It’s 
important to present magic 
as fun. I don’t practise 
black magic, it’s quite 
separate from what I do. If 
magicians get too serious 
they freak people out,” he 
intimates. 

Audiences and their 
glowing reactions has been 
the impetus behind Slone’s 
bid to entertain throughout 
his life. The people are 
important — without the 
crowd, magic would lose its 
appeal for Slone. 

“To me it’s the audience 
that counts. That wonder 
feeling I first experienced 
prompted me to want to 
share it with others when I 
was young.” 

A vibrant and 
forthcoming Slone knows 
breaking the ice with a 
crowd quickly is the key to 
successful feedback with 
the audience. 

“T was told by my trainer 
“If you’re doing stage 
magic you have to hit oil 
within the first ten seconds. 
If you don’t, stop boring,” 
adds Slone, his eyes raised 
to the sky in recollection of 
the pun, a smile breaking 
on his lips. 

The magician says the 
advice is especially true 
when performing for 
children, who are generally 
much more perceptive than 
adults. 

“Kids are harder to 
perform for than adults 
because they see and watch 
everything you do with 
great interest. If a magician 
isn’t doing a trick properly 
he’ll soon find out when in 
front of kids. He’ll hear: 
“The card is in his pocket”, 
right in the middle of the 
show. Adults don’t speak 
their minds usually.” 

He enjoys the challenge 
of school performances and 
is Currently working on a 
workshop proposal for 
several education boards 
‘and schools for 1991-1992. 

“I can teach them in 55 
minutes to open their minds 
Just a little wider and to be 
more perceptive through 
watching magic effects. I 
even teach them how to tie 
a rope without both hands. 
It’s a trick that they can use 
for the rest of their life. 
Magic can be really fun.” 

Slone will also become a 
children’s favorite this fall 
when he is slated to 
Summon Santa Claus 
Straight from the North 
Pole. He’ ll make Saint Nick 
appear at the Quinte Mall 
Nov. 17. 

“Making Santa appear 
will be neat, because he is a 
very large object.” 

He won’t reveal his 
secrets, however. Mag- 
icians should never reveal 
their tricks. 

“When a magician 
seriously exposes tricks, 
people lose respect for 
magic and magicians. It’s 
like showing little children 
that the Easter Bunny is just 
an ordinary rabbit.

CHRONIC FATIGUE CAN STRIKE ALMOST ANY AGE

commonly referred to as the “Yuppie Flu”,

The reference “Yuppie Flu” is a 
misnomer, concede experts who are now 
arguing M_E. afflicts persons aged 14 and 

nward — M_E. attacks don’t discriminate 

Despite research, there still is no cure or 
treatment for the viral virus that attacks the 
body's immune system, nervous system and 
body function. 

Up to 20 symptoms thwart sufferer's 
aliempts to lead normal lives daily. The 
most restricting symptom is severe 
exhaustion. 

There are, however, support groups 
throughout Canada, the United States and 
Britain to help those suffering from MLE. to 
cope and understand their illness. 

Locally, the M_E. Chronic Fatigue 
Support Group, spearheaded by Carol 





Ronson, has provided a safety net for 75 to 
100 sufferers for the past three years. They 
meet the last Wednesday of every month at 
Bridge Street United Church in Belleville. 

“Most people think of the "Yuppie Flu’ as 
just being tired. It’s much more than simply 
being tired. Your whole body goes out of 
whack and only those who have the illness 
can comprehend what it means to be struck 
down by M.E.,” says Support group co- 
ordinator Ronson, who spent three months 
confined to a bed, unable to walk to the 
nearest bathroom after contracting the virus, 

Latest medical theories relate the M.E. 
virus to the polio virus. 

“When you have to slowly crawl back to 
bed on your hands and knees after trying to 
do something and the doctors can’t seem to 
find what's wrong with you, it’s 
frustrating,” she says. 

Doctors and sufferers are baffled when 
attempting to arrest M.E. Not much is 
known about the illness, and doctors have 
been unable to get to the root of the 
complex virus. 

“Many doctors treat the first symptoms as 
a cold or flu. There’s not much they can do 


even if a person is diagnosed with M_E.

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Senate packing 


The GST hasn't even been passed and already it 

is costing us money! 
aaa. it cost us eight new senators at an 
annual cost of around $575,000 in salaries and 
non-taxable expenses alone. Fortunately, we are 
only stuck with the extra senators until death do 
us part. No more new senators can now bs 
appointed until the number is back down to the 
regulation 104 through natural attrition -- death 
or retirement. at : 

The prime minister piously justified packing 
the Senate, stating that he didn't think the 
Canadian people wanted an unelected Senate to 
block the will of an elected House of Commons. 

Nonsense! If the comments of people on the 
street are anything to go by, people aren't going 
to buy it. Check out Over Coffee this week as 
just one sample. 

’ This whole fiasco has made one thing 
absolutely clear -- we need Senate reform. 

In our view, the prime minister, far from acting 
on behalf of democracy, is acting 
undemocratically in seeking and getting an 
unprecedented mandate to pack the Senate. 

Either the Senate has a job to do as the so- 
called body of sober second-thought -- in which 
case it is fully justified in defeating the GST -- or 
it is a rubber stamp. 

If it is merely a rubber stamp to the House of 
Commons, as the prime minister clearly believes 
it is, then let's get a cheaper one. A rubber stamp 
can be bought from any printer for $5, $10 or 
$20, depending upon how fancy you want to get, 
considerably less than the cost of even one 
senator. 

If it is not merely a rubber stamp, then let's give 
it the legitimacy it deserves. The U.S. Senate 
began in the same way as ours as a non-elected 
body intended to protect society from what was 
then called 'mobocracy' -- a fear that the great 
unwashed had to be held in check somehow. In: 
the 19th century it was changed to an elected 
body under the same democratic pressures 
Canada 1S expenencing today. 

A true commitment to democracy -- as opposed 
to a simple desire to get his way -- would have 
led the prime minister to reforming the Senate, 
not packing it. 


Settling land claims 


We are both surprised and relieved that the 
armed standoff at Oka, Que. ended relatively 
peacefully despite a free-swinging melee 
between Warriors and soldiers on the final night. 
At least no one was killed. 

Perhaps now the government and native 
Canadians can take stock of the situation without 
the complication of an armed standoff. Because 
native Canadians do have a legitimate beef. 

One of the fundamental principles of justice is 
that justice must be done swiftly. But justice is 
not being done swiftly in the case of native land 
Claims. Hundreds of land claims remain 
Outstanding and will take literally hundreds of 
years to settle at the current rate of progress. 

Locally, for example, a dispute has dragged on 
for years over the legal status of a lease to 
Shannonville property signed 150 years ago 
Meanwhile, the status of the land and buildings 
on it has remained in limbo to the detriment of 
both natives and non-natives alike. 

The federal government's stand has been that it 
will not negotiate with natives until the stand off

¢ Custom Window Treatments 


decorating service...call for an 


to full capacity. This feature can reduce a» 

water heating bill by as much as 50 per cent. 

The EES, if properly installed, require 

little attention apart from a yearly cleaning 

of coils, filters and fans. The pipes of an 
open-loop system may occasionally become 
clogged by mineral deposits. Regular 
cleaning with a mild acid solution is enough 
to remove the build-up. 

Best of all, an EES is easy on the 
environment. Nothing is burned, no gases 
are released and no waste is created. And 
every new EES installation displaces the 
need for other non-renewable, polluting 
forms of heat energy. 

Advanced as the technology is, it 
continues to get better. Recent developments 
in this field include: 

Q A “smart” system with solid state, 
programmable controls. Homeowners can 
pre-set their EES to provide more or less 
heating and cooling at different times of the 
day. 

CQ) An energy-storage system that allows 
excess heat to be stored for use during hours 
of peak demand. 

Q) Improved antifreeze solutions with 
better heat transfer characteristics. 

oA revolutionary copper or plastic ground 
collector in the form of a vertical spiral. 
Preliminary results indicate that the 
collector, which is being developed by the 
National Research Council with Energy, 
Mines and Resources Canada support, will 
reduce, by three-quarters, the quantity of 
underground pipes required by an EES.

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Proper installation, cleaning essential to wood stove safety

Improper installation of a wood stove is 
the proverbial parallel to signing your own 
death warrant. 

The incident can easily be avoided, 
however, by ensuring a building permit is 
purchased from the city before installation. 

Besides being mandatory, reminds city 
fire inspector Bev Hackett, the routine of 
acquiring a permit will ensure the stove is 
properly inspected by inspectors. 

The added safety of proper installation 
and inspection will also ensure safety of a 
family and property. 

“The Building Code of Ontario states 
that you must have a building permit to 
install a wood stove and flue-pipe or 
chimney,” says Hackett. “The regulations 
are there to prevent the loss of life. If a 
permit is purchased the installation will 
have to be inspected at several stages from 
the stove to the top of the chimney.” 

And choosing the right stove could mean 
the difference between life and death ona 
cold winter’s night. © 

Stoves are separated into two categories: 
certified and non-certified. 

Several consumer advocacy associations 
such as Canadian Standards Association, 
Canadian Gas Association and the 
Underwriters Laboratory of Canada certify 
stoves they have tested. Seals of approval 
are affixed to the merchandise. 

“Stay away from unapproved stoves,” 
Hackett says. "The same applies to electric

and gas spaceheaters.” 

In 1986, almost 800 fires were attributed 
to wood stoves. The largest number of fires 
stemmed from improper installation. 


“Improper clearances from combustible 
surfaces are the most common cause of these 
fires,” stresses Hackett. “Most of the time the 
stoves are too close to an unshielded wall 


behind or beside the space heater.” 


On average, certified stoves require 18 
inches of clearance beside, behind and in 
front. Uncertified stoves require four times 
that amount, averaging at about a minimum 
48 inch-clearances from combustibles such 
as Curtains and unshielded walls. 

“A person jeopardizes his life and his 
family’s life by not following regulations to 
the letter. There is no excuse for it,” 

Hackett says. 

Equally unjustifiable is not maintaining a 
wood stove, especially if the unit is being 
used heavily or as the main source of heat 
in a residence. 

Cleaning should be exercised regularly by 
professionals. Warns Hackett: “A cleaning 
program should be used, depending on how 
hard you are using your stove.” 

The chimney should be inspected, 
possibly once a month, due to creosote, the 
oily, colorless fluid dispelled from wood 
during buming. Creosote is very flammable 
and dangerous when built up in the 
chimney or flue pipe. 

Creosote is even more prevalent in green 
wood — the prime reason for cutting wood 
a year before its intended use. Wood that 
has been cured and dried for at least a year 
is much safer, says Hackett. 

For those who’ ve installed their wood 
stove in earnest without realizing a 
building permit is needed, Hackett says, 
fire department prevention bureau 
personnel will inspect the home to prevent 
possible tragedy. For more information call 
the Belleville Fire Department at 962-2010. 


A bushel a day keeps the cold away

Cleaner, efficient heat -- 
three words that sum up 
corn-burning stoves. 

A recent arrival on the 
Canadian market, the corn- 
stove is being hailed as a 
more environmentally 
sound alternative to heating 
a home with oil or wood. 

Manufacturers and 
retailers of the corn-stove 
are targeting com-growers 
in Canada as an excellent 
market for the product — 
farmers invariably have 
corn yields that go mouldy 
or are damaged during 
storage. Processed kernels 
that are damaged will never 
be wasted with a cormn-stove 
installed in the home or 
work place. 

On the market in 
Belleville since last week, 
com stoves are attracting 
interest from corn-growers 
in Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties, says Jim 
Cass, general manager of 
Natural Energy Shop, who 
says he is the only retailer 
with corn-stoves in the 
area. 

Most of the calls are 
flooding in from com- 
growers, not homeowners. 

“Homeowners who live 
in the city wouldn’t be 
interested in this type of 
stove because they don’t 
have the two tonnes of corm 
it takes to heat a house all 
winter,” says Cass. “A 
farmer usually does.” 

Citing the large number 
of com crops yielded in the 
Quinte region annually, 
Cass predicts the market 
will be strong for the corn- 


stove locally. 

Featuring an aesthetically 
pleasing flame, the corn- 
stove burs at an 85 to 90 
per cent efficiency rate 
through forced-air 
combustion, using corn 
kernels fed to the stove 
through an automatic feeder 
from a hopper. 

The automatic feed, 
explains Cass, maintains a 


constant temperature in the 
home and eliminates the 
need to prod a smoldering 
fire to flame. It also reduces 
the need to re-stock the fire 
every two or three hours. 

“An average bungalow 
home would use 
approximately a bushel of 
corn a day if the stove was 
used as the single source of 
heat.”

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Hang the fixtures in two rows about two inches apart al 
the ends and sides. And be sure to use light chain and small 
S-hooks so the fixtures can be lowered to within a foot of 
the plants on top of your plywood growing table. 

Position the saw horses so that the plywood will be 
centred under the fixtures. Lay out the two by fours on the 
Sawhorses as supports and then position your plywood. And 
there is your growing table, 4,608 Square inches of growing 
space where your plants will thrive 365 days a year.

Having surrendered its heat, the refrigerant 
reverts to a liquid and returns to the heat 
exchanger to begin another cycle. 

An open-loop system, on the other hand, 
uses ground water from heat exchanger 
where heat is withdrawn and distributed as 
in a closed-loop system. The slightly cooler 
water is then returned to the earth via 
another well or nearby pond or stream.

that today’s earth energy systems are 25 
to 30 per cent more efficient than they were 
just two years ago. Given the rate of 
change in the industry, some observers 
believe that earth energy systems, with 
very high performance ratings, may soon 
be available. 


Every earth energy system has three 
parts: a heat exchanger located inside the 
house, a system of pipes (the heat 
collectors) located outside and an air 
delivery system (usually ducts and fans). 

Collectors are either open or closed loops 
of buried plastic pipe. The choice depends 
on whether the earth's heat is to be tapped 
directly or through ground water. 

A closed-loop system draws heat from 
the earth itself. A chilled anti-freeze 
solution is circulated through the pipes to 
collect the heat from the soil and deliver it 
to the heat exchanger in the house. 

The heat exchanger transfers the heat 
from the antifreeze solution to a 
refrigerant, transforming it from a liquid 
into a gas. The gas is compressed, causing 
it to heat up further, and then pumped to a 
condenser coil. Air is forced over the hot 

coil, warmed and distributed to the rooms 
of the home via a system of ducts and fans.

There 
appears to be a rash of these ‘Restored’ tables about, some say, are little more than a 


collection of old parts, but if you know what to look for they are easy to spot. Checking a old 
piece for authenticity is a lot like playing detective, you have to look for clues and the best 
place to start is the table top. The old table tops were nearly always made of very wide 
boards, I've seen boards as wide as 24 inches, so the top should be no more than three boards 
wide. Another thing to check is the thickness of the lumber, tops should measure 7/8 this to 1 
1/4 inches thick rather than the 3/4 inch lumber available today. Sometimes ‘Restorers’ will 
use old lumber to make a piece look more authentic, but if you look underneath, the colour of 
the "New Old' table top seldom matches that of frame rails it is attached to. On and original 
table the underside will be one even colour from exposure to thea; a mismatch in colour 
indicates the top is a replacement. One more thing you could check for is old nail holes that 
have been filled, if they don't line up with the frame underneath chances are that table top 
was once a barn door.

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Another hunting season is upon us in Ontano, 
and while it can be a challenging activity, the 
Ontario Provincial Police is reminding citizens It 
can also be dangerous if engaged in carelessly. 

Every year in Ontario, many people are killed 
or injured in hunting accidents -- in the ten years 
from 1980 to 1989, an average of 35 people a 
year were injured in hunting accidents, while an 
average of five were killed. Most, according to 
the OPP. could have been easily avoided. 

The most common hunting accidents involve 
careless use of firearms, unsafe use of boats and 
setting lost in the bush. Each can be avoided by 
taking a few common sense precautions. The 
OPP offers the following thoughts on hunting 
safety: 

Treat every firearm as if it is loaded. Never 
point a gun at anything you do not intend to kill - 
- and know where your firearm is pointed at all 
times. 

Never fire from a vehicle and never Carry 
loaded guns in vehicles. Unload guns before 
climbing fences, jumping ditches or walking 
through dense bush. 

If hunting with a partner, always know where 
the other person is. Wear fluorescent orange or 
red clothing rather than camouflage gear so that 
you are highly visible in the bush. Unload all 
guns after retuming to camp. 

When using a boat, never overload and always 
ensure that weight is evenly distributed -- even if 
it means making extra trips. And don't forget life 
jackets. 

Take extra warm and waterproof clothing to 
protect yourself from hypothermia. Carry an area 
map and compass at all times and leave a 
timetable with a friend or relative so they'll know 
when to expect your return.

There's line from a song some may remember 
from Sunday School -- "Count your blessings, 
name them one by one....” 

That's an appropriate exercise, having just 
celebrated Thanksgiving two days ago. 

Did you give thanks for a safe and secure 
country?

The piles of food 
in boxes and bags~in the Belleville Plaza 
certainly bore testimony to that.

We might be surprised if we cultivated a habit 
of thankfulness -- both in times of plenty and 
when times are tough. We might be surprised if 


we were to apply the old hymn to our lives and 
stop fo count our blessings.

last week of May, 1870 
and were greeted by 
Hastings County Warden 
A. F. Wood at the Belleville 
train station. 

Wood offered Mac- 
Pherson a large home 
named Marchmont, at 193 
West Moira Street in 
Belleville, to accommodate 
the expected flood of 
young immigrants. 
Belleville residents 
would pay the rent 
and taxes. It would 
become Annie Mac- 
Pherson’s Canadian 
headquarters and over 
the next decade 
would accept many of 
Barnardo children 
until he established 
his own organization 
in Canada. 

At the outset, 
however, neighbours 
living in the west end 
of Belleville near 
Marchmont expressed 
fears there would be a 
great deal of pilfering 
and noise in the 
neighbourhood if a 
large group oof 
“British-slum 
guttersnipes” were allowed 
to roam free. 

The fears were never to 
be realized due to strict 
rules laid down by Ellen 
Agnes Bilborough, the first 


volunteer superintendent of 


Marchmont. She later 
married Rev. Robert 
Wallace who would help 
her run the orphanage- 
reception centre. 

In January, 1872, 
neighbours were awakened, 
however, from their sleep 
to the screams of Belleville 
fire engine sirens rushing 
to rescue the enormous 
home, engulfed in flames.

A three-tier headline on 
the front page of The Daily 
Intelligencer informed 
Belleville residents in 1925

Off-the-record stories 
continued to circulate 
throughout Canadian 
communities for years, 
detailing the hardship and 
abuse many home 
children were sub- 
jected to. 

With the lack of a 
inspecting body or 
regulations to protect 
the Barnardo and 
other child-imm- 
igrants, many starved, 
were Over-worked and 
ostracized by children 
their own age and 
their host families. 
Many were looked 
down upon as 
illegitimates or slaves. 

Frequently “home 
children” didn’t admit 
their origins. 

Today, however, the 
once unwanted slum 
children have made a 
difference in Canada. 

They carved comfortable 
niches in all walks of life. 
The majority, of course, are 
now dead. 

Barnardo organization 
records cite at one time 14 
cities had ex-Barnardo boys 
for mayors. During World 
War Two, 6,000 joined the 
Canadian Armed Forces. 

As of 1984, over 1 
million descendants of 
Barnardo children had 
excelled in all fields from 


science to literature, 
continue the records.

on them. Nature does its own pruning but often with 
disastrous results. Witness a clump birch after an ice 
storm. And what should be realized is that Nature’s 
pruning objectives and the gardener’s pruning objectives 
are entirely different. nature is not the least concerned 
about aesthetics or growth control, but solely about 
reproduction of the species - the more the merrier. So 
much for Nature. 
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Before you prune you should first know why you prune. 
The first reason is health. Branches get broken, limbs die, 
insects and disease move in and soon a healthy tree or 
shrub is in trouble. And as soon as it weakens it becomes 
the target of all sorts of pests and plagues. That’s why your 
first targets should be broken or dead branches. 

Another way pruning can cut back on disease, 
particularly fungi, is by opening up the centre of a tree or 
shrub to let in Nature’s best medicals - sun and air. Clean 
weak and spindly growth and other growth will thrive. 

The second reason for pruning is control, to keep things 
in bounds, to prevent a situation where the only answer is 
cain-saw surgery. Through pruning, you can urge a tree to 
grow tall, persuade a shrub to stay small or Slop an 
evergreen from intruding on its neighbours. 

The third reason for pruning is to improve shade palters 
which usually means opening up a tree so that more of the 
garden can benefit from increased light and air circulation. 

But in spite of these benefits, tree pruning is the least 
practiced of the gardening arts and for good reason. It is 
the least understood, particularly in terms of how to prune.

She issued a statement to senior 
employees assuring them that nothing would change 
in the running of the organization. Her board of 
directors, realizing that she was in no condition 
to run the company, quietly had her removed from 
the Board. As the years passed, Spencer Corsets 
changed hands many times. 

Dorothea became something of a village oddity. 
She retreated to the rambling manor house in Sut- 
ton and seldom went out. She was aloof and strict 
with the hired help, who often were replaced for 
little reason. As she became more of a recluse, her 
legal counsel advised her to probate her husband’s 


will, but she never did. She also refused to draw up 
a will of her own. 


No one would | 
stay with her 


Slowly, the big manor house fell into disrepair, 
mainly because Dorothea was always short of staff. 
The gardens and shrubbery, once so carefully mani- 
cured, became overrun with weeds. Dorothea was 
impossible to live with. No one would stay with her 
for more than a few days. 

In recent years, Dorothea talked a lady from 
Spencer Corsets into moving in with her. This paid 
companion was to be Dorothea’s only company for 
the last years of her life. You would think that the 
two women would get to know each other’s past 
intimately, but such was not the case. The live in 
housekeeper heard many stories from Dorothea, but 
most have since proven to be false. It is now 
obvious that at no time did Dorothea divulge any 
information that could be used to trace her past. 

In January, 1990, Dorothea, at age 89, contracted 
pneumonia and died within two weeks. So forgotten 
was ‘the eccentric old lady that only five mourners 
attended her funeral. Not one was related to her.

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high and dry. In fact, it soon became common 
rmowledge that she had left no will at all, a rather 
unusual occurrence among the very rich. 

When no heirs came forward, the official wheels 
in place to take care of such situations were set in 
motion. It befalls the Treasury Solicitor’s office to 
track down elusive direct descendants of the 
deceased. If no descendants are found, the estate 
reverts to the government. a 

In conducting their investigation, treasury officials 
visited the manor house in Sutton to ascertain the 
size of Dorothea’s estate. In the big house they 
found valuable antique furniture and rare paintings. 
In her private quarters, a treasure of personal 
jewellery and furs, including mink and sable coats, 
was discovered. 

Even in death, Dorothea had managed to keep her 
past secret. Officials found no wedding certificate, 
no personal letters, nothing which would give them 
a clue as to Dorothea’s or Robert’s past. In fact, the 
few photographs found in the house had the sub- 
jects’ heads neatly cut away. 

An old passport gave Dorothea’s maiden name as 
Farquharson, but the page listing her date and 
place of birth had been torn out. A vaccination cer- 
tificate listed her date of birth as Jan. 21, 1901. No 
Farquharson had been born anywhere near that 
date in Britain.

Maybe Someone will purchase something which will 
shed some light on who Dorothea and Robert Allen 
really were and what deep secret they were hiding.

eported incidents of child sexual 
abuse are up a slaggering 77 per 
cent in the Quinte Region since 
last year, reports the Children's 
Aid Society in Belleville. 

The onslaught of case-referrals has 
forced the CAS board to upgrade its sexual 
abuse team from three social workers to 
five, despite a slow-footed response from 
the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services to requests to foot the bill. 

Larry MacDonald, CAS executive 
director, pressed for the additional one and 
a half staff hirings to accommodate the 
surge in child abuse incidents, 

“The number of child sexual abuse cases 
this year is a dramatic increase over that of 
last year,” says MacDonald. “It’s also the 
highest increase that I can remember.” 

From January to August of last year CAS 
recorded 109 cases of child sexual abuse in 
Trenton, Belleville and areas south of

Highway 7 in Hastings County. 

The same period for 1990 witnessed 193 
incidents of recorded sexual abuse. 

The jump this past year is the cap toa 
trend over most of the past decade. The 
caseload has quadrupled since 1983, when 
CAS records show only 43 cases of child 
sexual abuse. 

“We've received a lot of pressure in this 
area to respond. Unfortunately we’ve not 
been able to respond as quickly as we'd 
like because we haven’t had enough staff,” 
States MacDonald. 

The dilemma has forced officials to 
Prioritize cases by element of risk. Children 
who are in immediate need of CAS 
protection are given priority. 

Cases where the child was sexually 
abused by a third party or baby sitter, for 
example, are temporarily filed. 

Lengthy procedures and investigations 
only add to CAS and police caseloads. 

“Ulumately,” says MacDonald, “it means

in Trenton for a free day-long awareness 
seminar on child abuse. 

In addition, the Community Sex Abuse 
Committee has also scheduled group 
treatment workshops for adults in 
Belleville and Picton Oct. 30 and Nov. 15. 
Speakers for the Trenton seminar include 
CAS’s MacDonald, Belleville therapist 
Rosie Lyall, Bill Armstrong of the Trenton 
Police Department and author-professor 
Bill Marshall. 

The speakers applaud the seminar. They 
argue bringing the issue to the forefront for 
public discussion can raise public 
awareness. 

It will be good for the Quinte area, says 
Rosie Lyall, a therapist with Beckett, 
Kitcher and Associates in Belleville.

Saying the 'R-word' 


Prime Minster Brian Mulroney and his head 
henchman, Finance Minister Michael Wilson, 
can't even bring themselves to say the dreaded 
"R-word" let alone deal with it. 

Instead, they play word games and petty 
partisanship in the House of Commons. 

"Trying to make a judgement now on a recession 
is like trying to dance on the edge of a pin," the 
finance minister told the nation last week. 

But we know what it is. So do the 2,900 
workers laid off at Air Canada. And the 1,500 
workers laid off at CN. And the 900 workers laid 
off at Worldways Canada. 

Even economists know what it is. as 
Only the government doesn't know what it 1s, 
even though it is hurting too. The finance 
minister recently admitted that his budget deficit 
prediction of $28.5 billion will probably be too 
low by at least $1.5 billion. 

And every cent of it can be attributed to the 
interest rate pain his government is inflicting. 

And to the recession that his government's 
interest rate policy has caused. 

The government has persisted in a deliberate 
policy of high interest rates with the aim of 
squeezing inflation out of the economy. 

That's an admirable aim -- but one wonders 
about the sense of such a policy when inflation 
is mostly caused by the same government that is 
trying to squeeze it out. Interest charges on 
budget deficits and tax increases have been the 
primary causes of inflation over the past several 
years. And the 7 per cent GST planned for Jan. 
lst is expected to cause the next round of 
inflation. 

A goods and services tax is probably needed -- 
but is this the time to force it through, further 
bludgeoning a reeling economy? Are high 
interest rates the only way to fight inflation, 
especially an inflation largely induced by this 
very Same government? 

The message to Ottawa is clear: lower interest 
rates and get your own fiscal house in order. 

Or else the prime minster may find there is 
another "R-word" that the whole country will 
gag over: “re-election.” 


Made in Canada 


According to the Conference Board of Canada, 
it is a made-in-Canada recession. We're doing it 
to ourselves, if that's any consolation. Or rather, 
our government is doing it tc us. 

The prime minister himself told us so when he 
said the government had planned what he calls a 
slow down rather than a recession. 

The slowdown was necessary, he told us, 
because the economy needed a breather after the 
boom years. As if an economy were like a long 
distance runner who needs to catch his breath 
after a marathon. 

Now doesn't that increase your confidence in 
the federal government? If that's the extent of 
government thinking on the economy, then no 
wonder Tory times are bad times.

Hunters

Be safe not sorry. 

It’s a maxim to keep in 
mind, especially during the 
first week of November — 
open season on deer in the 
region. 

Deer season traditionally 
is a time when Ministry of 
Natural Resources officials 
urge hunters to be cautious 
and to take preventive 
‘safety measures. 

A slew of hunters firing 
on camouflaged targets in 
the backwoods can end in 
tragedy. 

Bruce Chenier, wildlife 
conservation officer with 
the Napanee Ministry of 
Natural Resources, advises 
hunters to be absolutely 
certain of their target. 

The simple advice will 
make hunting grounds a lot 
safer for hunters, contends 
Chenier. 

“Identify your target 
before you pull the trigger. 
It’s simply the cardinal rule. 
Hunters and innocent 
people die every yéar in 
Canada because somebody 
thought the target was a 
deer or a moose. It’s one of 
the main causes of death in

We try to 
make life as comfortable as 
possible as we can here and 
provide the highest quality 
of life both for residents 
and family.” 

The task for volunteers 
and staff can be a heavy 
burden at times when 
dealing with the death of 
residents, says Devries. 

“We're asked a lot how 
we cope with our people 
dying all of the time. Our 
answer is accepting the 
inevitable and moving on to 
help the residents and 
families,” she says. 

“When we see the relief 
we are providing, it more 
than compensates for the 
sadness everyone feels 
when we lose someone.”

In a heart-wrenching 
ceremony, Bela Kiss’ name was inscribed on the 
village square’s roll of honor. ; 

Not long after the ceremony, the Hungarian army 
entered Czinkota looking for the most precious of all 
wartime commodities — petrol. When they contacted 
Const. Trauber, he remembered poor Bela’s wishes 
regarding the disposal of his petrol in the closet. 

Accompanied by soldiers, Trauber led the Way up 
the stairs of Bela’s house to the closet. The door was 
forced. The soldiers pried open the top of the first 
drum. Up popped the perfectly preserved body of a 
woman, which had been submerged in alcohol. In all, 
there were seven drums in the closet. Five contained 
the bodies of women, one of which was Marie Kiss. 
One held the artist, Paul Bihari, and the last 
contained petrol. It was the contents of this last 
drum which had been shown to Trauber years 
earlier.

Jocko Thomas is no 
longer coming to you from 
police headquarters. Instead 
the legendary crime 
reporter is coming to you 
from book stores across 
Canada through his book 
From Police Headquarters 


book about his reporting 


~ life. 

Thomas has waded knee- 
deep through crime since 
1929. He figures he’s filed 
three million words in print 
and radio about cops and 
crooks. 


Today he’s considered by - 


many to be the foremost 
writer on crime in Canada. 

Thomas's book highlights his 
memoirs of sensational court 
dramas, gruesome murders, 
perplexing mysteries and a 
barrage of personal anecdotes 
from his 60-year tenure at The 
Toronto Star. He retired March 
3, 1989, 

He retired three years 
earlier from his daily radio 
reports on CFRB in Toronto 
after broadcasting to 
millions of listeners since 
1960. 

Thomas entered the 
newspaper business as a $6- 
a-week copy boy with The 
‘Star during the onset of 

“The Depression”. He 
wanted to be a printer. 

The “exciting” world of 
journalism, however, 
would hook him for life at 
age 16 after witnessing the 
heartbeat of a scrambling 
Toronto Star newsroom 
daily, te 

Six decades later, the 
Stories, looming deadlines 
and cut-throat dirty-thirties 
rivalry remain vivid in his 
razor-sharp mind. Sharp

Competition between the 
four major dailies in 
Toronto was fierce. 

The retired reporter 
turned author remembers 
his first break, which came 
Shortly after the CNE swim 
in 1930.

reporter failed to cover a 
case in which a child 
molester was convicted and 
sentenced to life 
imprisonment. Other papers 
were also absent. 

Assigned to run copy 
from the County Police 
Court to Star offices in 
Toronto, Thomas was 
already present for the case. 
In the reporter’s absence he 
seized the opportunity. He 
scribed the judge’s remarks 
and talked with the 
detective on the case after 
the trial. 

His story was the banner 
headline on the front page 
of The Toronto Star for two 
subsequent editions that 
day.

Thomas. He received a $2 
raise and a congratulatory 
slap on the back from the 
news editor. 

“Scoops were king in 
those days and I had 
secured one for The Star. 
Reporters would do 
anything for a scoop back 
then,” Thomas explains to 
Quinte Weekly News. 
“That was enough to hook 
me. I was the hero in the 
newsroom.” 

The scoop got him’a job 
on the bottom rung of the 
newsroom ladder. 

Four years and several 
court beats later, Thomas 
was granted a job on the 
late- night police beat. The 
rest is history. He became 
the senior police reporter in 
1946 after the ace-police 
reporter retired. 

The beat would take him 
to ringside at hangings and 


executions, sensational 
court cases and to the 
rooms of Metro Toronto 
police chiefs. Murder and 
mayhem supplied his bread 
and butter. 

It was the day of the 
newspaper. 

“Everyone wanted to be 
in the newspaper back then, 
including police officers. 
The officers weren't 
restricted in their duties like 
they are now. It made good 
copy. 

“Police would exaggerate 
to me how many shots they 
fired to stop a car. "We shot 
ten times at the tires,’ they 
used to say. Sometimes they 
missed the tires and killed 
the driver. It provided for a 
bigger story if they had to 
fire more bullets and they 
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much more serious. 

Thomas: “Those days, 
when you were sentenced 
to Kingston Penitentiary for 
life, chances were you 
would die there. Now time 
served is markedly 
reduced.” 

Capital punishment was 
dealt regularly to those who 
were convicted of murder. 

Thomas recalls one 
murder case which attracted 
the eyes of the nation to 
Belleville in 1933 due to a 
connecting link to 
provincial Minister of 
Health Dr. Faulkner. The 
minister was related to the 
murder victim and 
newspapers were 
scrambling for the story.

One of the best ways to slow down the growth of all 
evergreens is through root pruning, holding back the top 
growth by holding back the root growth. Simply sink a 
spade as deep as it will go all around the tree at the drip 
line. Best time -- early spring.

Hultsch and Dixon are

memories, how actively 
they exercise their 
memories, and _ their 


objective performance on 
various memory tests 
So far, they've 
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discovered that most 
elderly people believe their 
memories are worse than 
they really are. “We heard 
many people say their 
memory was terrible when 
it really wasn’t all that 
bad,” comments Hultsch. 

More significantly, those 
who held the 
highest opinion 
of their memor- 
ics tended to fare 
the best on 
memory tests, 

The research- 
ers also found 
that people who 
participate in a 
lot of mentally 
demanding 
activilies, such 
as reading, play- 
ing chess or 
doing crossword 
puzzles, usually 
perform better on 
tests than those 
who have “quit 
doing these sorts 
of things.” 

It’s possible, 
therefore, that 
memory loss is a 
self-fulfilling 
prophecy. it 
could be that people who 
lack confidence in their 
memory are removing 
themselves from situations 
involving vigorous “‘mental 
exercise”, argues Hultsch. 
This avoidance many, in 
turn, be causing a real loss 
in memory. 

He cautions, however, 
that the opposite could be 
happening. “We're now 
trying to pinpoint exactly 
what comes first: the 
decline in memory 
performance, or the belief 
that memory is declining 
and the subsequent 
withdrawal from 
activities.”

However, the 
letter about New Choices 
by B. Lea in-your Oct. 10th 
issue, makes several 
inaccurate and _ very 
unfortunate assumptions 
about New Choices, which 
I would like to opportunity 
to address. 

While it is true that 
abusing men were often 
abused as children, this 
does not mean that we 
permit “blaming everything 
On a person’s hurt 
childhood,” as the letter 
Suggests. Quite the contrary 
in fact. Blaming is a very 
immature behaviour, and 
we do everything we can to 
help men STOP blaming 
others (often their wives or 
children) and start taking 
responsibility for their 
anger and violence. 


Later the letter makes the 
extraordinary statement: “If 
"restoring balance to a 
relationship’ necessitates 
using violence, excusing 
this: behaviour due to 
emotional immaturity 
perpetuates the myth of 
power and control.” It is 
simply not true that New 
Choices excuses violence 
under any circumstances, 
and it is misleading in the 
extreme to suggest that it 
does. 

The reason that some 


men hit their wives is a 
very complex one. The fact 
that many wives go back to 
these husbands again and 
again is also complex. new 
Choices exists to help men 
make BETTER CHOICES 
than using violence. It 
encourages them to learn 
more about themselves in 
order NOT to repeat the 
kind of abuse many of them 
suffered as children.

Five of the Pace off- 
spring died of natural causes Ly the time 1927 rolled

often left her sheep farmer husband, but always 
returned to the beatings and pregnancies.

spring of 1927 that Harry took ill 
He had severe tummy pains and complained that his 
legs felt funny. Harry was confined to bed, where Bea- 
trice cared for his every need. By August his condition 
had deteriorated to such an extent that he was placed 
in the Gloucester Infirmary 

The Paces’ family physician, Dr. Dupre, diagnosed 
Harry’s trouble as peripheral neuritis, a condition which 
is rather painful and results in loss of use of the 
affected limbs. The hospital doctors, as well as Dr 
Dupre, were stumped as to the cause of their patient’s 





illness 

Harry’s health improved gradually until Oct. 17, when 
it was felt safe to send him home under the care of Dr 
Dupre. Christmas was a red letter day in the Pace 
household. Papa was able to come downstairs to take 
part in the Christmas dinner. Harry felt so good about 
the whole thing he beat up his wife and kiddies. After 
that, his condition worsened. Actually, it did more than 


worsen. Harry died on Tuesday, Jan. 10, 1928. 

Dr. Dupre signed the death certificate. Harry Pace 
had died of natural causes. Beatrice went about attend- 
ing to the funeral arrangements. But hold the phone; 


Harry’s nosy brother, Elton, smelled a rodent. He 
thought Harry might have been poisoned. He let the

stated irrevocably that i 
the arsenic poisoning route. Mr. Rowland Ellis, the 
Gloucester County analyst, agreed. According to him, 


four times the fatal dose had been found in Harry’s 
organs. However, Mr. Ellis, who also analyzed the 
packets of sheep dip in the Pace residence, found them 
to contain only insignificant quantities of arsenic. 

No evidence of food poisoning was found in the dead 
man’s organs. There was, however, toxic irritation of 
the stomach, bowels, liver, heart and kidneys. There 
was evidence arsenic had been imbibed over a period 
of six months with the last dose being taken within six 
to 48 hours before death. To add to the drama, Bea- 
trice, listening to the condition of her husband's insides, 
let out a wail and collapsed. 

Birkett for the defense established that arsenic can 
be absorbed through the skin. He further pointed out 
that experts stated that extreme care should be used in 
the process of sheep dipping in order to prevent such 
an occurrence. It was further pointed out that after 
dipping sheep, one must scrub up carefully to avoid 
transferring the poison from the hands to food. In this 
way, the famed lawyer introduced at least the possibil- 
ity that Harry had been poisoned by accident. | 

Dramatically, Birkett addressed the judge, suggest- 
ing that the evidence was as consistent with being self 
administered as it was with being given by someone 
else. He went on to state that the fact that his client 
had the opportunity to give poison to her husband was 
meaningless. Sheep dip could be found on most sheep 
farms. Admitting that Harry had taken arsenic 48 hours 
before his death did not necessarily point to Beatrice as 
the killer. 

The judge listened to the defense motion and invited 
the prosecution to respond. The prosecution attorney 
stated the he had presented the case and had nothing 
further to add. 

The judge then charged the jury. His statement 
weighed heavily on the jury’s verdict. What do you 
think it was?

Paces’ rather violent home life. 
The funeral was held up while an autopsy was per- 


formed. Some of Harry's vital organs were forwarded 
to Bristol University for pathological examination. 
Based on the findings of the autopsy, Beatrice was 
arrested and charged with the murder of her husband. 
An inquest jury felt there was enough evidence to hold 


Beatrice over for trial. 

In July, 1928, Beatrice stood trial for the murder of 
her husband. Much sympathy was displayed toward the 
widow. No one really likes a man who beats his wife 
and children. A defense fund was hastily organized and 
succeeded in raising 1,300 pounds, which, in those long 
ago days, was sufficient to hire a top lawyer. Well- 
known defense lawyer Norman Birkett was retained to 


do battle with the Crown’s best. 

The prosecution pointed out that Harry had kept sheep 
dip on the farm. This arsenic impregnated dip is com- 
monly used to rid sheep of vermin. Beatrice had access 
to the poison, as well as the opportunity to administer it 
to her husband. As to motive, the Crown stated that the 
beatings Beatrice and the children had endured had 
become unbearable. 

From the witness stand, Beatrice’s 10-year-old son, 
Leslie, described the family’s joyous Christmas dinner. 
He also told of having seen his father place a packet of 
sheep dip powder in his bedroom bureau drawer. 

Harry’s mother testified that Beatrice had never left 
her alone with her son during his long illness. Harry's 
brother Elton told of having heard his sister-in-law say 
many times over the years that she wished Harry were 
dead. Elton went on to say that a man named Les 
Sayce frequently visited Beatrice during Harry’s illness, 
clearly inferring that Beatrice had been an unfaithful 
wife. Under cross examination, it was learned that Mrs. 
Sayce often accompanied her husband to the Pace farm, 
as she was Beatrice’s best friend.

Ask Mike... about your collectibles 
Query: | have an old flat top trunk that I would like to restore and use as a coffee table. 
Before I start I would like to know if anyone sells replacement parts such as handles, hinges 
and locks. My trunk needs a lot of repairs, but I think it will be a lot cheaper if I restore it 
myself rather than pay the prices they charge in the shops. I would appreciate any advice you 


Response: The only company that I have on file is Charolette Ford Trunks, their address is 
Dept. CL, Box 536, Spearman, Texas, 79081. They offer a 32 page catalogue of trunk parts, a 
Trunk identification guide and a booklet called "Trunk Talk’ which is full of ideas for 
restoring all kinds of trunks. 


Question: | collect silver and brass articles, which means I spend a lot of time dusting and 
polishing, a lot more than I would like to. 1 would like to spray lacquer on the whole lot, but 
I've been told that would lower the value of my pieces, what is your opinion? 

Response: There are two schools of thought of this question, one believes that any antique 
brass, silver or copper should only polished and never lacquered. The other school, of which 
I am a member, believes that polishing is a grinding process that eventually wears away all 
the fine details and engraving and should be avoided when possible. I have seen pieces that 
have been polished so often that the 'Hall Marks’ that tell us it's age, maker and city of origin 
are almost wom off. Spraying you decorative brass and silver pieces slows this wearing away 
process of constant polishing and will in no way lower their value, so feel free to give your 
brass and silver a coat of lacquer and polish about very five years, like I do.

Ministere 
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Cut energy use 
and save cash 


Thanks to the Mideast crisis sparked by Iraq's 
-avasion of Kuwait, energy conservation has once 
more come to the forefront for Canadians. 

Gas prices have leaped at the pump with little 
relief in sight, despite an easing in the price of a 
barrel of oil. Oil for home heating has also nsen. 

Clearly energy is going to cost all Canadians 
more -- and just as clearly, energy conservation 
this winter will save Canadians cash. 

What can we do? 

We can start by slowing down on the highway. 
Slowing down from 120 km to 100 will not only 
save lives, but cut gasoline consumption by 20 
per cent. In fact, according to provincial energy 
officials. the best rate of speed for fuel efficiency 
is between 80 and 90 kilometres per hour. 

Better yet, we could leave the car in the garage 
whenever possible, walking or biking to stores 
close by and using buses and trains more 
frequently. 

In preparation for winter, we could also make 
sure our cars are well tuned. Again according to 
provincial energy officials, a moderately out-of- 
tune car will burn 5 per cent more gas while a 
badly out-of-tune care will guzzle 10 per cent 
more. A pre-winter tune up is obviously highly 
recommended. 

In the home, consumers can save up to 40 per 
cent on their heating bill by switching from an oil 
furnace to high efficiency gas — but you won't see 
the pay off for several years, since high efficiency 
gas furnaces typically cost over $2,000. 

Similarly, weatherstriping or insulation can save 
up to 15 per cent of a home's energy use but will 
involve an immediate outlay of cash. 

However, just turning down the thermostat a 
couple of notches will show immediate savings 
without any investment (except perhaps in a 
sweater). Energy officials estimate that turning 
the setting down on the thermostat by 2 degrees 
Celsius during the day and 5 degrees at night will 
save about 15 per cent on your heating bill. 

Owners of oil furnaces should also make sure 
their furnaces are tuned up for the winter, which 
could save as much as 20 per cent on their 
heating bill. 

Federal Energy Minister Jake Epp has said he 
would like to see Canadians cut their oil use by 3 
to 4 per cent this winter. Can it be done? You 
betcha — and pretty simply, too, by just using a 
little common sense. 


Industrial conservation 


Industries can get into the act when it comes to 
energy Conservation too -- and with pretty 
spectacular results sometimes. 

Celanese Canada, for example, has saved 
$300,000 in each of the past two years at its 
Millhaven plant, earning an annual industrial 
energy efficiency award from the Canadian 
Electrical Association for its efforts. 

The savings are equivalent the the amount of 
energy needed to power the neighbouring village 
of Bath for one entire year, and Celanese expects 
to double those savings over the next couple of 
years. 

Celanese was able to achieve these Savings by 
hiring an energy Conservation engineer and 
working with Ontario Hydro's energy 
conservation program. Perhaps other industries 

could learn from Celanese's example.

kill and so could not be convicted of murder. The 
entire trial focused on this one point. 


Prosecution witnesses, including the two detectives 
who had been at the scene, testified that they had 
observed nothing about Henry’s condition to lead 
them to believe that he had been intoxicated. At the 
hospital, Henry had been seen by several people. All 
stated that they thought he had been sober. 


The defense presented bartender Bill Krystik, who 
testified that he had served tumbler after tumbler of 
whisky to Henry over a period of four hours. Most 
of the whisky was home brew and was extremely 
Strong. It was everyone’s opinion at the wedding that 
Henry was drunk. 

Henry took the stand in his own defense. He related 
his activities at the wedding. His friend Bill Krystik 
had poured him several glasses of home brew. Bill’s 
father, who particularly liked Henry, had also poured 
him several drinks. Henry had a few dances, but 
from then on his mind was a blank. He couldn't 
remember being thrown out of the wedding. 

From the witness stand, Henry related the next 
thing he remembered. “I remember lying down. 
Blood around me. On my head. Wondering where I 
was. I laid quietly there.” He recalled Passing out 
and later regaining consciousness, ‘‘When I came to 
my senses I found I was strapped on a bed. My 
hands were strapped. Also my feet. I asked if | 


could have a drink of water. I drank quite a few jugs 
of water.”’ 


In essence, Henry claimed he had no memory 


whatever of obtaining the gun, of wounding Kafka or 
of shooting the detectives.

The defense called Dr. George Burland. He con- 
firmed that an intoxicated individual is not able to 
form an intent. He claimed that a man who had con- 
sumed as much alcohol as Henry might act more on 
impulse than on intent. He also stated that such an 
intoxicated person would be less concerned with the 
consequences of his act than a sober person. 

n charging the jury, the presiding judge 
Stated, “If a man was so drunk as to render 
him incapable of forming or having the 
intention necessary to constitute the offense, 
he cannot be convicted of murder.” 
The judge told the jury that from the evi- 
dence, it was clear Henry was drunk. The 
question before them was, how drunk? He also 
pointed out that if the accused man went to the 
Kafka house with any intention to either kill or cause 
grievous bodily harm to any one person in the house 
and he kills another person, it would still be murder. 

It took the Winnipeg jury only 30 minutes to find 
Henry guilty as charged. The penalty was death by 
hanging, to take place on Wednesday, Jan. 17, 195i. 
An appeal by defense attorneys won Henry a new 
trial, but the results were the Same. Henry was sen- 
tenced to death. A second appeal was dismissed. 

On Tuesday, June 16, 1952, Henry Malanik was 
hanged for the murder of Det. Ted Sims. He has the 
dubious distinction of being the last person exe- 
cuted in the province of Manitoba.

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hate to mention it, but Christmas is just around the 
comer, which means nursenes are soon going to be 
burgeoning with bloom and something else -- gift 
ideas -- some of which make sense, like a pound of 
“red wiggler™ worms for composting kitchen waste 
in the basement; some of which may be OK, such as 
hydroponic kits, and some of which are questionable, such 
as bonsai. 

We talked last week about the use of red wigglers so this 
week hydroponics will get the attention just so you will be 
aware of what you are getting and getting into. 

GROWING WITHOUT SOIL 

Hydroponics has other names: hydroculture and 
nutriculture, but no matter which name you choose, it 
means a process of growing plants without one smidgeon of 
that old stand-by-soil. 

Now, if you have ever rooted an Impatience cutting in 
water. an African violet leaf in vermiculite, seeded-or 
grown house plants in a soiless mix or hyacinths in-gravel, 
you have been involved in the process of hydroponics. All 
of which leads to the question of why hydroponics works, 
why in effect it is possible to grow without soil. 

There is nothing magical or sacrosanct about soils. The 
only functions soil have are: 1. to hold the plant up, 2. to 
supply nutrients, 3. to allow the penetration of air and the 
penetration and drainage of water. So, you can grow in any 
porous medium: vermiculite, perlite, sand, a soiless mix OF 
some kind of aggregate as long as you simply provide 
drainage and a source of moisture and nutnents. 

Not only is soil not necessary, but many commercial 
growers, the people who grow bedding and house plants for 
a living, have gone completely away from soils to a soiless 
mix. They could be said to be growing hydroponically. 








TWO METHODS : 

The methods of growing plants without soils falls into 
two basic categories: 1. liquid culture or 2. aggregate 
culture. Liquid culture is too elaborate and expensive for 
the average home gardener with the need for a complicated 
system to support the plants in a nutrient soluuon. The 
solution, in turn, must be constantly circulated and tightly 
screened from the light in order to prevent a massive

growth of algae. So, let’s forget about nutrient culture for 
the home gardener. 

Aggregate culture with the plants growing in a support 
medium such as aggregate, vermiculite, perlite or a soiless 
mix is much more practical, but even then there can be 
problems in maintaining a constant supply of moisture and 
a proper balance of nutrients. 

NO MIRACLES 

There is one thing I want to clear up about hydroponics; it 
is not a miracle method of growing plants in the home. 
Rather, it is ap alternative method and for apartment 
dwellers that has some very definite advantages. And for 

any home gardener, it can be a lot of fun. 

But what disturbs me are some of the misrepresentations 
made for hydroponics. 

If you want to grow hydroponically, fine. But don’t

flavour or nutrient va 
hydroponically-grown tomato tastes better than those 
cardboard imitations sold at this ume of the year in the 
supermarket, but not any better than a garden tomato, fresh 
from the vine on an August day. 

And above all, don’t expect to achieve anything without 
adequate light, the same light the plant would require if 
grown in soil. In other words, you can’t grow anything 
indoor hydroponically -- such as tomatoes -- unless you 
supply the foot candles of light that a tomato plant would 
require outdoors. 

NOTHING MAGICAL : 

On a recent TV show, a representative of a company that 
makes home hydroponic units was extolling the virtues of 
his product and unequivocal statements flew. thick and fast 
such as: “plants can be grown closer together”, “fantastic 
nutrient content”, “greater flavour”, “greater nutrition”, “89 
per cent germination”, “bigger crops”, “missing something 
when you are growing in soil”. Because of inference, 
implication or omission, it was easy for the viewer to 
assume there was something magical about hydroponic 
growing. Which just isn’t so. 

Hydroponic growing can be a lot of fun as an alternative 
answer to growing in soil. But before you make a final 
decision, pick up a text and find out what is involved. And 
certainly, don’t give a kit as a gift unless the recipient is an 
avid gardener.

Schools battle science illiteracy

Students should have a better 
grasp of basic sciences upon 
graduation. 

Better science programs in the 
school system are first needed, 
however, to meet the rec- 
ommendation, says Hastings County 
Board of Education director Burle 
Summer. 

Science programs within Hastings 
County schools in past have fallen 
Short of producing graduates. 
well-versed in the sound basics of 


science. Hastings County is not 
alone. 

School boards across Canada need 
to review the way science is taught 
claims a study recently released 
Study by University of Calgary 
communications professor Edna 
Einsiedel, 

The study concedes most people 
are in the dark when it comes to the 
most basic theories and elements of 
science. 

After surveying 2,000 adults from 
across the country, the Study cites 
more than one-third of Canadians 


surveyed believed humans lived 
simultaneously with dinosaurs. 

Fiftcen per cent surveyed believed 
the sun goes around the earth. A 
further one-quarter didn’t know or 
believe light travels faster than 
sound and more than one-third 
didn’t know it takes the Earth one 
year to circumvent the sun. 

Studies such as Einsiedel’s and 
subsequent conclusions concern 
Director Summers.He agrees with 
the concensus that science education 
in Canada is falling short of its

" The mall is only planning to open during the 
Christmas season, and all staffing will be handled 
on a strictly volunteer basis. 

But how long, one wonders, before all or most 
stores are open Sunday? And how long, one 
wonders, before staff members have no choice? 

The Ontario NDP is on record while in opposition 
as having opposed to Sunday opening. Will they act 
on that stand now that they are the government? 


Pharmacists ban 
cigarette sales 


The Ontario College of Pharmacists is to be 
commended for its recent ruling that pharmacists 
cease and desist from selling cigarettes. 

Don't watch for it overnight — the college has set 
up a task force to report in April 1991 on how to 
implement the decision. 

The move makes sense. It seems hypocritical for 
pharmacies to promote health, on the one hand, 
while on the other hand selling cigarettes, one of 
the leading causes of death in Canada.

200 people from the 
Zaghawa community in 
northeast Chad detained 
without charge or trial 
following an alleged coup 
attempt that the government 
claimed. was organized by 
senior military officers of 
Zaghawa origin. 

After investigating his 
case, Amnesty International 
has concluded that he was 
not involved in any way in 
the alleged coup attempt but 
is imprisoned simply 
because he is a prominent 
member of the Zaghawa 
communily. 

Mr. Abdoulaye has been 
allowed no visitors, not 
even family members. 
There have been reports that 
others arrested at the same 
time have died or been 
killed while in custody, but 
the fate of Mr. Aboulaye 
remains unknown.

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Bonsai (pronounced bone-sigh) was developed in ancient 
oriental culture as an art form, first by the Chinese and then 
in the 13th century by the Japanese. Practicality as well as 
esthetics were involved because most Japanese gardens 
were so tiny full-sized trees were little use. 


Bonsais aren't 
meant to be 
houseplants 


The Japanese began collecting and potting wild trees that 
had been dwarfed by nature, the result of growing in wind- 
swept rocky areas in tiny pockets of soil. They were used as 
garden decoration - not as house plants. Unfortunately 
today, this is the purpose for which they are sold and the 
results have been disastrous and attendance and interest in 
Bonsai exhibitions and shows has declined markedly. 

“Never pick Bonsai as a Christmas gift.” That’s the 
advice of Terry Lund, teacher and practitioner of the art of 
Bonsai. “They are not house plants, but outdoor plants that 
should be left outdoors year round and brought indoors 
infrequently and only for short periods of time,” he states. 

Mr. Lund is, of course, talking about evergreens that 
make up 90 to 95 per cent of Bonsai sales. Deciduous 
plants that can be grown in the home (benjaminas, 
pomegranate, myrtle, gardenias or Jasmine) are available 
but again they require far more care than the ordinary house 
plant. 

Here is a good rule of thumb. If the Bonsai specimen is 
from plant material that is normally. grown outdoors in your 
area, that is where it must live — outdoors in a cold frame 
over winter (set up in full shade) or with pots buried in the 
soil. They thrive best in a summer location that offers 
sunny days with moderate temperatures, cool nights and 
mist or rain almost daily. Such locations are rare and so you 
must compensate in your cultural practices. 

Wind and sun are the main enemies of Bonsai. The 
shallow root system dries out very quickly if the plant is 
left fully exposed to the elements. Plants should be placed 


on a platform so that they are protected from rodents, slugs ° 


* or the’ ravenous earwig. They should receive no more than 














three to hour hours a day of sun, preferably in the moming, 
and should be shielded from drying winds at all times. 

In spring, summer and fall, watering is a daily event. If 
you skip even one day you can permanently damage the 
plant. Watering must be done carefully and completely. 
Begin by misting the soil surface thoroughtly and then 
slowly pour water over the soil from a small-mouthed 
container such as a misting bottle until the water runs out 
the drainage holes. 

Feeding should be done monthly when the plants are 
actively growing, a 20-20-20 water-soluble for foliage 
plants and a 10-52-10 fertilizer for flowering plants diluted

proportion, trunks that look ancient and with roots on top of 
the growing medium. 

And then there is style. There are four basic styles of 
Bonsai: formal upright, informal upright, slanting, cascade 
and semi-cascade and to be a true Bonsai the plant of your 
choice should fit one of these styles. 

Formal upright is the basis of all Bonsai. The form is 
conical and often rounded. The tree has an erect leader and 
horizontal branches with the lowest branch extending a 
litle further from the trunk. Also, the two lowest branches 
should be on the front side of the tree and the third branch 
extending from the back at a level between the two side 
branches. Plants in the formal upright style look best in an 
oval or rectangular container, planted off centre about one- 
third of the distance from one end. 

The informal upright style is similar in most respects 
except it bends slightly to the front instead of being erect 
and should be planted in the same way. 

In the slanting style the trunk has an acute angle and the 
lowest branch should spread in the direction opposite to the 
trunk. The top of the tree is bent slightly to the front. 

In the cascade style the truck starts by growing upward, 
turns abruptly downward and finally reaches a point below 
the edge of the container. In brief, before you get into 
Bonsai, know exactly what you are getting and getting into. 
Otherwise it could be a costly experience.

A penny here, a nickel there can 
substantially add up. 

Last year, says poppy fund 
secretary Billy Hobson, $18,408 
was raised from the distribution of 
poppies and wreaths. 

In Canada last year 14 million 
poppies were distributed along 
with 70,000 wreaths. 

The five-figure sum covered 
gaps in services for many war 
vetcrans not covered by other 
veteran Organizations such as 
Provincial Command, Benevolent 
Fund, and Soldier’s Aid. 

With limited pensions, times can 
be difficult for some veterans in 
need of hearing aids, false teeth, 
Meals on Wheels, food from 
Christmas Sharing projects or 

' even temporary shelter. 

“The veterans depend on 
donations from those who wear a 
poppy before Remembrance Day,” 
says Hobson. “The money raised 
Stays in the community.” 

As many as 125 voluntecrs will 
have participated in the poppy 
campaign come Remembrance 
Day, says Hobson.

Detectives analysed the notes. The Morton clue 
was considered to be false, no doubt planted by the 
killer. The names Morton and Charlestown had no 
connection with the murder. The second note allud- 
ing to Harold’s illness was another matter. Police 
felt that the bogus information about Harold being 
ill was the method the killer had used to gain 
entrance to the house. Mabel was taken in by the 
ruse, wrote out a note for her father and started 
putting on outer clothing for the trip to the hospital. 
It was then she was stabbed to death. 

Who knows, maybe her killer used the story in an 
attempt to get her out of the house so he could rob 
it later. It was possible that Mabel had come down- 
stairs to find the stranger rifling through drawers. 
The killer had taken the murder weapon with him 
when he left the Page residence. 

Detectives went about questioning any one who 
was known to be in the vicinity of the Page’s home 
around the time of the murder. It was in this way 
they came to question Tommy Tucker four days 
after the killing. 
ommy told police he had mowed his 
parents’ lawn in the morning.

That 
afternoon, Tommy used all his guile, all his charm 
and all his romantic persuasiveness to seduce Mabel 
Walker within an hour of meeting her. f 

One can only imagine this Mabel’s surprise to 
learn that her lover that afternoon was the major 
suspect in the murder of another Mabel only hours 
before their frolic in the woods. Mabel Walker took 
off before police could question her. Her name was 
soon to appear on the front pages of all New Eng- 
land newspapers. Police and private detectives 
sought her to testify to her adventure on that fateful 
afternoon. Mabel Walker was never found and we 
can only assume she went to her grave with her

Police didn’t believe Tommy’s story of passing the 
time of day so near the Page home. Laborers who 
were digging a ditch along South Ave. told police 
they had noticed Tommy closer to the Page house 
that he had admitted. 

When Tommy’s picture appeared in newspapers, 
Arthur Woodward remembered something that had 
totally slipped his mind. After Tommy left his 
wagon, he had found a sheath on the front seat of 
the wagon. He had shoved it in his pocket and never 
thought much about it. Arthur turned the sheath 
over to police. Tommy admitted it was his. A 
search of Tommy’s house uncovered the broken 
blade of a hunting knife in the pocket of one of his 
coats. The blade bore bloodstains and fit exactly the 
cuts in Mabel Page’s corset and the wounds to her 
body: It also fit the sheath found by Arthur Wood- 
ward. 

The New England jury deliberated seven hours 
before finding Tommy Tucker guilty of murder in 


the first degree. Protesting his innocence to the last,

Question: My harvest table has a faint musty smell even though it has been stripped and refinished, is 
there any method I could use to get rid of the odour? Ye 
Answer: Your harvest table likely has a top made of basswood, which is exposed to damp conditions 
will often develop a musty smell. The quickest way to solve this problem is to wipe the underside of the 
table with ‘Lysol’ disinfectant, this kills the bacteria and mold that grow on untreated wood and cause 
odours.

goals. Curriculum and teaching 
methods need to be reviewed and 
students need to be genuinely 
interested. 

The key is, says Summers, to 
make science relevant to its 
learners. 

Enters Dick Bird, science 
consultant and chemist teacher of 
26 years. 

Bird and science department 
heads have been meeting for the 
past year and a half in an attempt to 
forge a more creative, practical as 
well as academic science program 
within the county. 

Working within the Ministry of 
Education’s 14-directive mandate 
the group is trying to standardize 
science in elementary and 
secondary schools in Hastings 
County. Consistency would stem 
from the revisions. 

“We need to provide a basic 
knowledge of science systems and 
go into greater depth. This would 
allow students to apply their 
science skills to the environment or 
other societal issues,” 

Revising science program 
learning mediums is a step in the 
right direction, states Summers. 
Science needs to be more of an 
experience coupled with academics, 
rather than recitations out of out- 
dated textbooks, 

Science consultant Bird concurs. 

“All of us who are working on 
this are taking a hard look at the 
Science curriculum from Grade 9 to 
OAC. We think there should be 
more of a hands-on approach to 
science before the textbooks are 
opened,” says Bird. 

“You remember chemistry easier 
by smelling it, for example, feeling 
it and fecling it — it’s a good way 


' to learn. All people can’t learn from 


textbooks alone.” 

The textbook, however, is still 
crucial in the teaching process. The 
lab should-come first, whenever 
possible. 

And while in the lab, students are 
encouraged to be innovative and 
not just mindlessly following 
“cookbook instructions” for 
practical experiments. 

Taking the intiative doesn’t mean 
the monkeys will be ruling the zoo 
either, points out Bird. All intiative 
experiments are to be approved by 
a teacher. 

“This is all controlled mind you, 
the kids in the science rooms won’t 
be blowing the roof off of their 
school because they want to try 
something different.” 

While many adults may be 
scientific illiterates, students are 
enrolling more and more in the hard 
sciences such as chemistry, physics, 
biology, engineering and biology. 

A few years ago, class numbers 
for the aforementioned were less 
than they are today, says Bird. More 
students are realizing there will be a 
need for scientists in the future to 
deal with world issues. 

And more elementary students 
are getting earlier exposure to the 
hands-on experiments of secondary 
schools n the past. 

Bird partly attributes the more 
significant interest in science at 
high school to earlier exposure to 
science at an earlier age through 
school and educational television. 

“We've got to do more for these 
children. We've got to and we can. 
By providing them with a sound 
basis in science they can continue 
on in life to be Canada’s next 
physicists, doctors and engineers. 
There will be a great need for 
skilled individuals like them in the 

future.”

Pilot recalls 
desperate 


aerial warfare

The time: Sept. 5, 1940 — midway through 


the Battle of Britain in the Second World War. 
The place: The skies above London, England. 

Field Marshal Herman Goering’s bombers, 
accompanied by swift and agile fighter planes, 
have been battering England for 57 days. 

Today, JU 87 and 88 bombers at 10,000 feet 
are again bombarding homes, workplaces and 
aircraft factories of the defiant British. Above 
them, Messerschmidt 109 fighter planes 
swarm like bees in an attempt to draw British 
Hawker Hurricane and Supermarine Spitfires 
away from the German bombers. 


90 Canadians flew in 
the Battle of Britain 


Amid the swarm at 15,000 ft., Belleville’s Bob 
Norris is part of this Sept. 5 hunt by Royal 
Canadian Air Force No. 1 Fighter Squadron for 
German enemy aircraft. 

Carrying 2,500 rounds of ammunition for the 
eight .303 Browning machine guns aboard his 
Hurricane fighter, Norris breaks from his 
formation at 350 mph. 

In the flicker of an eye, a German ME 109 exits a cloud 
directly in front of Norris — his thumb reacts 
automatically, triggering all eight guns at the German 
airplane. Both gas tanks are pierced and the 
Messerschmidt explodes into flames, showering debris 
that buffets Norris’ Hurricane. 

Norris looks down through his sliding canopy to 
witness the blazing remains of the yellow-nosed ME 109 
plunging downwards toward English soil.

Food banks: Feeding Quinte's hungry

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Understanding science 


A recent survey of 2,000 adults across the country 
has revealed an appalling lack of knowledge about 
what makes the world go round -- literally. 

That's the bad news. ; 

The good news is that it isn't necessarily true of 
young people in Hastings County. According to 
Dick Bird, a local science teacher and consultant, 
more and more students are enrolling in the hard 
sciences of chemistry, physics, biology and biology. 
And, he says, more and more elementary school 
students are getting exposed to science at an earlier 
age through elementary school and education 
television. 

The Hastings County school board is also taking 
steps to revise its science programs to provide more 
hands-on experience to go with the textbook 
knowledge. . 

These steps are healthy in a world increasingly 
shaped by the forces of science. And increasingly 
we are coming to see that our complex society 
Igquires not simply literacy but also scientific 
literacy -- an understanding of the scientific 
advances that have changed and are changing our 
lives. 

Educators, however, should keep in mind that 
mere science education is not enough. We need 
ethical literacy "too. 

Modern science is pushing back the borders of 
what is possible, and that is exciting, but not all 
things that are possible are therefore desirable.

Donning a firefighter’s 
hat and a shoulder-load of 
responsibility, Quinte’s 
Santa is already preparing 
to make Christmas in 
Belleville a little brighter 
for the less privileged. 

And it’s all possible 
through the Belleville 
Firefighters Annual 
Christmas Toy Drive. 

Toy drive chairman 
“Boomie” and his army of 
volunteers, however, have 
their job cut out for them. 

A failing economy has 
painted a black yuletide 
season for many families 
unable to cope with lay- 
offs, corporate cutbacks and 
the surging cost of living. 

Nonetheless, Boomhauer 
is as determined as ever to 
put a little Christmas joy 
into the hearts of Quinte’s 
youngsters. He’s driven by 
his belief in the true spirit 
of Christmas -- giving. 

“There really isn’t much 
of it around anymore — 
everything seems to be buy, 
buy, buy at Christmas 
time,” Boomhauer says. 

“For me and all of the 
volunteers that make this 
possible, Christmas is 
helping people out that are 
having a hard time — it’s 
not the just the poor. Lay- 
offs are really hurting 
everybody this year,” says 
Boomauer, a veteran of the 
toy drive for 22 years, th 
last 16 as chairman. 

The recession may hurt in 
more ways than one, 
speculates Mr. Christmas. 
The public may not be able 
to dig as deep into their 
pockets as they’d like to. 

“T think the economy is 
going to affect us this year, 
but I’m hoping public 
support will be even 
stronger this year because 
they know there are those 
that can really use the 
help,” says Boomhauer. 

“It’s been getting better 
every year — groups, clubs 
and people of all kinds have 
been really supportive in 
the last few years.

“Doing close to 200 stops 
a year can get really tiring. 
This last year, however, we 
made a record and cooled 
our jets a little.

Wicks tells blitz story of

When we remember our 
war dead, we frequently 
forget the millions of 
civilians whose lives were 
uprooted or destroyed by 
war as well. 

Ben Wicks, the well- 
known cartoonist, aims to 
correct that in his latest 
book, Neil's War. 

The book is about the 
blitz that left whole 
neighbourhoods of London 
and other British cities in 
ruins. 

The story Wicks tells is 
that of his mother -- Nell 
Wicks -- and the other 

common, ordinary citizens 
like her who endured the air 
battles of the Second World 
War on the ground. 

This is a book told in the

words of those who were 
there. Wicks received 
thousands of responses to 
his request for stories of the 
blitz, and the stories run the 
whole gamut of human 
experience -- from 
cowardice to heroism, from 
selflessness to selfishness. 

In a way, this really was 
Nell's war. 

Wicks, a youngster when 
the war started, was an 
evacuce. His parents never 
wrote about the blitz in 
their letters -- they always 
said everything was fine, he 
said in a recent interview to 
publicize his book -- and 
the ruins of | his 
neighbourhood came as a 
complete shock to him 
when he returned near the 
very end of the blitz. 

Nor would his mother 
talk about it until about ten 
years ago when he 
interviewed her for a CBC 
program on the war. "I was 
moved,” he says of her 
story. 

And her story could be 
multiplied by the 
thousands, even millions, of 
other ordinary citizens who 
also endured the blitz. 

The book is about how 
“human beings are able to 
adapt to the most incredible 
conditions,” Wicks said. 

Having no place to run, 
they simply adapted as they 
had to. 

Many lived in the tube 
from dusk to daybreak, 
lining up an hour ahead of 
dusk to get the best spots. 
Meanwhile, life went on 
around them, Passengers on 
the tube stepping around 
people sleeping on the 


platform until the last train 


ran. 
They kept going to work, 
not because they were so 
brave, Wicks said, but 
because they had to. The 
factory doors closed at 8 
a.m. and wouldn't re-open 
until noon and they couldn't 
afford the lost wages, 

In some ways, the book 


explodes some myths, 
Wicks said. 

"It wasn't the brave 
cockney standing up to the 
Nazi horde. It was because 
they couldn't do anything 
else.” 

And that experience 
changed the shape of 
Britain after the war. 

"The poor found a certain 
courage," Wicks suggested. 
"They said, ‘there's no 
bloody way am I going to 
be treated this way." 

The couldn't go back to 
the conservative society 
and poverty they had 
known in the thirties before 
the war, he said. 

Wicks’ sympathies clearly 
lie in the book and in the 
interview with the poor, 
with the Nell’s of this 
world. 

He relates how 250,000 
were left homeless between 
September and October of 
1940 before the 
government finally took 
steps to find them beds. 

"People lived in rubble 
for bloody months,” he said 


angrily. 
He takes a more 
jaundiced view of 


Churchill, who never, he 
says, gave up anything 
despite the suffering of the 
poor in the blitz. 

And it makes him sick to 
think that Churchill and 
other military planners 
could deliberately bomb 
civilians im Dresden, 
knowing what their own 
citizens had endured in the 
bombing. 

"Dresden was actually 
planned to be a fire storm," 
Wicks said. "There was no 
reason to bomb it. There 
was no industry. They knew 
they were bombing 
civilians.” 

His sympathies are with 
those being bombed, 
whatever their nationality, 
rather than the bombers. 
And that's the story of 
Nell’s War.

People are dying for a 
cigarette — literally. 

Recent statistics from the 
Canadian Lung Assoc- 
iation, Hastings-Prince 
Edward regional office 
affirm smoking kills, 
especially if started during 
the teens. 

“The fact is out of 
100,000 teen smokers now 
aged 15, 18,000 will die 
from tobacco use by the 
time they reach the age of 
70,” says Debbie Waller of 
the Lung Association. 

“This represents almost 
eight times the total number 
of deaths due to car 
accidents, suicide, murder, 
AIDS and drug abuse 
combined.” 

Half of Canadian school 
children have experimented 
with cigarettes by the age of 
12 and one quarter of teens 
smoke daily. Seventy five 
per cent are girls. 

Add the fact 35,000 
Canadians die prematurely 
from diseases caused by 
smoking and you can 
understand why Lung 
Association advocates 
against cigarette smoking 
such as Frankie Lemoine 
are concemed. 

“Nicotine is one of the 


most insidious drugs 
available,” says Lemoine, 
of the local lung 


association. “It ‘is also 
indeed one of the most 
addictive drugs anywhere in 
the world. That’s why 
people are dying from it. 
Many can’t stop.” 

The answer in stopping 
the annual death rate, 
directly attributable to 
smoking, is education of the 
young. 

“If we could get to the 15- 
year-olds in a more realistic 
way they would never start. 
The problem is when you 
are that young you feel like 
you’re going to live 
forever,” says Lemoine. 

Peer pressure is the 
biggest problem. 

“That is the worst thing. 
It’s first and foremost in the 
Cases of teenagers or 
children smoking for the 
first time. Unfortunately, 
kids start, smoke for a while 
and find they are hooked, 
says Lemoine. 

Recent studies have 
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indicated children can 
become hooked on nicotine 
after only smoking three 
cigarettes, 

“Some kids force 
themselves to smoke around 
their friends even when 
their faces are turning green

and their bodies are 
rejecting the smoke,” Says 
Lemoine. 

A life of smoking will 
ultimately lead to death in 
the majority of cases 
brought on by lung disease, 
says Lemoine. 


Smoking affects the body 
in a variety of ways. 

“This is all stress on your 
body, especially as a person 
grows older. Teenagers may 
remain healthy while they 
smoke and are young, but as 
they grow older the

Governments

of the recession that we are now facing. 


A member of the new NDP government, 


he said it “opened up the books (and 
discovered) we're going to be $2.5 billion 
in the hole come the end of March. And we 
don’t have the money to help people that 
we think need the help.” 

He said Ontario needs social and 
economic justice to reduce or eliminate the 
need for food banks. The existence of food 
banks engages a wide variety of social and 
economic issues — guaranteed standards of 
living, rights of Canadians to adequate 
wages, breakdown of the safety net and 
responsibilities in ensuring adequate health, 
among other issues. 

Ontario's social assistance policies need 







re-examination, agrees Doef. 


She cites a report, Beyond Food Banks, 
the result of a 1987 grant to a Halifax food 
bank, that analyzed the circumstances of 


people using food banks. 





Among its 
observations, the report 
showed that those using 
food banks were 
primarily single-parent 
families, that recipients 
paid as much as 70 per 
cent of their income on 
shelter and that the 
majority of recipients 
were on either 
provincial or municipal 
social assistance. 

In Doef's view, “every 
Canadian has a right to 
three basic things (food, 
clothing and shelter) 
and that is why we 
came into existence.” 

In response to such 
calls, Community and 
Social Affairs Minister 
Akande has announced 
that welfare reform will 
be a top priority in her discussions in 
cabinet. 

Premier Bob Rae also said earlier this 
months his government plans to move 
ahead with suggestions of the Social 


Lis 


Assistance Review Committee (SARC). 
The SARC report contains suggestions to 
improve Ontario’s current social problems. 

One is that the government should not 
fund food banks, and food banks agree, 
Elmer Buchanan, minister of agriculture 
and food, says. “That’s something that 
some of the food banks have told — that 
they don’t want us to give them money.” 

The Ontario government doesn’t want to 
industrialize the concept of food banks, 
Buchanan says. “We'd rather put food 
banks out of business than have to pay.” 

But the government had better put a 
“rush” stamp on their order. With the winter 
coming and as the recession takes its toll, 
line-ups at the food banks are growing. 
Many are children — in Metro Toronto 
alone, almost 40,000 of the 90,000 people 
that rely on food banks each month are 
children. 

In Quinte, about 141 families supplement 
their food dollar at Gleaners every month, 
Doef says. 

The fact so many children are fed by food 
banks “is criminal in my mind,” Buchanan 
says. “Certainly the government sees that it 
is criminal, that that many children have to 
depend on food banks.” 


Gleaners eyes community kitchen 


“(Food) is a gift from the community,” 
says Anne Doef, co-ordinator of the 
Gleaners Food Bank in Belleville. 

To prepare their shelves for the winter, 
banks throughout Ontario hold drives 
around Thanksgiving. The holiday “is at a 
ime when everyone is thankful they have 
food on their table (and) share it with those 
that find themselves less fortunate,” Doef 
=xplains 

People in the Belleville area, must have 
becn more thankful than ever despite the 
cconomy, since the bank hauled in a record 
of 12 tons of food during the drive — 
surpassing its goal by two tons. 

Gleaners is also thankful to its regular 
donors — the dozen Quinte-area companies 
that frequently donate their Over-supply 
foodstuffs 

“We tap into a lot of Over-supply. People 
otherwise throw (food) away. Now why not 
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give it to the ones who need it the most?” 
Doef says. 

The Canadian Association of Food Banks 
provides a service to distribute over-supply 
from other areas. For example, Doef says, 
“Last month we got a call from Kingston. 
They had an over-supply of squash. A 
company had a whole transport-trailer load 
of it that would’ve been wasted and they 
said “just pick it up,” Doef says. 

Gleaners serves families from Marmora 
to Napanee, which sometimes creates “‘a bit 
of difficulty” for transportation, Doef says: 
“If a father can’t feed his kids, he goes out 
and hitchhikes and comes here.” 

Every person who comes into the food 
bank is given a general information form to 
fill out about their financial status. They are 
asked what their source of income is, where 
they spend their money and why they come 
to the food bank for assistance. 
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Using food banks is a necessity, she says. 

“Everybody is very embarrassed when 
they come to a food bank; it is not 
something people like to do,” she explains. 
"They find it very distasteful to have to ask 
for food, a very basic thing.” 

If food banks were eradicated and social 
policies improved, food bank users would 
be doing all of their shopping at the nearby 
grocery store and keep their self-respect, 
she says. 

In an effort to decrease business at her 
bank, Doef is looking to re-educate people. 
In Montreal, she visited a collective 
kitchen, where people learn to properly 
nourish themselves. 

“T think we have a responsibility that we 
need to teach them a jot more (about 
nourishment) instead of just giving them 
food as a alternative,” Doef says. 

The collective kitchen operates in a 


Tell me about crystal clear, 
great tasting, odour free 


workshop style. Each session costs a 
minimal $4., and clients learn how to 
prepare nutritious dishes at low-cost prices. 
They also take home a weck’s supply of 
food. 

Doef was so impressed with the 
collective kitchen she says she plans to 
bring something like it to Quinte. 

“T’m going to start going into the Quinte 
area and hit dieticians and nutritionists who 
can help me educate these low-income 
families — help them with budgeting — in 
the sense of buying sensible foods,’ says 
Doef, a trained nutritionist herself in her 
native Holland. 

“I think it’s an alternative; it’s also a 
Surprising thing to see. It can be open to all 
different groups — the older person or the 
single person who hasn’t learned how to 
cook on their own. It is for everybody,” 
Doef says.

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Henry in getting the two awkward parcels into the 
carriage. 

Stokes watched as the carriage went down the road 
and stopped. Henry had recognized a chorus girl, 
Alice Day. He asked her if she would like to drive 
over London Bridge. Alice accepted and so started on 
a ride she would never forget. Meanwhile, Stokes 
swung into action and raced after the carriage. He 
implored passers-by and police to help him. 

Finally, two police officers paid attention and 
caught up to the carriage in time to see Henry enter 
his brother’s building carrying one of the large 
parcels. The police talked to the startled Alice Day 
as Henry reappeared from the building. He was 
annoyed, ‘‘Why do you interfere with me? I'm only 
going in to see an old friend of mine.” 

The police would have none of it. They herded 
Henry inside. In desperation, he said. ‘Look here, 
say nothing about this, ask no questions and here is 
50 pounds for each of you.” The police officers 
rejected the bribe. Instead, they told Henry to open 
the parcel. He refused, begging the officers, ‘Don’t 
open it. Pray don’t look at it, whatever you do, don’t 
touch it.” 

The officers opened the parcel. They recoiled at the 
sight of the year-cld parts of Harriet Lane’s body. 

Henry and Alice were hauled down to the police 
station. Poor Alice, who didn’t know what in the 
world was going on, spent an uncomfortable week in 
jail before she was completely exonerated of any 
implication in the murder. It had been quite a 
carriage ride. 

Henry stood trial for Harriet’s murder. He didn’t 
have much of a chance after the principals in the 
case told their stories. His brother Thomas confessed 
to writing the letter signed E. Frieake. Thomas had 
also purchased a chopping block, a spade and the 
oilcloth used to wrap the body. 

Thomas Wainwright was convicted as an accessory 
after the fact of murder and was sentenced to seven. 
years imprisonment. Henry was found guilty of 
murder and sentenced to death. He claimed to be 
innocent until the end. Immediately before he was 
hanged, he confessed and even agreed that the 
sentence was just. 

Young Stokes received a reward of 30 pounds and 
set himself up in business. Alice Day became 
something of a celebrity and was promoted to lead 
dancer in the chorus line at the Pavilion Theatre. 
After her rather unpleasant experience with Henry 
and his two macabre parcels, Alice developed a 
distinct aversion to carriage rides.

Search for marrow donors

Pink cars turn quite a few 
heads. They can also 
increase public awareness. 

Ask Bob Adams, the 
driving force behind the 
Suzanne Adams Leukemia 
Foundation, which is named 
after his daughter. 

He’s painted his car hot 
pink to step up, the 
campaign for bone-marrow 
donors by the Canadian Red 
Cross Bone- Marrow 
Registry. The unusual pink, 
he says, will remind 


motorists of the: need for~ 


donors every time they lay 
eyes on his vehicle, which 
also. includes’ ‘signs 
promoting the foundation. 

Leukemia victims, who 
need a bone marrow 
transplant must find a 
perfect match from the 
registry. Their alternative is 
inevitable death. Leukemia 
is the number one killer of 
children in Canada. 

Adams is all too familiar 
with the devastating effects 
of Leukemia. His daughter 
Suzanne died Dec. 17, 1988 
at the age of 20 after 
Struggling with the disease 
for two years. 

Prior to Suzanne’s death, 
Adams searched the world 
Over for a match. The quest 
ended in frustration — a 
donor couldn’t be found. 

His daughter’s death and 
lack of a donor is the 
impetus behind Adam’s 
quest for more donors. 

Since 1988, he’s raised 
$50,000 for the bone- 
marrow registry. And two 
years later the donor list has 
risen from 1,200 donors to 
Over 14,000, 

The boom in donors is no 
Small achievement, Adams . 
Says, considering the time 
and expense of determining 
Suitable marrow donors 
through medical tests, $150 
each, and usually four hours 
in duration.

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f you can still get a shovel into the ground then there is 
still time to plant one of the most magnificent of 

M <ummer’s flowering plants - the lily. Lilies were made 
for the new gardener. First of all, because nothing 
surpasses their magnificent display of colourful trumpets, 
stars and bells, soaring on slender stems above a summer 
garden. Secondly, because few plants are easier to grow, 
putting on their regal display year after year, demanding 
nothing in return but a little food and a lot of admiration. 
And finally, few plants are easier to propagate from the 
scales, bulbets and bulbils that lilies produce so prolifically.

The only demand lilies make is that they be planted properly 
in a porous growing medium on a well-drained site. I plant 
mine in groups of three about 18 inches apart on a three-inch 
bed of sand that has been soaked with a high phosphorous 
(middle number) fertilizer solution. Lay the bulb in the hole on 
its side and you'll never have a problem with rot. 

Dig the hole about two feet across and a depth of eight to 
10 inches and mix the dug soil half and half with a soiless 
mix. In returning the soil mixture to the hole, pause at the 
halfway point, tamp the soil lightly and again water with a 
fertilizer solution. Finish filling and tamp lightly. 

Before you plant, take a moment to study your bulbs. You 
will note they are made up of a series of overlapping scales. 
Carefully peel a half dozen scales from the periphery of the 
bulb and you have taken your first step in propagating your 
own lilies. The second stop is to dust them with a powdered 
fungicide, ad the third step is to prepare a propagation bag. 

Place about two inches of a lightly dampened soiless mix 
in a Clear plastic bag and add half the lily scales and cover 
with a two inch layer. Seal the bag, store in bright light in a 
70 F/ 21 C temperature and lef nature take its course, 
because in four of five weeks time you will have half a 
dozen baby bulbets. 

Leave them in the bag and store them in the refrigerator or 
in a cold frame for planting the following spring. In two to 
three years’ time, the bulbs you have propagated and 
planted will be fully mature and contributing to your garden 
in all their magnificence. During that same time, they will 
have been doing their own thing, dividing and subdividing, 
so that three bulbs will have become a dozen or more, 

Another simple way to propagate your own lilies is from 
the small bulbils that appear at leaf axils on the stems of 
many lilies. These look like shiny black peas and that’s 
exactly the way they should be planted. In fact, I plant the 
scales, bulbets and bulbils in a lily “nursery”, an out of the 
way semi-shaded spot where they can grow undisturbed for 
the two or three years it takes them to reach flowering size. 

Another reason I like lilies is that they are miserly in their 
use of space and in addition, they do equally well in pots 
and the garden. I have seen them in tubs on apartment 
balconies, in planters along the edge of a patio. One of the 
most magnificent displays I have ever seen was along a one- 
foot wide strip between a walk and a driveway. 

Lilies look equally well as background or foreground 
plants. Some of mine front tall evergreens, where the dark 
foliage provides a foil for their brilliant blossoms. Others, at 
the edge of my patio allow the intricacies of their blooms to 
be viewed close-up. Still others circle a flowering crab and 
follow its display with a magnificent show of their own. 

One more point. Mark the planting location with a small 
stake so you won’t accidentally dig the bulb next spring.

Ask Mike... about your collectibles 


Query: A couple of years ago we had our piano refinished with Tung Oil, we were told to 
recoal the piano every year to maintain the finish, which we have done. When I went to 
recoat it this year I noticed several rough spots in the finish thal were not there when we 
originally had it refinished. Do you have any idea as to whal might have caused this and is it 
possible to fix it. 

Answer: Although oil finish are fairly easy to apply they can be difficult to maintain. The 
nature of oil finishes is that they tend to dry very slowly, often trapping airbome dust on the 
surface before they do resulting in that rough surface on parts of your piano. When applying 
all oil finishes it is important to wipe off any oil thal remains on the surface after thirty 
minutes and buff with a flannel rag until the finish appears dry and dust free. To remove 
rough spots on a existing oil finish, such as is on your piano, recoat with Tung oil and rub 
the rough areas with #0000 steel wool. The steel wool will loosen the dust particles and 
bumish the finish at the same time, make sure that you rub in the direction of the wood grain 
and buff the finish dry. 

Question: | have taken up collecting Christmas plates as a hobby but know very little 
about them at this point, do you have any suggestions, such as which are the most valuable 
and which ones I should avoid? 

Answer: If I was going to collect plates I would put the Christmas plates by Bing and 
Grondahl at the top of my list, they have been making annual plates since 1895. A Bing and 
Grondahl plate of this vintage is worth over $4,000. but later editions are in the $20. to $180 
range. On the other end of the scale are the commemorative plates churned out by companies 
that specialize in “Limited Editions” that number in the hundreds of thousands and will 
probably not appreciate in value for many years, if at all

The RCMP anti-terrorist squad 
freed several hostages from besieged 
homes on James and Colborme Streets 
in Belleville today. 

As many as 30 RCMP Special 
Emergency Response Team officers 
blanketed the neighbour-hood, 
adjacent Highway 2, ultimately 
smashing windows and kicking down 
‘doors to avert the ‘detonation of 
explosives. 

In actuality, the mass effort was part 
and parcel of tactical training by the 
specialized Ottawa enforcement unit 
— hostages and explosives weren’t 
real. 

The-benefits from the exercise, 
however,were. 

The mock emergency furthered 
practical training for the unit in the 
event of future terrorist and hostage- 
taking incidents. 

The Belleville location was chosen

Link between drugs 
and violent crime rise 


The dramatic increase in the use of cocaine, rare 

in the Quinte area just five years ago, affects 

Se 
pe to police, the increase in violent crimes 
in the area in recent years isn't just a coincidence. It 
is the the result of cocaine, a highly addictive and 

‘pensive drug. . 
Sah ear drug users turn to crime to 
support their expensive habit. 

But that is not the whole story. Cocaine use cuts 
across all sociological and economic levels, from 
the street people we commonly associate with 
drugs to professionals. And those who don't have to 
turn to crime to support their habit may still become 
involved in violent crimes, often involving those 
closest to them, because of the severe changes in 
attitude and behaviour caused by the drug. Cocaine, 
after all, is a mind altering drug. 

Drug use frequently is behind every violent crime 
from cases of abuse to armed robbery to murder. 
One police officer estimates that probably 60 to 70 
per cent of the violent crimes in this city can be 
directly or indirectly linked to drug use. 

Yet, police continue to be hampered by strict 
search laws and a shortage of staffing. Given the 
increase in cocaine use and the increase in violent 
crime, we applaud the recent approval of a staff 
increase for Belleville's drug unit. 


Education key to 
declining drug use 


Although cocaine use is up dramatically, the good 
news is that drug use, especially among young 
people, is probably down. 

It's hard to know since drugs and drug use are 
illegal, but provincial experts say drug use is 
certainly no worse and is probably declining. Local 
experts from the local Addiction Training and 
Counselling Centre ‘and from the Belleville office 
of the Addiction Research Foundation agree that 
the trend is probably also true here. 

They attribute the decline to increased drug 
education by the government, the media, the police 
and educators. 

Thus, we should be cautious when people call for 
a4 war against drugs, meaning increased 
enforcement and strict penalties. While such a 
crusade sounds attractive, it may be too simple. 

Strict enforcement and penalties are necessary in 
fighting drug use, but experience tells us that 
education is probably even more important over the 
long run. 

The provincial RIDE program is an example. A 
highly publicized crackdown by the police forces of 
the province, combined with a massive anti- 
drinking and driving campaign, has cut into a major 
problem in society. 

Any changes that have come, however, have 
probably come as a result of changes in public 
attitudes. Ten or 15 years ago, drinking and driving 
was publicly acceptable. Everyone did it. Today, 
however, we find it totally unacceptable thanks to 
preventive education and awareness. 

That change in public attitude made possible a 
RIDE enforcement program that probably wouldn't 
have been acceptable ten or 15 years ago. 

The same thing can happen and is beginning to 
happen with drug use, thanks to educational 

programs aimed at both young people and parents. 
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Within the space of a few 
decades we have seen the 
democratic institution of 
North America undermined 
by two men: Richard 
Nixon in the United States 
of America and Brian 
Mulroney in Canada. 
These two men, by their 
arrogance, hypocrisy and 
amoral actions, succeeded 
in destroying the 
confidence of the people, 
one in the presidency of the 
U.S. and the other in the 
political system of Canada. 

The United States has 
both a procedure to 
impeach a president, and a 
senate to control the abuse 
of power by a president.

The U.S. Senate consists 
of three elected 
representatives from each 
State, no matter what their 
population, thus providing 
a counter-balance against 
abuse by the majority. In 
Canada, to control the 
abuse of power by a prime 
minister with a 
parliamentary majority, we 
have only a senate, which is 
usually appointed by 
various prime ministers. 
Now, even this safeguard 
has been destroyed by the 
arrogant actions of 
Mulroney in stacking the 
senate with individuals he 
controls.

In an interview with 
Quinte Weekly News 
afterwards, Johnson says 
the first step in improving 
services and treatment is “a 
commitment by both 
government and medical 
professionals to get rid of 
barriers within the system. 

Issues such as doctors 
salaries, fee for services 
and user fees are 
arguments, says Johnson, 
that have been posed by 
those who do not realize the 
system is finite. 

The Ontario government 
on average spends one-third 
of it’s annual budget on 
medical costs. 

“€ost is the biggest factor 
for both the government 
and health care professional 
— equipmen}, qualified 
personell, facilities, 
medicines. And it’s a factor 
that isn’t going to get any 
better. As the public 
becomes more demanding 
the health care system has 
to be in the position to 
utilize everything 
available.” 

To improve the system, 
however, input is needed 
from all areas of the vast 
medicine field to provide a 
base from which the OMA 
can approach the 
government. 

Forums and meetings are 
currently being held by the 
ONA, RNA, Physiotherapy 
Association and others, in 
conjunction with the OMA. 

“All of these forums are 
chances to discuss new 
ways of utilizing our 
System to make it more 
efficient, quality oriented 
and in better shape to 
handle our patients,” says 
Johnson.

window sheers. And while everyone is aware of seasonal 
light variations, what may not be appreciated is how these 
obstructions reduce the light value of a window. 

Sound complicated? It’s not, but it does have a major 
bearing on wintertime house plant performance. For 
example. 





In mid-summer a north window is bright enough to 
flower and African violet, but in the mid-winter, only a 
low-light plant such as a Chinese evergreen will thrive. 

While windows are the only source of natural light you 

have, I am not suggesting that in wintertime you pack all 
your house plants into window spaces but I am 
recommending that wherever you place your plants you 
make sure the light value in that area is sufficient to 
support life even if it means moving plants from their 
summertime locations. 
_ have catalogued the light performances of the windows 
in my home season to season, month to month and 
moming until night according to the direction they face: 
north, south, east or west. You are welcome to the 
information but remember there will be variations in your 
home, because few homes are built according to the 
compass points sot hat north windows are likely north east 
or north west, south windows face the south west or south 
case and so on. And that’s what we'll talk about next 
week.

All three 
men drooled at the opportunity to earn $12,000 a 
year, over twice as much as the salary of the 
bank manager of the Baltimore -joint they were 
"The aeseretter given by Charlie to the three new 
smployees was to grow beards. Siscovitch trav- 
elled to Baitimore and rented the vacant store 
behind the bank, He claimed to be an executive of 
Stabler and Co. of Milwaukee. a well-known grain 
z mpany 
are lave later, the gang moved in. There was a 
great deal of hustle-and bustle. Bags of grain and 
feed were moved into the store. Then, on one quiet 
weekend, the boys dug through the bricks and 
scooped up $415,000. When the Third National Bank 
of Baltimore opened on Monday morning, there 
was‘a surprisingly inadequate amount of cash avail- 
able to them. Instead, there was a big hole in 
the rear of their vault. The gang shaved and indi- 
vidually took off for Europe. ; : 

‘Charlie set up a brokerage firm in London. He 
hired clerks and commenced to do a legitimate 
business in bonds and stocks. Surprisingly, the 
business made money after only a few months 
operation. At night, Charlie produced five-pound 
notes out of one-pound notes. It took him nine 
months to manufacture samples which passed his 
inspection. A second brokerage company, William- 
son and Larkin Ltd., was opened by Chapman and 
Siscovitch. oe 

The scam was simple. Charlie bought legitimate 
stocks and bonds with his phony money. William- 
son and Larkin sold the stocks and bonds for 
authentic coin of the realm. The money poured in 
so quickly that Charlie had a hard time producing 
enough of the queer to keep the scam going. 
Sometimes he worked all night. He solved the lack 
of product by upgrading to 100-and-500 pound notes. 
The loot poured in at the rate of a half million 
dollars a year. Not bad for a 30-year-old in 1876. 

Charlie travelled the continent, ate at the better 
restaurants, stayed at the best hotels and wasn’t 
averse to bedding down with a sweet young thing 
when he wasn't busy churning out his phony paper. 
Each of his confederates were now receiving $2,000 
per month. 

In his fifth year in business, Charlie expanded. 
He opened brokerage offices in Paris, Rome and 
Berlin. To keep up with demand, he also manufac- 
tured bogus securities. 

All good things come to an end. Charlie’s organi- 
zation was simply producing so much phony paper 
that the French government noted discrepancies in 
its fiscal accounts. They brought in the Surete to 
investigate. That efficient organization discovered - 
that there were more securities of certain issues 
on the market than had been printed. When the 
news became public, holders of securities had no 
way of knowing whether their paper was phony or 
authentic. Security prices fell in Paris. The news 
spread to Germany, Italy and England. 

It was time to fade. Charlie paid each of his key 
men two years salary, some $48,000 each, and pro- 
ceeded to close his European offices. On his arrival 
back in New York with Joe Elliott. Charlie had a 
cool two and a half million dollars. At age 40, he 
looked around for a legitimate business to purchase, 
finally settling on a saloon in Brooklyn. He refur- 
bished the place and named it Becker's. It proved 
to be a fabulous success. No one knew that the 
owner, dishing out suds behind the bar, had hood. 
winked the police forces of four countries and 
was a bonafide multi millionaire. 

The most successful counterfeiter of all time 
couldn’t stand the life of a successful businessman. 
As the years passed, he longed for the old thrills. 
Eventually, he went back into the brokerage busi- 
ness in San Francisco, turning out perfect 10-dollar 
bills. For reasons known only to himself, one day 


he doctored a small che ue, raising it from unde

Workshop speaker and 
drug abuse expert Ron 
Clavier cited that societal 
inconsistencies and 
attitudes are part of the 
drug use problem. 
Advertisiments for 
alcohol and over the 
counter drugs give young 
people the impression 
there is something for 
every ailment known to 
man, said Clavier. The 
messages are also 
inconsistent. 

Addiction Research 
Foundation program 
consultant Michael Piercy 
agrees with Clavier and 
Stevenson-Baker. 

“Our major problem is 
television commercials, 
for example, show beer 
commercials one one 
hand and “Say no to 
Drugs” commercial on the 
other. This type of attitude 
in society is saying it’s 
alright to drink but not to 
take drugs. Both are a 
drug. It’s hypocritical,” 
says Piercy. 

Particularly vulnerable 
are young children. 

The Ministry of 
Education has focused on 
that premise by preparing 
drug and alcohol 
awareness curriculum to 


be implemented in all 
Ontario schools from 
Kindergarten to OAC 
levels by September of 
next year. The ministry 
directive will be 
mandatory. 

Belleville Police 
Community officers will 
be called in to assist 
teachers educate students 
on the dangers of drugs, 
says Stevenson-Baker. 

“What we try to do is 
provide students with 
information on the types 
of drugs available and 
their effects in 
conjunction with proper 
decision-making skills,” 
says Stevenson-Baker. 

“We teach them refusal 

techniques that deal 
mainly with how to stay 
away from and avoid 
drugs.” 
' Starting drug education 
as soon as possible with 
children is the best 
solution available. 

“It’s better than 
throwing in the towel and 
hoping the kids will turn 
out okay when they’re 
older,” she stresses. “With 
proper education it will be 
ingrained in them all 
through their younger 
years step by step. They'll 
already know what the 
proper choice is when it 
comes down to their first 
exposure to the problem.” 

Several drug awareness 
activities are being held 
by schools in the area to 
mark Drug Awareness 
Week Nov. 11 to 18.

People like a good story to go along with their antiques, the romance of the past and all 
that, but the truth of the matter is very different. Milk paint was very seldom ever used in this country, 
the reason being that high quality oil paints were. available in Canada by the early1800's and were used 
throughout the pioneer period. What most dealers and collectors mistake for milk paint is usually an oil 
based paint that has been applied over a bare wood surface and over a period of many years has 
developed a dry powdery appearance, much like milk paint. And so the myth continues, oil paint from 
the general store of trading post makes a much less interesting story that great grandfather mixing up his 
own from milk and berries on the edge of the frontier.

When they are charged 
the courts like to send a 
message to others who 
have been elusive and are 
constantly slipping 
through authorities fingers. 

“We know there are 
people out there in 
Belleville making a living 
off of drugs. When some 
of these people are caught, 
they view it as a chance of 
doing business.” 

Subsequently the same 
people do their time and 
within days of their release 
are peddling cocaine 
again. 

Tausendfreund admits it 
happens but still maintains 
the system is doing a good 
job in deterring drug 
trafficking. 

“I think the system is 
doing a pretty- good 
job...Yes I’ve had people 
there in court two and 
three times around — I 
make the argument that 
this person certainly 
doesn’t appreciate the law 
and is snubbing his nose at 
the system. The court 
deals with that person 
appropriately in the end. 
Those who are inclined to 
pursue the easy money 
should be deterred and are. 

“Sentences as you know 
have to have a specific 
deterrent to the individual 
but also to society. It has 
to make other users and 
traffickers wonder whether 
the crime is worth the 
penalty.”

A small number of 
parents request that their children not work 
in the community. 

For the majority of participants, however, 
the program can further their chances at 
community employment.

Cancer isn't a death sentence

Cancer is not a death 
sentence. 

Advances in medicine are 
giving cancer patients many 
more years in life, says 
Elizabeth Scott, convenor of 
a first-ever peer cancer 
support group in Belleville. 

In fact, part of the 
problem with cancer is too 
many people are giving up 
when diagnosed with the 
disease instead of 
countering with a renewed 
determination to beat the it, 
she says. 

“T think there still is a 
feeling that cancer is a 
deadly disease and that once 
you have it you’re definitely 
going to die with it. That 
isn’t always the case,” says 
Scott. “We have to reassure 





people with cancer and their 
families that this does not 
mean an automatic death 
sentence.” 

Already as many as seven 
people have joined the 
Support group, sanctioned 
by the Canadian Cancer 
Society Belleville office. 

The support group will 
use one of the cancer 
society’s long-standing 
programs, Living with 
Cancer, to help patients and 
other support group 
members cope with their 
problems. 

“What we’re trying to do 
in this support group is help 
people cope with the stress 
involved with knowing you 
have cancer,” says Scott. 
“We have to help people not 
to assume that things are 
going to be as bad as they 
think. Many people beat 


cancer and go on to live for 
another 20 to 30 years.” 

As convenor, Scott says 
she is only present at the 
support groups to initiate 
discussion, not to shape the 
meeting’s agenda. 

“We’re just there to start 
the meeting and the 
members can take it from 
there, whether that be 
discussion as a group or just 


talking quietly amongst " 


themselves.” 

Issues discussed at the 
meetings mainly deal with 
personal experiences and 
what can be expected in 
future. 

For example, a question 
that cancer patients often 
grapple with -- “How do I 
tell my children” -- can be 
discussed. 

All items of discussion 
are held in the strictest 


confidence 
members. 

Information items, while 
kept to a minimum to allow 
personal discussion, are also 
provided, says Scott. 

“A lot of cancer patients 
don’t know about all of the 
things the Cancer Society 
can do for them, including 
financial help when it 
comes to transportation, 
home health care, drugs, 
therapy and so on,” says 
Scott. 

The Living with Cancer 
Support Group’s first 
meeting was held last 
Wednesday evening at the 
Eastminster Church in 
Belleville at 7 p.m..

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Going to war 


With all the talk about the possibility of war in the 
mideast, it may be well to think a bit about what a war 
might be like. Or what a war was like. 

Several weeks ago, Quinte Weekly News interviewed 
one of only four surviving Canadians to fight in the Battle 
of Britain. The article noted 
that of the roughly 2,500 
pilots who participated, 
around 25 per cent were 
killed in the battle. 

That's one in four. Look 
around you and count three 
people. They're alive. The 
fourth one is dead. 

Last week, I finished The Luftwaffe War Diaries. The 
book, which tells the story of the Second World War from 
the point of view of the German air force, tells of the 
carnage inflicted on American “Flying Fortresses" on 
daytime precision bombing missions. 

On most missions, 15 to 20 per cent of the bombers 
would be downed. That means that if you crewed a B-17 
from the Eighth Air Force, you knew the odds were your 
plane would go down in flames sometime between the 
fifth and tenth mission. 

Air crews were lost at such a rate that no one bothered to 
learn their names. 

How do you live with that knowledge? 

Worse, how do you live with the knowledge that your 





odds are shorter -- say one in two? In late 1944, Luftwaffe 
fighter pilots rose to do battle with the ever-increasing 
waves of bombers and fighters, knowing that they would 
down one in five or one in seven bombers ... but that they 
would lose half of theirs. 

They kept going, of course, because the alternative was 
worse. Air crew losses of 20 per cent were acceptable to 
the Allied armies because the precision bombing would 
shorten the war and save more lives in the long run. And 
German pilots rose into the air knowing they would be 
shot down because they knew they had to defend their own 
families. 

For the war was being aimed directly at their families. 

Ben Wicks in Nell’s War, reviewed in our Remembrance 
Day issue, states that approximately 43,000 civilians were 
killed in Britain from 1940 to 1941 during the Blitz, which 
was aimed directly and knowingly at civilians with the 
goal of breaking their will to resist. 

It failed. 

But even though it failed, the British "carpet bombed" 
German cities with the same goal of breaking the will of 
German citizens. Cities were chosen not because they were 
military targets but because they would bum. 

Like the Blitz against British citizens, it too failed. 

But many more died. In one night alone, over 30,000 
people died in Hamburg when the British deliberately 
created a fire storm in the centre of the city. 

And that is one of the lessons of war. We do things in 
war that we would never do otherwise, that would horrify 
us otherwise. 

Because it is war. And because once embarked upon, 
war cannot be recalled.

County. There is a great 
deal of merit in what has 
been presented both by you 
and by Dick Bird, the 
science consultant, 
however, there is a basic 
element which has been left 
Out of the treatment of this 
material. That is, the 
opportunity for students to 
develop critical thinking 
skills. 

Our science community 
has developed particular 
biases that are clearly 
evident upon examination 
but because of the closed 
Shop attitude, there is no 
chance for students to 
develop divergent thinking 
skills. 

While it is fine to declare 


people scientifically 
illiterate if they are lacking 
in knowledge concerning 
basic scientific facts, to 
label people who disagree 


with a weak and faltering - 


theory such as evolution is 
simply irresponsible 
prejudice. 

I am a secondary school 
teacher and quite 
knowledgeable in this area 
and certainly do not 
consider myself to be 
scientifically illiterate (I 
have even taught science 
and geography). 

To brand me, and the 
thousands of others who 
hold with me in this view, 
as ignorant is blatant 
prejudice. Simply because I 
refuse to acknowledge the 
theory of evolution as fact, 
my entire credibility is 
questioned.

Mysterious compass 
variations may have 
led HMS Speedy into 
Collision with giant 
pinnacle of rock, 
discoverer believes

HMS Speedy Captain Thomas Paxton 
got more than he bargained for when he 
sailed into Presqu’ile Bay almost 200 years 
ago amidst a fierce rain storm on Lake 
Ontario. 

A mysterious pinnacle of rock just below 
the lake surface and unexplained compass 
deviations in an area infamous for strange 
disappearances may have led to the HMS 
Speedy disaster in a local version of the 
Bermuda Triangle. 

A black Oct. 8, 1804 night, combined 
with thunderous, ice-cold whitecaps, a 
northeast gale and an unseaworthy vessel 
would culminate in a disaster that would 
shake the political foundations of what was 
then Upper and Lower Canada. 

Efforts by those on shore, who sighted 
the Speedy at dusk, to light a bonfire were 
to no avail — HMS Speedy disappeared 
never to be seen again, taking with her 
several top-ranking Upper Canada

“It’s very well preserved 
considering her age — 
' most wooden schooners 
usually break up after a 
hundred years in the water,” 
says Burtt. 

The bow, keel and fantail, 
mast steps and sides are in 
fair condition. The bow of 
the schooner still protrudes- 
from the sandy bottom 
upwards to 15 feet. 

“It’s relatively all there,” 
Burtt says. 

Burtt attributes the 
vessel's preservation to the 
absence of a lot of oxygen 
and bacteria, two of the 
three most common factors 
needed for organic 
breakdown.

Subsequent searches for the Speedy and 
the rock proved fruitless, adding to a 
growing superstition of the waters of 
Presqu’ile.

The disappearance, also lit the fuse of 
controversy that has continued for over a 
century among historians. 

The coincidences between the 
disappearances of both in one night could, 
however, be factually correlated with the 
discovery of what is believed to be HMS 
Speedy in October, 1989. News of the 
discovery echoed around the world. 

The shipwreck is strewn across the lake 


ller triangle 


floor in a field of debris just under a mile 
long, off of what is now Presqu’ile 
Provincial Park. 

Finder of the wreck of the HMS Speedy, 
Ed Burtt speculates that Captain Paxton 
unknowingly sailed HMS Speedy ‘into the 
treacherous and precarious “Devil’s 
Horseblock”, a protrusion of rock 40 feet in 
diameter that extended 300 feet straight up 
from the lake floor nearly to the surface of 
the lake. 

Lying eight inches beneath the surface, 
the sunken rock was invisible to the naked 
eye, but was large enough to rip a hole in 
even the largest of the day’s vulnerable 
wooden schooners. 

Fighting fierce and unpredictable winds 
and large waves, Paxton knew keeping 
HMS Speedy clear of the deadly rock on 
that Oct. 8 night was imperative. 

The hazard was a well-known danger, 
charted six months earlier earlier by 
Captain Selleck of the schooner Lady 
Mary. Selleck and his crew chanced upon 
the pinnacle on a retum trip from Kingston 
after his ship was left bobbing about in the 
lake without any wind. 

The crew set about in a a boat to examine 
the submarine monster of rock, taking 
soundings for future chart references. 
Captain Paxton would add the unusual rock 
formation to his lengthy logbook on 
Ontario waters shortly after learning of the 
danger from Selleck. 

Paxton was considered a navigational 
expert on Lake Ontario waters. 

His expertise led to the request that he 
command the fateful Oct. 7 HMS Speedy 
Story Cont.

voyage in 1804, a trip he 
didn’t want to make 
because he felt HMS 
Speedy was unseaworthy, 

In Paxton’s charge were 
passengers Ontario 
Solicitor General Robert 
Gray, High Constable Fisk, 


several high ranking 
officials from the Upper 
Canada government, 


prisoners in shackles and 
an Indian native named 
Ogetonicut, charged with 
murdering a trader. All 
were to attend the native’s 
trial in the townsite of 
Newcastle, the proposed 
district capital for 
Newcastle District, nestled 
within the safety of 
Presqu'ile Bay. 

First, however, the 
important passengers would 
have to be delivered in 
safety. The violent Oct. 8 
storm hindered Paxton’s 
efforts to manoeuvre HMS 
Speedy into the harbor. 

Despite grim odds and no 
lights of any kind on shore, 
Paxton was confident his 
trusty compass would 
ensure safe passage to the 
waiting harbor by enabling 


him to perform dead 
reckoning, and 
subsequently plot his 


position on the water 
charts. He could then get 
his schooner to safety. 


But something went 
frightfully wrong. 
Captain and crew, 


speculates Burtt, were 
sucked to the bottom of the 
lake amidst a whirlpool, 
' created from the collision 
between the schooner, 
driven by high winds, and 
the “Devil’s Horseblock”. 

The pinnacle, weighing 
some 20,000 tons when 
submerged, would have 
thundered to the sandy 
bottom in the black of night 
after being jarred loose by 
the Speedy. No one knows 
for sure, but the elements 
over the years may have 
worn the base of the rock to 
a fragile balance. 

Burtt, founder and 
president of the newly 
formed HMS _ Speedy 
Foundation, thinks he 
knows why a 
knowledgeable expert 
seaman such as Paxton, 
who knew very well of the 
dangerous sunken rock, 
may have collided with the 
formation lying four and a 
half miles from shore. 

He cites the 
Sophiasburgh Triangle, a 
legend in Presqu’ile waters 
in the past similar to the 
legend of the Bermuda 
Triangle, known to take 
ships and their crews to 
their deaths. 

Mysterious disappear- 
ances were common in the 
Sophiasburgh Triangle, 
extending from Bald Head 
Island to Proctor Point and 
south to Scotch Bonnet 
Shoal. 

The area's reputation may 
be attributed to unexplain- 
able magnetic compass 
deviations in the area, 
offers Burtt almost 200 
years after the sinking of 
the Speedy. 

Burtt and colleagues 
stumbled on the deviations 


this summer during efforts 
to survey and chart the 
HMS Speedy debris spread 
across the lake bottom. 
They couldn’t chart the

Burtt says they tried 
several different magnetic 
compasses and had to resort 
to using Loran C radio

Other people have also 
reported similar deviations 
upon Burtt’s request to 
‘substantiate his compass 
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deviations. 

“We've taken these 
readings very methodically 
— up to as many as three 
times — and we still don’t 
have a clue as to why the 
compass readings are off by 
SO many degrees,” says 
Burtt who has been 
searching Presqu’ile waters 
for ‘ten years’ for 
shipwrecks. 

The problem has only 
arisen in the past year 
because Burtt is officially 


charting the Speedy’s 
location for heritage 
purposes.

Burtt believes Paxton and 
other sailors who died in 
the icy waters of Presqu’ile 
may have met the same 
perplexing compass 
deviations. Certain death 
would ensue for ships 
travelling on cloudy nights 
after taking readings and

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An autopsy revealed that the girl had died as a 
result of a blow to the head which had fractured her 
skull. She had also been sexually assaulted. 

Several theories were advanced as to how the body 
was in such an unusual position. Some thought Cecile 
had been thrown over the stone wall from the street 
or the Institute’s gardens, while others thought the 
body might have been taken into the cemetery via 
the main gate. . 

By studying the contents of the dead girl’s 
stomach, :t was ascertained that she had met her 
death around 10 a.m. the previous day. This would 
put the killing at about an hour after she was in the 
vestibule of the Institute. 

Investigating officers never for a moment thought 
that Cecile had been murdered in the cemetery. 
Someone had killed her elsewhere and had either 
placed her body in its unusual position immediately 
or had waited until after dark to transport the body 
into the corner of the cemetery. It seemed impossible 
that the body had been taken into the cemetery in 
broad daylight through the gate without being seen, 
It also seemed impossible for anyone to have thrown 
it over a nine foot stone wall. Even if the task could 
be accomplished, it stood to reason that the body 
would topple over on its side. 

Detectives found that the earth in Cecile’s hair 
corresponded with earth found on the wall enclosing 
the Institute’s garden. Geraniums grew at that point 
on the wall. They were in full bloom and one petal 
was missing from a flower. The petal found on 
Cecile’s head matched the bloom perfectly. A ladder

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town. Many thought Conte had lured the girl to his 
uncle’s house, where he had killed her. That night he 
could have transported the body to the cemetery to 
cast suspicion on the Brethren. 

Conte was arrested and lodged in jail. After 
spending one day behind bars, he confessed, not to 
murder, but to having seen two brothers, Frere 
Jubrien and Frere Leotade, in the vestibule when he 
delivered his books. In addition, the investigators 
placed three other brothers in the vestibule that 
morning; Freres Navarre, Laphien and Janistien. 

As there was no real evidence against Conte, he 
was released. Only one fact pointed to a brother as 
being the killer, and that was the fact that Cecile had 
disappeared from the Institute’s vestibule. 

Of all the suspected brethren, Frere Leotade had 
been to Conte’s shop and had seen Cecile before the 
day of the crime. Frere Leotade, whose non religious 
name was Louis Bonafous, was in charge of the 
Institute’s stable. He also cared for pigeons and 
rabbits. Could he have lured the girl to the stable 
area on the pretense of showing her his rabbits? 
What better place to hide a body until nightfall? 

Despite the dearth of concrete evidence, Frere 
Leotade stood trial for murder. Unfortunately, a 
religious zealot, one Madeline Sabathier, testified that 
she had seen Cecile and Conte leave the vestibule of 
the Institute and walk away together. This woman 
had the backing of the religious order right until she 
was exposed as a liar and charged with perjury. Her 
testimony did much to damage the defense’s case. 

The prosecution presented experts who testified 
that bits of hay and clover found in Cecile’s clothing 
were identical to hay and clover located in the stable 
where Frere Leotade worked. 

At that time in France the accused was allowed to 
take the witness stand and directly respond to 
prosecution witnesses. This Frere Leotade did with 
great clarity and dignity, denying at every turn any

That’s what 18 
environmentally concerned 
citizens want regarding the 
rehabilitation of Palliser 
Creek, a tributary that

Sidney and Thurlow 
Townships. 
A Nov. 14 meeting 


resulted in the formation of 
the Palliser Creek 
Improvement Association. 
Their first official meeting 
is slated for Dec. 6 in 
Tucker’s Comers. 

The consensus among 
those attending meeting at 
the Sidney Township 
municipal offices Nov. 14 
was “it’s important ordinary 
people are taking the 
initiative in improving the 
condition of their own local 
watercourse environment.” 

Palliser Creek could be 
rehabilitated and become 
the focus for a green 
section of country winding 
its way 20 km through 
Sidney and Thurlow, they 
say. 

The clear, cold water that 
has supported speckled 
trout in the past could once 
again support the prized 
fish, claims the group. 
Erosion clouding the water 
with additional silt-build up 
can be controlled. 

The loss of fertile top-soil 
could be saved; bacterial 
contamination of the creek 
reduced and more varied 
habitats for wildlife 
encouraged. 

The newly formed group 
is not just pipe dreaming — 
comparable results have 
been achieved by the Cold 
Creek Improvement 
Association. Cold Creek 
flows into the Trent River. 
The results there stem from 
as many as 10 projects 
initiated since 1989 in 
conjunction with Ministry 
of Natural Resources, the 
Trent River Conservation 
Authority and the Ontario 
Federation of Hunters and

Fortunately befo 
the videotape aia 
by their Soviet aSSistant 
Yuri in his clothing, The 
Soviet media aSsiStants 
argued the KGB couldn’t 
confiscate the tape, citin 
new laws of freedom of 
press. Their debate 
secured their tapes and 
possibly averted a body 
search of the crew. 

“If they had taken the 
tape with our prize 
footage they would have 
had evidence against us,” 
says Wannamaker. 
“Trespassing is a serious 
offence. But we had to go 
in there in the pursuit of 
news gathering. We 
couldn't help but ask 
ourselves if this exists 
then why cover it up. If 
we had have done this 
type of thing and got 
caught 10 years ago we 


would have been 
considered spies.” 
Unharmed, their 


mission completed, the 
crew was escorted off of 
grounds by the KGB. 

After a five week period 
of osmosis with the 
USSR, Wannamaker 
speculates the secrecy is 
being maintained to hide 
the reality of an ordinary 
man to avoid inevitable 
clashing with the legend 
of Stalin. 

The shroud of secrecy is 
also an attempt by Soviet 
historians to re-paint the 
republic’s history, he says. 

Other footage by 
Wannamaker depicts a 
massive statue of Stalin 
tucked behind a large 
building from public view. 

The removal of the 
sacred icon is indicative 
of a changing Soviet 
Union, spurred by western 
democratic and 
capitalistic influences. 

The recent opening of 
MacDonald’s first 
restaurant in Moscow is 
another prime example, 
says Wannamaker. It is 
here, Muscovites get their 
first “taste” of western 
Capitalism. 

“MacDonalds for them 
is not simply a restaurant. 
It's Disneyland. Reality is 
this far from your face 
over there,” says 
Wannamaker, placing a 
flat hand three inches in 

-front of his face. “You 
could market anything 
there because the people 
have been oppressed for 
SO many years.” 

Despite lingering 
communist regime 
elements in Soviet society, 
people are coming about. 

“There is a new 
revolution among the 
younger people there — a 
revolution of expression. 
What we have always 
taken for granted is just 
being realized by the 
Soviet people,” says 
Wannamaker. 

“You wouldn’t believe 
how good it feels to step 
off the plane and come 

home to Canada.”

Should city 
elections be by 
ward or at large? 


On Dec. 18, the Ontario Municipal Board will be 
hearing arguments for and against a return to the 
ward system in Belleville. The hearing is in 
response to a request of some area citizens. 

The city once had a ward system -- the Foster 
Ward Community Centre is a reminder of the 
system by its name. Today, however, city council 
members are elected at large rather than from a 
specific area. . 

A strong argument can be made for both sides. In 
this particular editorial, we won't promote one Or 
the other sides but will look at the reasons for each. 

The chief argument in favour of a ward system 1s 
that ward representatives are closer to the voter's 
needs and problems and are more likely to be 
responsive. Under the ward system, council 
members will represent the needs of their 
constituents. Thus the system is more democraiic, 
they argue. 

Furthermore, because wards are smaller, election 
campaign costs are lower. Candidates don't have to 
campaign across the city, thus allowing more 
chance for the ‘little guy’, the candidate who isn't 
known across the city and doesn't have the money 
to make himself or herself known. 

This is also an important point in view of the 
money that some candidates could and did spend 
on the last municipal election in Belleville. 

On the other hand, a strong case can be made for 
election of city council at large. 

The chief argument in its favour is that council 
members can take a broader view of the community 
rather than just representing one section of it. In 
fact, proponents of election at large argue that the 
ward system is detrimental to community spirit. 
One wonders if differences between 
neighbourhoods in Belleville (such as the Hillcrest 
area or the "wharf rats” of the harbour area) were 
perpetuated longer than necessary by a ward 
system. 

Furthermore, proponents of election at large argue 
that it can allow for better representation. Two 
strong candidates may campaign for one ward 
position -- and one will have to lose. That wouldn't 
have happen in an election at large. 

According to textbooks about municipal 
government, a ward system becomes inevitable 
when a city reaches a certain size simply because it 
isn't possible for a candidate to know a whole city 
or for a whole city to know a candidate. The 
province sets a benchmark of 100,000, at which 
point 4 municipality must switch to a ward system. 

Belleville hasn't reached that point yet. However, 
cities smaller than 100,000, such as Kingston with a 
population of 63,000, have ward systems. There is 
no reason why Belleville couldn't retum to such a 

ystem 

If you are wondering whether Belleville should 
syStem or continue with election of 
t Large, WE Suggest you visit the OMB 
16 and listen to the arguments.

The Editor: 

I am writing this letter in 
response to your article 
concerning science 
education in Hastings 
County. There is a great 
deal of merit in what has 
been presented both by you 
and by Dick Bird, the 
science consultant, 
however, there is a basic 
element which has been left 
out of the treatment of this 
material. That is: the 


opportunity for students to 
develop critical thinking 
skills. 

Our science community 
has developed particular 
biases that are clearly 
evident upon examination 
but because of the closed 
shop attitude, there is no 
chance for students to 
develop divergent thinking 
skills. 

While it is fine to declare 
people scientifically 
illiterate if they are lacking 
in knowledge concerning 
basic scientific facts, to 
label people who disagree 
with a weak and faltering 
theory such as evolution is 
simply irresponsible 
prejudice. 

I am a secondary school 
teacher and quite 
knowledgeable in this area 
and certainly do not 
consider myself to be 


scientifically illiterate (I 
have even taught science 
and geography). 

To brand me and the 
thousands of others who 
hold with me in this view is 
blatant prejudice. Simply 
because I refuse to 
acknowledge the theory of 
evolution as fact, my entire 
credibility is questioned. 

Such is the case we are 
experiencing when we are 
told that evolution is true 
and there is no other 
explanation. There is a 
valid and _ legitimate 
explanation for life on earth 
which is being suppressed 
by the current hierarchy. 
Such a theory includes the 
co-existence of men and 
dinosaurs. In the interest of 
equal time, let me explain. 

There is evidence from 
the Paluxy River near Glen 
Rose, Texas, where human 


footprints are preserved 
side-by-side with dinosaur 
footprints in the limestone 
deposits. 

The nature of fossils 
demands that the creatures 
who occupy the same fossil 
space also lived (and died) 
at the same time. 

Further, there are the cave 
drawings at the Havasupi 
Indian Reserve about 100 
km west of the Grand 
Canyon. These natives have 
managed to capture in their 
ancient wall drawings 
images of dinosaurs we can 
now identify, such as 
Pterandadon, supposedly 
without ever having seen 
one.

fish that was supposedly 
extinct for over 50 million 
years. At least a dozen 
specimens of this fish have 
been caught since 1938. 
The surprising thing is that 
not only are these fish not 
extinct, but they have not 
changed at all from their 
ancient ancestors -- not one 
evolutionary change-over 
50 million years. 

There is also the case of 
the Plesiosaur caught off 
the coast of New Zealand in 
1977. Its corpse had 
become entangled in the 
nets of Japanese fishermen. 
Despite the evidence 
(which includes tissue 
samples) the general 
scientific community 
refuses to accept the logical 
conclusion that no only did 
dinosaurs and humans co- 
exist, certain species of 
“dinosaurs” continue to 
coexist with humans. 

The suppresSion of 
scientific theories that 
challenge the status quo is 
not good education. It is 
indoctrination. 

Herein lies the problem. 
If we are to give our 
students the opportunity to 
develop’ the critical 
reasoning skills they will 
need to be competitive into 
the 21st century, then we 
cannot inhibit their access 
to facts or theories that may 
challenge our belief 
systems.

Quinte Home Builders prepare fight again

Quinte Home Builders 
Association are paying for 
ringside seats in support of 
their parent organization. 

They’ve made the first of 
several financial con- 
tributions to the Ontario 
Home Builders Association 
“Constitutional Challenge”, 
a fund earmarked for a 
legal battle that could erupt 
against the province in 
wake of new legislation 


passed November 23. 

The legislation, Bill 20 
the Development 
Charges Act, enables 
municipalities to collect lot 
and education levies from 
new home purchases on 
behalf of education boards 
to offset the high cost of 
building new schools. 

An additional education 
levy placed on the purchase 
price would directly affect 
the local purchasing power 
of new home consumers in 
the Quinte area, says QHB 


president Arnold Vander- 
meer. 

In a time of recession 
marked by high interest 
rates, slow housing sales 
and housing starts the 
potential of the new 
legislation has home 
builders in the province 


~ worried. The industry does 


not need any further 
deterrents to housing sales. 
No municipalities have, 
to date, implemented the 
education levy. But at sign 
of the first imposition by a 


municipality of the levy, 
OHBA supported by 
member associations like 
QHBA will take the issue 
to court. 

Fortunately, says Vander- 
meer, Quinte will in all 
likelihood will not suffer 
from the education levy 
legislation because there 
isn’t sufficient growth and 
high pupil placement here 
to justify local 
implementation of the levy. 

“I don’t think this 
legislation will ever hit 
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Hastings County because 
it’s not practical for the 
board,” says Vandermeer. 

The Hastings County 
Board of Education agrees. 

“We've been working on 
the issue for the past two 
years, says education board 
superintendent of business 
Bill Grimson. Investigation 
of Bill 20 and the education 
development charges levy 
resulted in the submission 
of position papers to the 
province. 

“We don’t have enough 


st education levies 


administration at the board, 
growth in the county and 
the procedures needed for 
the levy don’t warrant the 
return,” says Grimson. 
“Problems projecting 
figures two and three years 
down the road makes it 
almost impossible to work 
with for us. There are too 
many variables and 
intangibles. 

It’s simply not a very 
well thought-out piece of 
legislation as far as I'm 
concerned.”

why it is necessary that you define your own light values 
rather than take those presented as legion. 

EASTERN EXPOSURE 

In early morning the sun floods across the room and 
onto the opposite wall. By mid-morning, it has receded 
half-way across the floor. By noon, it is only at the 
window and by early afternoon it is gone, leaving a bright 
light window, a major year-round advantage of the Eastern 
exposure. Plants are lit up in tune with their biological 
clocks in early morning and during the cool of the day, it 
has been my experience that all plants thrive year-round in 
an eastern exposure, particularly if the window faces 
south-east in order to take full advantage of the low, weak 
winter sun. ~ 

WESTERN EXPOSURE 

The opposite of east, bright during the early part of the 
day and in summertime, flooded with sunshine during the 
later part of the day and in early evening, Not only is the 
process in violation of the plants’ natural photosynthesis 
pattems, but the sun appears, during the hottest part of the

The south-facing window shows the greatest light 
variances of all but has the brightest profile throughout 
most of the day, 365 days a year. In mid-winter, it is the 
most radiant window of all with the low winter sun 
streaming clear across the room. In Spring and fall, the sun 
shines half-way across the room, but in mid-summer, when 
the sun is overhead, it is primarily a bright-light window. 
A room with a south window is second only to east in the 
year-round sponsorship of prosperous plant life. 

NORTHERN EXPOSURE 

The dimmest profile of all particularly if the window 






r plant's lives 
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faces due north. Then there is no sunshine even in mid- 
summer and only those plants that will endure low-light 
conditions should be attempted. However, if the window 
faces north-east or north-west, there is some hope, at least 
in mid-summer. But in general, the north window is the 
least productive of all. 

ARTIFICIAL LIGHTING 

Thank goodness for the fluorescent fixture and the new 
fluorescent bulbs, because incandescent light is not the 
answer to supplementing natural light. Not only are 
incandescent lights extremely high in red rays of the 
spectrum that produce weak, spindly growth, but its energy 
Output is broken down into 90 per cent heat and only 10 
per cent light. By contrast, fluorescent lighting provides an 
ideal balance of 90 per cent light and only 10 per cent heat. 
But while the fluorescent fixture is not the most attractive 
addition to room’s decor, the new fluorescent bulbs are 
quite acceptable. 


If you plan to grow a lot of flowering plants year-round, 
such as orchids and violets, your best investment is a two- 
tiered, decorative indoor light growing unit with four tubes 
per tier. But for successful house plant growth, particularly 
in the depths of winter, your best investment is to take the 
time to profile the light values of the various windows in 
your home and adjust your plants’ locations accordingly. 
It’s the best way I know to get them out of their seasonal 
adjustment depression.

While Parker and Beck were out of the 
room, Richard laced the half full bottle of stout with 
potassium cyanide.

Mrs. Beck, her two daughters, 
and Daisy’s boyfriend, Alfred Young, returned home. 
So did Mr. Beck. Now the activities of the family 
predicated who should live and who should die. 
Alfred Young left the house and went home. Hilda 
went to bed. Daisy retired to the kitchen for a snack, 
but rejoined her parents in the living room. The stout 
was still on the table. 

Mr. Beck offered his wife and daughter a drink. 
Both accepted. Mr. Beck drank down half a glass 
and soon shouted for his daughter. He crumpled into 
an armchair. Mrs. Beck Jay on the floor beside the 
armchair. Daisy fell unconscious to the floor. 
Upstairs, Hilda heard the noise and came running 
down. She saw her entire family apparently 
miconsclous and ran frantically to neighbours for 

elp. 

Christopher and Dora Collinson did what they could 
and then summoned a doctor. Dr. William Dempster 
thought of poison immediately. He smelled bitter 
almonds, which indicated the presence of potassium 
cyanide. Richard and Anna Beck died moments after 
the doctor arrived on the scene.

The contents of the stout bottle were analyzed and 
found to contain potassium cyanide. It didn’t take 
detectives long to home in on the man who had 
brought the poisoned stout into the Beck’s home. 
What kind of man would leave poisoned stout in a 
house on the chance that his intended victim would 
partake of the lethal liquid? Up until he hatched his 
diabolical scheme, Richard Brinkley was an ordinary 
carpenter with no police record. Once taken into 
custody he swore he was innocent of any wrongdoing. 

Despite the overwhelming evidence pointing to his 
guilt, he maintained his innocence to the end. The 
end came on Tuesday, Aug. 13, 1907 at Wandsworth 
Prison when Richard Brinkley was hanged for the 
murder of Anna and Richard Beck.

Zegouras’s extols the 
virtues of the general 
system, because more 
emphasis is placed on who 
is the best candidate for the 
job rather than his or her 
social or _ residential 
standing in the community. 

“The best person for the 
job will work hard to earn 
his right to sit on council. 
It’s already difficult these 
days to get good people to 
run for public office and if 
they’re good they’re re- 
elected. We can’t keep our 
seats warm for as long as 
we want without earning 
them. If we don’t earn the 
right we're out the door.” 

But, counters Kellaway, 
just because councillors are 
elected from a ward doesn’t 
ultimately mean they’re not 
of high calibre or can’t pull 
together on _ broader 
community issues. By 
working in individual areas, 
ultimately the whole city 
would be knit together, she 
concedes. 

And councillors would be 
more accountable to their 
ward constituents 

“There are a lot of 
misconceptions about the 
ward system,” she says. 
“Councillors responsible 
for their own electorate 
makes more sense for 
council in light of how big 
Belleville is getting. Our 
official plan is almost 
obsolete. It looks like a 
dog’s breakfast because 
council is not methodically 
acting responsibly. That 
was one of Zegouras’s 
major plank’s during the 
last election, to revitalize 
the city’s official plan.” 

Mayor Zegouras, 
however, cites provincial 
legislation that makes it 
mandatory for ward 
Systems to be implemented 
when a city reaches 
100,000. Smaller cities in 
Ontario, have adopted ward 
Systems, much to their 
chagrin, says the mayor. 

“We're too small for a 
ward system. It doesn’t 
make sense. I’ve talked 
with fellow colleagues from 
Cities that have the system 
in effect now and they’ve 
told me it’s nightmare.” 

Zegouras suggests com- 
plications in the ward 
system may be behind the 
Switch from ward to 
general system in 1913.

In 1871 
an additional ward was 
added and just four years 
later two more were added 
for a total of seven. In 1899 
the ward system was 
trashed by council.

Town: 


Point Anne's 
bustling 
community died 
with the cement 
company

The desert wind hisses through sun- 
bleached ruins, repeatedly slamming an 
aimlessly swinging saloon door. 
Tumbleweeds float down the main street 
of a once bustling town, now inhabited by 
ghosts of the past. 

That's the scene conjured for most 
people by the words "ghost town". 

In Ontario, however, ghost towns are 
very different from the scene conjured up 
by conditioned responses of western movie 
buffs, says Ron Brown, author of Ghost 
Towns of Ontario published by 
Cannonbooks. 

“A disappearing road into a meadow to 
old foundations in a field can be a ghost 
town,” Brown explains to Quinte Weekly 
News. “Ghost towns can even be villages 
that are still inhabited but still have old 
vacant neighbourhoods or grown-over 
stone ruins.” 

Using maps, local histories and old 
provincial directories, Brown has found as 
many as 100 ghost towns in the province. 
Twenty have been located in Eastern 
Ontario. 

Point Anne just east of Belleville serves 
as an excellent example of the typical 
Ontario ghost town. The once bustling 
town that boasted 660 residents, as 
recorded by Census Canada in 1910, is 
now just a scattering of homes amid 
overgrown foundations of a much larger 
community.

Allied Forces won the First and Second 


World Wars through tact, force, luck and an 
impetus for victory. 

They also won by several strokes of the 
paint brush, says Bernie Taylor, the Picton 
area collector. 

It was called the war-time poster — a 
subtle, yet very successful propaganda 
tactic used to seduce the youth of the day 
into taking up arms and fighting for their 
country. 

The posters were everywhere, reminding 
young men and women of their patriotic 
duty. Posters were run off by governments 
in the thousands as a means of getting to 
the hearts and minds of prospective troops, 
nurses, doctors and pilots. 

Today only a handful of these posters 
remain throughout the world, treasured by 
collectors such as Bernie Taylor. 

“There can’t be very many of these left 
because they were never meant to be 
framed and hung on a wall as art,” says 
Taylor sitting in his 16 Talbot St., Picton 
home. “These were only temporary. They 
were put up in the streets and in public 
meeting places. They were then torn down 
and thrown into the garbage.”

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No garbage for Marmora 
without a proper 
environmental assessment 


Although the new NDP government is refusing to 
categorically confirm that Marmora won't be stuck 
with Toronto's garbage, it is sending out signals that 
should cheer the Marmora Takes No Trash (TNT) 
organization. f 

The NDP government has trashed the efforts of 
municipalities in the Greater Toronto Area to find 
several interim landfill sites within their boundaries. 

Its grounds were interesting. Basically, NDP 
Environment Minister Ruth Grier said two things: 
first, that landfill sites shouldn't go ahead without a 
proper environmental assessment regardless of the 
urgency, and second, that the NDP government will 
put a much greater emphasis on reducing, reusing 

and recycling waste than on simply creating more 
landfills. 

That's a gutsy move -- and one that is a lot more 
complex to implement than even the most complex 
hurdles landfill sites now have to go through. 

But the it makes sense. If we make less garbage in 
the first place or reuse and recycle the garbage that 
we make, we should have less need for landfill sites. 
That's why it was important for Quinte, too, to join 
the blue box program. 

To come back to Marmora, Grier ducked the 
question when asked pointblank in the legislature by 
Quinte MPP Hugh O'Neil whether she would 
confirm that Marmora and other communities won't 
be candidate sites for Toronto's garbage. But she did 
state that no long term solution will be implemented 
without a full environmental assessment process. 

We in the Quinte area will be holding her to that. 


Learning recycling 


Cheers to the Hastings County Board of Education 
for pushing garbage recycling in its centre and south 
Hastings County elementary schools. 

Thanks to the board, the Ministry of the 
Environment and the Quinte Regional Recycling, 26 
elementary schools were to have received their blue 
boxes last week.

Although residents of present and past, 
including hockey star Bobby Hull, may 
dismiss the notion that Point Anne is a 
ghost town, Brown says people need only 
look at the ruins in the west, middle and 
east sections of the town. 

He cites the boarded-up Catholic church, 
vacant lots and knee-high grass that grows 
between the few houses still occupied 
there. 

“People that live in Point Anne may say 
‘This isn’t a ghost town, I live here,'" 
Brown says. "The truth is a ghost town can 
be a place that was once a very busy place 
(that) has faded away but still exists.” 

What started as a quarry operation and 
later bloomed into a full-sized town with 
the advent of two cement operations has 
slowly receded over the past century into a 
small residential community ‘sprinkled with 
a few businesses including a body shop and 
Proctor Clem and Associates, a hydro 
meter manufacturer. 

The old limestone Point

schoolhouse over the years housed a 
theatre and most recently was renovated 
into apartments. : 

During Point Anne’s boom era, one of 
the larger parts of the town was in the east 


company owned land and houses there 
supplied to the workers. Foundations of 
these old homes and sidewalks still exist. 

Follow the sidewalk through the middle 
section of Point Anne to the west end and 
the explorer will find a host of old stone 
ruins that once housed the Belleville 
Cement Company. 

A trip to the site reveals a ruined 
generating station, an intricate maze of 
basement foundations, long tunnels and the 
walls of a massive building that have taken 
on the appearance of a long-abandoned 
Aztec temple looming high above the 
dense vegetation. 

The middle section of Point Anne still 
largely exists today, partly due to the fact 
that the land, stores and homes were 
privately owned, spin-offs from the two 
cement operations there. 

When they closed down, thé cement 
companies razed the homes at the west and 
east ends. Most of the workers moved on in 
search of employment. 

The Point Anne cement works became 
obsolete when a new modernized cement 
plant was built in Picton, writes Brown. 

Other cement plants across the province 
had already fallen prey to closures years 
earlier. 

Marlbank, for instance, located near 
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Tweed, closed in the 1920s due to the 
amalgamation of 20 provincial cement 
plants into six and then three companies, 
he says. 

Marlbank, like Point Anne, has its share 
of old stone ruins. Vegetation has reclaimed 
the land outside of the hamlet where the 
bustling plant once stood. 

“Places like Point Anne and Marlbank 
had huge cement factories and sites that 
brought a lot of money and activity into the 
town for other businesses such as taverns, 
hotels and supply stores,” says Brown, a 
planner with the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs and author of- four books on ghost 
towns. 

“But when the companies closed and left, 
they took the town with them,” he says. 

The story is common to many towns that 
were established around expendable 
resources. “Sawmills existed only as long 
as there were trees to cut down, as did mill 
towns. When all of the trees were cut 
down, often the water table changed and 
rivers that once charged through the mill 
towns were reduced to trickles and the mill 
was no longer viable,” says Brown. 

“Mining towns, as well, only lasted as 
long as there was enough material to mine. 
When the resource ran out the town usually 
closed if there wasn’t a larger city or 
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community nearby,” Brown says. 

Referring to Marmora, located north of 
Belleville, he notes, however, "Some towns 
were very resilient and still exist today 
despite the mine’s closure.” 

A variety of other factors also 
contributed to the demise of small hamlets, 
villages and towns in Ontario, namely 
change and progress. 

“We've undergone such changes in the 
past century: schooners to steamships, 
horse and buggy to automobile, rail to air 
flight. With the evolution of transportation 
a lot of shipping industries folded. When 
rail lines to isolated towns were closed it 
choked off the community,” says Brown. 

He adds thatOntario's ghost towns can 
provide politicians and planners with food 
for thought as they plan for the future. 

“We can-look at all of these ghost towns 
and learn the mistakes of our history. We 
have to look ahead and reflect on what’s 
happened to all of these communities,” 
Brown says. 

“Things today are moving too quickly 
when it comes to planning — too many 
people are neglecting our heritage,” Brown 
says."People are readily replacing our 
heritage and stamping it as progress. I hope 
we can learn in future to not move so 
quickly.”

Day honours Suzanne Adam's battle

Belleville will stop and 
remember the valiant 
struggle of Suzanne Adams 
Dec. 15 — a struggle that 
ended in death after a two- 
year fight against leukemia. 

The second annual 
Suzanne Adams Leukemia 
Day this year will honour a 
young woman who fought 
hard and long against 
overwhelming odds. The 
day will also attempt to 
deal with the world of 
leukemia, left behind in her 
passing, by bringing in 
badly needed donations for 
the Red Cross Bone 
Marrow registry through 
money jars and donation 
booths in the city. 

The registry needs money 
to enhance its number of 
marrow donors for 
leukemia victims waiting 
for transplants. 

On behalf of the cily, 
Mayor George Zegouras 
has proclaimed the day as 
Suzanne Adams Day. 

The Belleville Bull’s 
Dec. 15 Saturday night 
game will be held in honor 
of Suzanne and the Quinte 
Mall is also participating. 

“It's a day to remember 
your loved ones whether 
they’re still alive or have 
passed away,” says Bob 
Adams, father of Suzanne, 
who died Dec. 17 1988 at 
the age of 20 after a two- 
year fight against the 
disease. 

“For me it’s Suzanne’s 
day. She was such an 
outgoing girl and her nature 
was to love — I was very 
proud of her the way she 
handled herself through her 
struggle,” says Adams. 

“She had to face up to 
death at such a young age 
when she was so full of life. 
How do you _ handle 
knowing you’re going to 
die when you’re only 18 
years old?” 

Bob Adams has been 
working for the past two 
years towards increasing 
the number of available 
bone marrow donors on the 
Red Cross list. 

When he first started 
crusading for more donors 
there were only 1,200 
donors on the Red Cross 
list. Today, Adams has 
raised $50,000 and the list 
has grown to over 14,000 
names. 

“The main reason I am 
doing all of this is so that 
Suzanne’s death had a 
purpose and that she is not 
forgotten,” says Adams. 
“Her death has certainly 
added to the cause of ihe 
Red Cross bone marrow 
registry. In the long run I 
think she will have helped a 
lot of people afflicted with 
leukemia." 

He adds: “It’s also so that 
other families don’t have to 
go through it without any 
help. Families become 
drained during the fight and 
when that family member 
finally dies the draining 
process gets even worse. 

Adams works closely 
with the Regional Hospice, 
directed by Sara Devries, 
and the Cancer Support 
Group, with Flora Riley.

The annual Christmas bird 
count will be held at 
Presqu’ile Provincial Park 
on Sunday, Dec. 16th. 

Presqu’ile’s Steve 
LaForest feels there is a 
good chance visitors will see 
Snowy Owls and possibly 
the rare Northern Hawk 
Owl, recently spotted north 
of the park. Every four years 
the lemming population in 
the Arctic declines forcing 
these birds south for food. 

This annual bird count 
takes place across North 
America within two weeks 
of Christmas. The census 
allows naturalists to know 
which species are thriving or 
declining. 

Last year, visitors to 
Presqu’ile spotted Golden 
Eagles and two Bald Eagles 
flying overhead. To date 
some 311 different species 
of birds have been identified 
at the park.

es Pushkin, who celebrated her 104th 
birthday Nov. 27, was born in St. 
Petersburg (later Petrograd and now 
Leningrad) in 1886. She attended a 
boarding school there and married an 
officer in the Imperial Russian Hussars. _ 

Then came the Revolution and her life 
changed, forever. 

“Because we were While Russians, even 
our name placed us in danger, during the 
Revolution. We would have been killed if 
we had stayed, when the Red Ammy came, 
so we fled to Estonia in 1919,” she says. 

Mrs. Pushkin recalls that her husband, 
Alexander’s regiment was fighting the 
Bolsheviks when she left Russian with her 
son and two, young daughters. It was three 
years before she Icarned that he died in 


baitle 

Her son, Alexander, who was named for 
this father, was conscripted into the 
Estonian army and never seen or heard 
from again 

Mrs. Pushkin and her daughters, Alla and 
Irena, were living in Estonia when the 
Second War started and the Soviet Union 
invaded. Once again, their very name 


placed them in jeopardy. Mrs. Pushkin’s 
late husband had been a direct descendant 
of the Russian poet and prose writer, 
Alexander Pushkin, who dicd during a duel 
in defense of his wife’s honour. 

To escape the Bolsheviks, Mrs. Pushkin 
and her two children fled to German where 
a relative sheltered them and gave them 
food and clothing. The family stayed in

Berlin for about four months, then moved 
to Bavaria in the south of Germany. 

“Eventually, the Amencans came and we 
received more to eat,” says Irena Pushkin, 
recalling that she and her mother had 
survived for a ume on a diet of apples.

At 104 years of age, she remains 
mentally alert and still enjoys her soap 
operas. 

“She watches, The Young and The 
Restless’, and ~The Bold and the 
Beautiful,’ her daughter says. 

She adds that although her mother is now 
very hard of hearing, she is still able to 
follow the characters on screen. 

Mrs. Pushkin still enjoys reading and 
Irena reports that it is not unusual to 
discover her reading in bed with a 
magnifying lass at 1 a.m. She reads from a 
collection of Russian novels including 
Anna Karenina and Crime and 
Punishments. 

She says she has no particular favorite. 
She has read all of the books, many times, 
enjoying each one for itself. The books 
remind her of how Russian used to be, she 
explains. 

Not only is Mrs. Pushkin mentally alert, 
but she also enjoys trading quips with her 
daughter. 

When Irena observed that her mother has 
been able to live at home for so many 
years, rather than entering a nursing home, 
because her mind has remained keen, Mrs. 
Pushkin was quick with a retort. 

“Most days, my mind works better than 
yours,” she tells her daughter. 

And several years ago, when Irena 
retired from the Bata plant, after more than 
33 years on the job, her mother expressed 
concem that she would be “underfoot all 
day.” 

Mrs. Pushkin is the first member of her 
family to achieve such longevity. When 
asked the secret of living a long life, she 
replies that “a little drink every day” staves 
off Father Time.

The French detectives were stymied. Although the 
Dominicis appeared to be in the clear, there was 
something about their pat stories that led investiga 
tors to believe they knew more than they were reveal 
ing. 

The first concrete hint that their suspicions were 
well founded occurred weeks after the murders. Paul 
Maillet told police that Gustave had said, in front of 
other members of the Dominici family, “The little 
girl’s left arm moved as I looked at her. She was sull 
groaning and there was a rattle in her throat.” 

Police re-enacted the discovery of Elizabeth’s body 
Gustave positioned himself in such a way that it would 
have been impossible for him not to have seen the 
Drummonds’ bodies. Yet, in his initial statements to 
police, he claimed to have only seen Elizabeth’s body 

Gustave was faced with Paul Maillet’s evidence 
that he had said that Elizabeth was alive when he 
came upon the scene. At first, he denied having 
made the statement, but eventually admitted it was 
true. As a result of his confession, Gustave was 
charged with ‘having failed to give aid to a per- 
son in.peril of death”. 

In court Gustave admitted that when he had come 
upon the scene, Elizabeth had been alive. Before find 
ing him guilty of the charge and sentencing him to two 
months imprisonment, the presiding judge castigated 
him for not calling a doctor. Gustave could only 
meekly respond that he had hailed a passing cyclist 
and had him notify police. 

Nearly a year passed before old Gaston's nephew, 
Roger Perrin, came forward, informing police that-the 
night before the murder he had seen Lady Drummond 
and Elizabeth call at the farm with a bucket, request- 
ing water. This was considered a real break in the 
case, because the Dominicis had sworn that they had 
had no physical contact or conversation with the 
Drummonds at any time.

With the recording out of 
the way, individual 
cassettes were pressed last 
week for a Dec. 14 delivery 
date. They will be flown to 
the gulf from CFB Trenton. 

“I just wanted to do 
something and this was 
certainly something I could 
do to help out fellow 
Canadians so far away from 
home,” says Post of her 
efforts. 

“If this raises the morale 
of just one person then it is 
worth it. I’m hoping this 
song makes them realize 
there a lot of people at 
home thinking about them 
— they’re in our thoughts 
and in our prayers.” 

A preview cut of the song 
has been sent to the gulf 
with a Christmas message 
from Post notifying them 
their tapes are coming. 

The last sentence in the 
message by Post reads: 
“You are an inspiration and 
your efforts make all of us 
at home proud to be 
Canadian and may God 
bless you.”

Does that mean you can't have any fun?

Just serve non- 
alcoholic beverages. Your party doesn't 
have to fall flat just because no one got 
high on alcohol

months. And the second reason, the wrong 
plant in the wrong location. And the 
final reason - too high expectations. 

In winter when light levels and 
growth rates have slowed down, 
plants require far less water than 
during the sunshine months. And 
the wrong location can mean too 
near a heat vent or a cold window 
or in a location where the light 
levels are too low. "Too high expectations" 
requires a little more explanation. 

There are some plants, especially some of 
the flowering plants, that require highly 
individual care, e.g. high humidity, cool 
temperatures and very careful watering just 
to have them survive for a few weeks. Two 
good examples: the gardenia and cyclamen. 

And these are some of the reasons I 


recommended to you last week the 
desertscape’, a grouping of the succulent 
plants that are by their very nature - tough 
customers. - 


You can set up a ‘desertscape' in any 





sunny or bright area and the more sun the 
better. But you can supplement the 
succulents with artificial light. Normally, I 
would never recommend the use of 
incandescent light as a supplement, with 
their energy output of 90 per cent heat and 
10 per cent light, but the succulent's 
Stubborn adaptability to harsh climate 
conditions developed over millions of years

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are an exception. But better still are new 
fluorescent bulbs with an output of 90 per 
cent light and 10 per cent heat. 

Setting the stage for your desertscape will 
give you the opportunity to really let your 
crealive juices flow. You may 
decide on a plant box, a simple 
plywood box, painted and lined 
with plastic film. 

For drainage, spread a few inches 
of gravel then start setting your 
pots in place with the shortest 
plants at the front and don't hesitate 
to try different combinations of 
shapes, texture and colours. 

Then surround the pots with potting soil, 
soilless mix or peat moss and finish off 
with a layer of pebbles, pea gravel or sand. 
Or you may simply let plants stand on their 
own, sheathed in terra cotta decorator pots. 

For a striking effect, you can line the wall 
behind them with full-length mirrors or if 
you wish to be more subtle, contrast them 








esertscape in your house 


with differing textures such as woven wall 
hangings, ceramic pots, sculptures, dishes 
of shells, pebbles or white beans. 

In starting your desertscape, you have a 
choice. You can buy junior plants in almost 
any nursery or plant store, but the larger 
plants may have to be sought out there are 
retailers and growers that specialize in 
succulents and can obtain some of the more 
unusual varieties upon request. 

The first step in developing your 
collection is to pick up a book on 
succulents at your nearest nursery, book 
store or library and list your preferences. 
Since not all will be readily available in 
your areas, make up an ‘A’ list and a 'B’ list 
and then start phoning. 

If you are prepared to combine patience 
with your shopping it will go a lot easier on 
your wallet because some of the larger 
plants can be costly, but if you are willing 
to purchase them in junior size and grow 
them on, you'll find them quite inexpensive. 





Leisure planning is key to enjoyable retirement 


Leisure in retirement can lead to an 
exciting love affair with life.

The presiding judge quickly 
sentenced him to death. Two days before his sched- 
uled execution date of April 28, 1945, Ronald Hed- 
ley’s death sentence was commuted to life imprison 
ment

ate was still at work on Tuesday, 

April 29, 1947, when it decreed that 

Alec de Antiquis drive his motorcy- 

cle into London to pick up some 

parts he needed for his motorcycle 
repair shop. 

Alec turned onto Charlotte St. and 
came face to face with three armed men run- 
ning directly towards him. He slammed on his 
brakes, deliberately swinging his bike sideways in 
front of the armed men. One man fired his revolver. 
A .32 calibre bullet struck Alec in the temple. 

A pedestrian, Charles Grimshaw, stuck out his 
foot and tripped one of the robbers, who sprawled 
onto the road. Grimshaw jumped on the man, but 
one of the gunmen spotted the melee, turned and 
kicked Grimshaw in the head. Grimshaw released 
his grip and the three men made good their escape. 

Alec de Antiquis was rushed to Middlesex Hospi- 
tal, where he died soon after his arrival. 

The three robbers, who hau scarves over their 
faces, frantically ran down Charlotte St. They had 
just robbed Jays Jewellery Store. They had planned 
on getting away in a parked Vauxhall, but the car 
had been blocked in while they were busy robbing 
the store. The abandoned Vauxhall, which had been 
stolen, was found a few hours later.

Two days after the shooting, taxi driver Albert 
Grubb walked into a police station and told police 
that a stranger had jumped onto the running board 
of his taxi on the day of the shooting. Grubb had 
pushed the man off his running board. He had 
watched as the man joined a companion and ran 
into a building known as Brook House. Detectives 
proceeded to Brook House, where they found a rain- 
coat, gray cap, gloves and a knotted scarf in a top 
floor closet. ; 

It took two weeks to trace the raincoat to a store, 
where it had been sold to one Charles Henry Jen- 
kins, 23, a well known small time thief. Jenkins was 
picked up. He was placed in an identification lineup, 
but witnesses were unable to say for sure whether 
he was one of the robbers. Two of Jenkins’ known 
companions, Christopher Geraghty, 20, and Tony 
Rolt, 17, were similarly detained, with the same 
results. All three men were eventually released. 

Jenkins was questioned again. This time he 
claimed the raincoat belonged to an acquaintance, 
one Bill Walsh. When Walsh was. questioned, he 
admitted that he had cased Jays Jewellery Store for 
Jenkins, but had nothing to do with the actual rob- 
bery 
Tony Rolt was picked up once more. He confessed 
to having driven the stolen vehicle for Geraghty and 
Jenkins. Both men were arrested and all three were 
charged with the murder of Alec de Antiquis. 

On July 21, 1947, Jenkins, Geraghty and Rolt stood 
trial for murder in London’s Old Bailey. During the 
trial it was established that the revolvers of all 
three men had been loaded at the time of the shoot- 
ing. A statement given to police by Geraghty was 
read in court. In it, he admitted, ‘‘A motorcyclist, I 
do not know if he was riding or walking, got in our 
way, and I fired my .32 off, intending to frighten 
him. I saw him drop off the motorbike and drop into 
the gutter.” 

The jury took only 15 minutes to find all three 
men guilty of murder. Jenkins and Geraghty were 
sentenced to hang. Rolt’s age saved his life. He was 
sentenced to be ‘‘detained during His Majesty’s 
pleasure’. In fact, he was to spend nine years in 
prison before being released. 

In the cases of Jenkins and Geraghty, all appeals 
failed. They were both hanged on Friday, Sept. 19, 
1947 at Pentonville Prison. 

The deaths of Binney ahd de Antiquis are 
strangely similar. Both men were in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. Both made attempts to 
impede the escape of robbers. Both sets of criminals 
had just robbed jewellery stores. Most eerie of all, 
Charles Jenkins, who was hanged for the murder of 
de Antiquis, was the younger brother of Thomas 
Jenkins, who was serving time in prison for the 
murder of Capt. Ralph Douglas Binney.

Today, there is still an 
empty space in the lives of 
the Le Poidevin’s despite a 
two and a half year lapse 
since Sue Lyn’s death. 

“Time has healed the pain 
of her loss for us but we 
sull struggle some days to 
get through. I remember 
when she died I felt like I 
would never get through 
it,” says Le Poidevin. 

His anguish put one of 
his favorite hobbies — 
playing Santa — in peril. 

“I was going to quit, 
because I just didn’t feel 
like a jolly Santa Claus,” 
says Le Poidevin, proud 
owner of personalized 
license plates stamped 
SANTA 4. 

What started at a Bell 
Canada Christmas party for 
the children evolved into a 
series of Santa visits all 
around the city including 
Century Place, Belleville 
General Hospital, 
Children’s Aid Society 
functions. 

All of the good Le 
Poidevin was doing during 
the Yuletide season was in 
jeopardy. 

But, his wife and several 
others convinced him into 
trying at least for another 
year. 

Le Poidevin is glad he 
never gave it up — making 
other people happy helps 
him, especially during 
times when he finds it hard 
to deal with the loss of his 
daughter Sue Lyn. 

“When I do the hospital 
for four hours Christmas 
Eve and see the children 
and the seniors it is such a 
special feeling to make 
people feel that good,” he 
says. “Their eyes light up, 
they perk right up when 
they see me. I feel 
absolutely super when I get 
home that evening because 
I’ve helped in my own little 
way.” 


Just before she died, Sue 
Lyn Le Poidevin wrote the 
following poem for her 
family: 


Many long days and nights

Century Place embarks 





on largest energy project 
of it's kind in Quinte area

Pinnacle Property Man- 
agement has seen the light. 

And it’s expected to save 
the Belleville firm $19,000 
a year. 

in co-operation with 
Ontario Hydro and 
Belleville Utilities the firm 
renovated it’s lighting 
system at Century Place 
mall in Downtown 
Belleville last September. 

Stan Dafoe, energy 
advisor to commercial 
customers in the Belleville 
area for Ontario Hydro, 
says the project is the 
largest of it’s kind in the 
area. 

With a cash incentive 
from Ontario Hydro’s 
energy efficient lighting 
program, 817 silver 
reflectors were installed 
above the fluorescent 
lamps. Two lamps, per four- 
lamp fixture were removed. 
Quality lighting still 
remains, and as a result, 
says Dafoe, the lighting 
load has been reduced by 
90,000 watts in total for 
Century Place. 

Further energy reductions 
are planned. Managers have 
the heating system in their 
sites for future re-design. 
Century Place store-owners 
and building managers may 
possibly gather in 1991 to 
examine ways of working 
together for even more 
energy savings. 

The long-term energy 
program is just one

The remaining five per cent of 
the time, however, can be sheer 
terror, says OPP Training Unit 
Sgt. Bob Lewis of No. 5 District 
Headquarters in Aurora. 

Especially when a police 
officer's life is threatened by a 
gun pointed directly at him or her 
during a split-second con- 
frontation. 

In a fraction of a second, the 
officer’ must weigh all 
consequences that could stem 
from just such a skirmish. 

If he pulls his gun too late he 
could be the next dead-officer 
Statistic — if he discharges his 
gun without provocation and 
justification he could kill an 
innocent man, his career finished, 
his life ruined. 

It’s an uncompromising pos- 
sibility that police officers must 
face daily in the line of duty. 
They risk their lives in pursuit of 
their code of protectorate ethics. 

In incidents involving firearms, 
officers walk a proverbial 
tightrope in an effort to diffuse a 
potentially explosive situation, 
says Lewis of the second largest 
OPP facility in Ontario. The 
Aurora facility also includes a 50 
metre, eight-station firing range 
for officer training. 

Quinte Weekly News toured the 
facility Dec. 17 during Media 
Firearms Day. Reporters attended 
seminars on how to handle 
firearms and later competed on 
the firing range. Quinte Weekly 
News finished second during the

in the process of stealing a car. 

Contrary to “trigger-happy” 
claims by the black community, 
Sgt. Lewis concedes officers 
don’t want to use their guns until 
it is absolutely necessary. 

“The suffering an officer goes 
through after a shooting is 
horrible. They lose sleep, some 
quit, some turn to alcoholism. It is 
definitely not something you can 
get over very easily,” says Lewis.

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In the event of a shooting, 
counsellors are available to help 
officers cope with the incident. 
The success rate depends on each 
officer. 

“Police officers must stop 
unlawful acts safely. And they 
must use the least amount of force 
possible. However, firearms are 
sometimes needed as a last resort 
because all others have failed,” 
says Lewis, citing the OPP force 
continum. 

The four steps a police officer 
must abide by until lethal force, 
the last step, can be exercised are: 
Presence; Verbal; Empty Hand 
Technique; Baton and finally 
Lethal. 

Police officers can’t even draw 
their standard issue 38-calibre 
pistol and point it at someone 
unless their action is justified it is 
an offense in Ontario, officers 
included, to point a gun at another 
person, says Lewis. (Loaded or 
unloaded) 

Many job-related rules in any 
profession are learned by trial and 
error. Police officers, however, 
don’t have second chances when 
it comes to discretionary power 
and firearms. 

Luckily for local policing 
authorities, the chance of daily 
shoot-outs with armed persons 
drops drastically with a decrease 
in demographics. Toronto has 2.5 
million people — Quinte area, 
just over 100,000. 

Sgt. Wayne Baker of the OPP 
District Nine Headquarters in 
Belleville says incidents in- 
volving firearms are much lower 
here than in large urban centres. 

“Using our guns is not a daily 
occurrence for us that’s for sure,” 


says Baker, “I think it’s due to the 
population level — where there 
are a lot more people there is 
obviously more crime. It’s 
difficult to compare Belleville to 
Toronto.” 

But the possibility of a firearm 
confrontation still exists even 
here in Quinte. 

That’s why the OPP have 
purchased a FATs firearm 
scenario simulator to train patrol 
officers to effectively deal with 
life and death firearm situations. 

Sgt. Baker says District 9 OPP 
officers have been invited to 
attend simulator sessions at 
District No. 5 Aurora’s 
headquarters, home to the FATs 
simulator, one of two in Ontario. 

Officers can test their 
judgement and readiness on the 
$50,000 base price simulator. 
Equipped with a large screen, 280 
scenarios software and glass lined 
9mm and 38 calibre laser guns 
(up to $6,000 apiece), the 
simulator is as close to real as 
police officers want to get. 

The simulator records how fast 
officers react to staged video- 
recorded bank-robberies, 
Suspicious cars and break-ins. 
Response time and on-screen 
images show where a police 
returned fire. Lethal, non-lethal 
and missed shots are shown as the 
play is played back, subsequent to 
the acting out of the scene. 

“This is well worth the 
investment because this machine 
is giving our officers a chance to 
improve their reaction time and 
judgement to crime scenarios,” 
says Sgt. Bob Lewis. “If this 
saves one constable’s life it is 
worth it.”

Edith’s lawyer 
produced a letter from the mysterious Annie Luke. 
So did the coroner. Both letters hinted that the 
writer was going to commit suicide. Both were writ- 
ten in the same handwriting as the letter Edith had 
produced. 

The next startling revelation was provided by 
bank employee, Fred James, a friend of Mr. and 
Mrs. Carew. He stated that he had seen a heavily- 
veiled woman near The Club on the same day as 
Mrs. Carew swore the strange woman had called on 
her. An immediate search was conducted to find the 
woman, who presumably was Annie Luke. She was 
not located. 

The inquest jury ruled that Walter had died from 
the effects of arsenic - “but by whom the poison 
was administered there is no direct evidence to 
show.” 

Five days later, Edith Carew was arrested and 
charged with her husband’s murder. On Jan. 5, 1897, 
Edith’s murder trial began, which tended to break 
up the rather disappointing social calendar that sea- 
son. The little courthouse was crammed full. After 
each day’s proceedings, the English would belly up 


to the bar at The Club and discuss the pros and 
cons of the trial.

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The trial rehashed all the inquest’s findings, but 
there was more. The Carews’ governess, Mary Dob- 
son, did not get along well with Edith. Their rela- 
tionship had deteriorated to the point where Mary 
believed Edith was intercepting her mail from Eng- 
land. Mary searched Edith’s scrap baskets. She 
didn’t. find. letters. addressed to cher; but she did= ' 
come across torn up letters written to-Edith by none 
other than bank teller Fred James. Mary meticu- 
lously sewed the pieces of the letters together. They 
caused a sensation when read in court. ; 

Fred James took the witness stand. He admitted 
that he had written passionate love letters to Edith. : 
She, in turn, wrote him sizzling letters, but darn it | 
all, their relationship was a platonic one. Fred 
James stated that he had been deeply in love with 
Edith. She, however, was on the best of terms with 
her husband while professing undying love for 
Freddy by mail. In her letters to Freddy, she wrote 
that her husband was a brute who often beat her. 

Edith was either playing a dangerous game with a 
young suitor or was indeed in the midst of an 
unhappy, violent marriage. Most believed she had 
been toying with Fred James’ affections, while he 
was seriously in love with her. His love grew while 
he was being fed terrible stories about Walter’s 
cruelties to his wife. Otherwise, James stated he 
had ‘‘no dislike of Mr. Carew.” 

Handwriting experts were called by the prosecu- 
tion. These gentlemen stated that the letters purpor- 
tedly written by Annie Luke had been written by 
Edith Carew. Defense attorneys summoned their 
own experts who refuted the prosecution’s wit- 
nesses. 

The trial lasted 14 sensational days. The defense 
summed up by stating that there was no evidence 
that Edith had given poison to her husband, nor was 
there an iota of a motive for killing a man she 
obviously loved dearly. 

The prosecution attorney didn’t dwell on whatever 
game Edith was playing with Fred James. Instead, 
he pointed out that Edith was the only possible 
killer — the one who had given orders to purchase 
the arsenic and the one who had had the opportu- 
nity to administer the poison. 

The jury deliberated only a half hour before 
bringing in a verdict of guilty. Edith Carew was 
sentenced to be executed, but this sentence was 
later commuted to life imprisonment.

One of the things noted during a holiday mp to 
Michigan were signs along the highways for an new 
Adopt-a-Highw ay program. ‘ 

Apparently, highways in the state are being 
divided into two-mile sections and community 
eroups are being encouraged to adopt one or more 
sections. The groups make themselves responsible 
that section of highway clean of litter 
and debns, committing themselves to cleaning their 

hosen section of the highway five times per year. 

Signs along the highway tell travellers who has 
adoped the next stretch of two (or more) miles. We 
saw sections of highway adopted by groups as 
diverse as a children's home, a fast food outlet, 
women's groups and a Vietnam veteran's group. 

The idea is really a modern twist on an old 
concept 

Dating back to medieval times, local residents 
were made responsible for maintaining roads that 
ran near their homes. That tradition continued into 
the early settlement of Ontario, as is told by the 
recently published book about Sidney Township. It 
was Only with the development of roads for 
motorcars that the old tradition lapsed and we tumed 
over the maintenance of highways to government 
departments. 

Michigan's Adopt-A-Highway encourages citizens 
to take pride in their local highways -- and 
communities -- in a tangible way. You must feel 
differently about a stretch of highway — and your 
community -- if you take personal responsibility for

with the GST 


"I think the GST will be a real headache 
for some businesses," says Viola Wiley of 
Wiley and Associates. 

"From a bookkeeping point of view, a lot 
of business people don't keep up business 
records," she explains. 

Small businesses, in particular, often 
Operate on a cash basis, keeping track of 
their business through their cheques and 
doing their books at the end of the year. 

"That won't work anymore,” she says. 

If a business bills someone in one month,

then they will have to remit the GST to the 
government the next month or quarter, 
depending on their reporting schedule, she 
explained. 

But, she conceded, the GST may have a 
side-benefit for small businesses, forcing 
them to become more business-like in their 
bookkeeping. 

Brian Kehoe of Wilkinson and Company 
in Belleville agrees. 

"This may force people to be more 
careful about financial records, which

could be a benefit,” he acknowledges. 

According Kehoe, although the GST was 
meant to be simpler than the old FST, it has 
several different levels of tax too. 

This could create an administrative 
headache for some businesses, he said. 

The classic example is that of a gas 
station with a convenience store. Seven per 
cent will be charged on gas, zero per cent 
will be charged on a bag of milk and 7 per 
cent will be charged on a bag of chips. 

"Stores like this often don't have very

sophisticated people working for them,” 
Kehoe says. 

And they often can't afford the 
sophisticated scanner equipment needed to 
use UPC symbols. 

They will have a problem keeping track 
of which transactions have GST and which 
don't, he said. 

Kehoe would have preferred a simple flat 
tax with a lower rate on everything across 
the board. Some form of income 
distribution for the poor would have 
worked better, he feels, than trying to 
exempt “basic” items like groceries and 
medication. 

"We're getting out of an administrative 
nightmare (in the old FST), but now we're 
getting back into it,” he says. 

He expects the transition period to be the 
worst time for businesses. 

“This is a major tax change,” he says, the 
most major in almost 20 years. 

Business people don't really understand it 
and tried to ignore it when it appeared the 
Senate might kill the bill, he said. Now, 
though, they will have to deal with it. 

"The transition period is going to be the 
major problem,” he said. 

But within two or three years, he expects 
the GST to become simply a natural part of 
doing business. 

And in the short term, he'd like to-see the 
government refrain from tinkering with the 
new tax until it has had time to work the 
bugs out and find out how it really works. 

"The government will have to resist the 
urge to tinker,” he said. “Let it work its 
way Out a bit ... don't react as problems 
arise."
